MISCELLANEOUS 


The twenty-second session of this conference convened in San Jose, California, May 
18-21, 1904. A large attendance was a characteristic feature of both the conference sittings 
and the religious services, in fact, the church building would not hold the congregations. 
The large tabernacle was erected and the religious services were held in it. Much of the 
melting power of the Spirit rested upon the people. General Superintendent W. T. Hogue 
presided with great acceptability, and his preaching was in the demonstration of the Spirit 
and power. A blessed spirit of harmony prevailed, not a discordant note being heard. 

A. K. Main of the West Iowa conference, Chas. Fish of the Pittsburg conference and 
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EK, E. Ely of the Southern Oalifornia conference cast their lot with us this year and took 
work in the conference. 

A public W. F. M.S. meeting was held on Sunday afternoon. General Superintendent 
W. T. Hogue preached an excellent sermon for the occasion, after which a collection of 
$125 in cash and pledges was received. 

Rev. J. B. Freeland, acting for the financial agent of the Los Angeles seminary, was 
introduced to the conference and invited to an honorary seat. By request of the confer- 
ence he presented the interests of the seminary in a public educational meeting held Satur- 
day afternoon, and received $132 in cash and subscriptions. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the general superintendent, the secretaries and the 
pastor and members at San Jose for their labors and kind interest taken in the entertain- 
ment and work of the conference.

II.—ON STATE OF THE WORE. 


To an itinerating Methodism the great event of the ecclesiastical year is the session _of 
annual conference. 

Hardly has one session adjourned or the ink on the secretary’s pen become dry, before 
thoughts (anticipatory of good or ill) of the next session come crowding in. And as the 
months whirl! by, it is the Mecca toward which all eyes are turned. The place and time of 
holding the same having been fixed, it immediately becomes the center of gravitation for 
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certain restless terrestrial bodies who, becoming detached from their specified orbits, are 
propelled toward this center with a force, the velocity of which is in proportion to the suc- 
cess they have had, or the hopes of a better orbit for the coming year. 
“— In common with our forefathers since the days of Wesley, we find ourselves once more 
in conference assembled. From fields of labor as diverse and varied as God’s nature 
world, we have come; some from fields which have seemed as arid and monotonous as 
Sahara. Others from fields through which have gently flowed purling brooks and spark- 
ling streams, on the banks of which hours and days of gladness have been spent in the 
midst of flowers and singing birds. Still others have descended from mountain peaks of 
blessing, bearing the halo of a transfigured life and exalted views of the larger Christ, And 
is it too much to say that some may have come from the tempest-stirred, lightning-riven 
field, on which the setting sun throws athwart the dark background of the receding storm, 
the variegated colors of the rainbow of peace. Be that as it may, one and all can appro- 
priately sing: 
‘‘Thro’ many dangers, toils and snares, 
We have already come 
*Tis grace hath led us safe thus far 
And grace will lead us home.” 


Although for the present moment we may be unconsciously humming, ‘‘veiled is the 
future before me’’ the difficulties that confront us in our work in this conference, it might 
imply a weakness of faith so to do. 

Let us rather give a review of the work of the year. 

Some advancement has teen made. A new church has been built at Chico. A Sunday- 
school room has been added to the church at Alameda. Repairs and improvements have 
been made at Ione, Oakdale and Corralitos. A new church is being projected at San Jose. 
The church property at Sutter Oreek has been sold for $800 or $775 net. The Tims legacy 
of $124 to the church at Plymouth has been nearly all paid. A bequest amounting to $300 
or $400 has been left to the church at San Jose by our lamented Sister Parks, who has been 
translated to glory during the year. 

Three new classes have been organized. One at fTuolumne of six members, one at 
Ripon of five and one at Sacramento of seventeen and four probationers. This latter work 
igs in a very encouraging condition and has an excellent prospect. Three tent meetings 
have been held and Revs. 0. R. Ebey, C. B. Langdon and J. B. Freeland have labored 
acceptably as evangelists. Revival meetings have been held at Corralitos, Windsor, Oak- 
dale, Ione, Plymouth and Chico, resulting in blessing and some fruit to the church. The 
reports of the preachers will show an increase in membership of about twenty-five. A 
revival spirit has prevailed upon some circuits and it isa matter of humiliation that it has 
not upon all, There are some preachers who, no matter where they are sent, are fairly suc- 
cessful in promoting a revival spirit. It seems to corroborate the words of Rev. B. T 
Roberts when he said: 

“It is the duty then of every minister of the gospel to succeed in saving souls. If he 
does not, he is either out of place, or he does not fill his place. The fault is his. He must 
not lay his failure to do good to the perverse state of things, If everybody was right, there 
would be no need of ministers. There is no preaching in heaven.’ May every one of us 
become possessed with the conviction that we must succeed in promoting revivals of religion. 

The reports of the preachers will show an increase in the amount of money raised for 
all purposes. The W. F. M.S. will report over $500 for missions in addition to what has 
been raised by the preachers. 

The Sabbath-school work is in a hearty state. I have been pleased to see the interest 
which is being manifested by our people in this important work. The Normal Bible Study 
can be made a great blessing. The class at Alameda have received diplomas in honor of 
their having completed the course. Olasses are at work at Ione, San Jose and Corralitos. 
And yet a great deal more ought to be done on this line. This study will be a great bless- 
ing to the young people and they ought to become interested in it. 

The class meetings present a puzzling problem. We have very few, if any, old-fash- 
ioned class meetings. They have degenerated into praise and testimony meetings. A 
return to the primitive plan would surely conduce to a deepening of spirituality among 
our people. 

It would be well if all our preachers, the elder included, would keep to the discipline 
and examine the leaders on how they lead their classes and, by wise and judicial counsel, 
endeavor to increase the efficiency of this very important feature of spiritual and aggres- 
give Methodism. 

> It would be an injustice if your committee were to close this report without giving’ ex- 
pression to a word of tribute to a small class of persons among us, of whom the world is 
mot worthy ; those who have forsaken homes, sometimes of ease and comfort, to endure 
rivation, toil. and burden; those who always have an open ear and a sympathetic heart for 
the preacher in his cares and trials; those who, under God are often the silent factors:in a 
preacher’s success; those who-are often unrewarded and unnoticed in’ the rewards! and 
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emoluments that come to their companions, though deserving of the best heaven can yield, 
earth can give; to these, the uncrowned queens of Christianity—the wives of our itinerants— 
we accord this feeble tribute. Committee.

The Free MrerHopist 
having for years fully maintained its reputation as the leading holiness advocate of the day, 
is always gladly welcomed at our homes. The Sunday-school papers and literature under 
the efficient management of the Sunday-school secretary are unsurpassed. Weare pleased 
to make favorable mention of the Pacific Free Methodist, edited and published by one of 
our own members who, amid his multiplied duties, gives us in this valuable sheet ‘‘much in 
little.”’ Let this publication be in every family of our membership in the conference 
territory. 

The Earnest Christian has ever been a kind of John the Baptist to our work, going 
before and preparing the way of the Lord. 

These publications together with books and tracts published by our agents, read and 
studied in connection with the Word of God, will tend to build us up in holy character, and 
make us efficient workers in the advancement of the Lord’s kingdom.

Tue Liquor Trarric—We believe that the liquor traffic is the common foe of the 
human race, and merits the just condemnation of all well meaning people. Nearly all 
other evils that overshadow our land, and are a blot upon civilization, may be traced to this 
one great source of evil as the foundation of their existence. The saloon isa mighty force 
in demoralizing the nation, the home and the individual, It fastens its iron grip upon all 
classes, the rich and the poor, the high and low. It regards not the plea of the widow, 
neither does it hear the cry of the orphan, nor the wail from the homes it has destroyed. 
Its devastation is spread abroad in the land. There is no fear of God before its eyes. The 
poison of asps is under its lips. Its mouth is full of cursing and bitterness. Destruction 
and misery are in its ways, and the way of peace has it not known. Its work is debauchery, 
crime and misery, its aim is the destruction of both soul and body in hell. Therefore, 

Resolved, that we as a conference do all in our power to uproot this nefarious traffic 
from our land. 


Sxcret Socretirs—We believe that oath-bound secret societies are the fruits of dark- 
ness, and in principle are opposed to righteousness and the moral good of mankind. The 
obligations imposed on their members are a plain violation of the word of God, ‘‘Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself.’’ And as secrecy may always be regarded as a ground of suspi- 
cion, let us not slacken our diligence in our warfare against these ungodly orders. 


SasspatTH Dusecration—This evil is alarmingly prevalent in our land, especially in Sun- 
day excursions and Sunday games. We can hardly pick up a secular paper but we see 
the announcement of some excursion or base ball game on the Sabbath day, and saddest of 
all, most of these games are fostered and encouraged by some of the highest educational 
institutions of our land. Let us by God’s help, lift a voice of warning against these pleas- 
pee ne institutions, which are demoralizing the young, and are profaning God’s 

oly day 


On Dress—We do not believe that worldly contormity or popular religion is any more 
favorable in our day to godliness and godly simplicity than it was when Paul delivered his 
eloquent address to the Athenians in the midst of Mars Hill. The Athenians were reli- 
gionists, but their devotion consisted chiefly in the fashion of serving a multiplicity of gods. 
The popular mind is as much opposed to the cross of Christ now as it was in the days of the 
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Wesleys, or when B. T. Roberts published his articles on New School Methodism. There- 
fore we would urge our preachers and people to guard the doors of our church against all 
tendencies toward formality and worldliness. and adorn ourselves in modest apparel with 
shamefacedness ‘‘and sobriety, not with broidered hair, or gold or pearls, or costly array, 
but (which becometh those professing godliness) with good works.”

Each pastor was instructed to preach at least once on the subject of the Bible, its read_ 
ing and circulation at each appointment, and take a collection at that time for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society and its auxilliary, the California State Bible Society, collection to be 
paid to the conference treasurer. 

A collection of $7,000 was taken for the Los Angeles Free Methodist Seminary, besidee 
pumerous other collections amounting to about $500. 
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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON REFORMS. 


True and efficient moral reform is to restore the sway of fundamental principles, prin- 
ciples which make for that degree of practical righteousness which should so fully domi- 
nate in individual character, and in civil and ecclesiastical governments as to hold in check 
and overcome those evils which are inimical to the well-being of humanity. 

The necessity for such reform argues the existence of abnormal conditions of a more 
or less perilous nature and which may not be expected to wholly cease, either in state or 
church while time endures. The Bible teaches that ‘‘In the last days perilous times shall 
come. For men shall be lovers of their ownselves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, without natural affection, truce breakers, false 
accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those that are good, traitors, heady, high-minded, 
lovers of pleasure more than lovers of God; having a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof. From such turn away.’’ Especially should we turn from fellowship with 
them in order to reasonably expect to reform them. 

This abnormal condition of things referred to in the foregoing scripture quotation 
alarmingly prevails in the present age of the world. It is that which, when it invades the 
home, disturbs its tranquillity ; which tramples under foot the sanctity of the Christian Sab- 
bath, which renders churches intensely worldly, which corrupts national governments, 
which incites war. This leaven of wickedness is the manifestation of the ‘'carnal mind”’ 
which is ‘‘enmity against God, is not subject to the law of God, neither indeed can be;’’ and 
when it so affects either church or state as to dominate in anything fundamental to the in- 
terest of either, reformation is needed. 

The need of moral reform movements is so diversified and world-wide that we cannot 
in a brief report extensively particularize. We must be content to especially mention une 
general evil which is, ever has been, and ever will be, while it remains, the source of many 
other evils which are sad, heart-sickening and destructive. We speak of that poverty-mak- 
ing, social-corrupting, physical-wrecking, soul-ruining, God-defying, political-bossing evil, 
that diabolical, national nuisance, the licensed liquor traffic. Get that out of the way, with 
its legion of attending evils, and it would seem that the millennial glory had already dawned. 
The righteousness of the ten commandments, the scope of Christ’s sermon on the mount, 
the nature of his earthly ministry, his atoning blood, his mediatorship, the wherefore of the 
ministry and laity of his militant church, every God-given interest of humanity, as well as 
every prayer to save the drunkard and the country at large from the curse of rum, should 
influence every Christian voter to cast his ballot where it will count for the prohibition of 
the importation, exportation, manufacture and sale of all intoxicating beverages. 

‘*Reformations to be continually efficient must be thoroughly sufficient; to be lasting 
they must be everlasting; they must be radical, they must go to the bottom, they must 
reach to the depths of the baneful and destructive causes. There must be substratum 
purgation. They must be in line with God’s ideal of the righteousness which ‘exalts a 
nation, and against the sin which ‘is a reproach to any people.’’’ And whereas the might 
of right is mightier than the might of wrong, reformers need not fear. Though some of 
them may be distinguished as living fifty years in advance of the age in which they toil, yet 
they can afford to keep at their work, be sharply criticised by enemies. misunderstood by 
friends, and even die unappreciated by the masses before the desired victory iswon. Their 
reward awaits them and ele works will follow them. 

While this is an age of appalling wickedness and of alarming peril, it is also an age of 
reformers in both church and state. Some of them are of national repute, of sterling in- 
tegrity and are doing a great and far-reaching work. Others are more limited in their 
sphere of activity, but are courageous and efficient, 

We would like to mention the names of three of these ‘‘worthies of whom the world is 
not worthy,’’ yet to whom much is indebted, and with whom one may justly feel honored to 
rank as a reformer—Wilbur F. Orafts, president of the National Bureau of Reform, at Wash- 
ington, D. C., a man possessed of great courage, wisdom and sticktoitiveness, and is ably 
assisted by the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 

John G. Woolley, chief editor of ‘‘The New Voice’? at Ohicago; a leading, if not the 
leading champion of the cause of prohibition in this generation ; noble, forceful, persistent, 
logical, true, kind-hearted, fearing and loving God. 

Wily J. Phillips. editor of ‘‘California Voice’ at Los Angeles, a municipal social-vice 
disturber and ‘‘crib district’’ destroyer; a man who loves the souls of men; who “swears to 
his own hurt and changes not;’’ who can say with Job, ‘‘I esteem the words of his mouth 
more than my necessary food.’’ May these servants of God be preserved to the cause of 
moral reform many years. 

As a conference we would be true to the charge committed to the Free Methodist 
church in every particular. Instead of compromising the issues espoused by the denomina- 
tion at the beginning of our history, or in the least toning down to the trend of this 
increasingly worldly age, let us keep toned up to the moral and religious needs of the times 
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and the requirements of God. And in our zeal for the highest good of humanity may we 
keep in mind that the New Testament standard of Christianity makes for the truest and 
most exalted standard of Christian citizenship.

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MISCELLANEOUS 


The ninth session of the Columbia River annual conference was held in the city of 
Spokane, Washington, April 6-9, 1904. General Superintendent W. T. Hogue came ten 
days before the conference commenced, and preached each evening except Sunday, which 
was spent at Tekoa. His preaching previous to and during the conference was a blessing 
and inspiration to all present. The last twenty minutes of each sitting were given to the 
superintendent to address the conference and answer questions from the — box. The 
addresses given and questions answered were very helpful to all. 

Rev. A. Beers and wife of Seattle Seminary were present and Brother Beers was given. 
Thursday evening to preach on Ohristian education and represent the needs of the school. 
He knows how to do this and as a result $1865 was given in pledges for a new building. 
This, we think, was remarkable, considering the size of our conference, and it shows that 
we appreciate a good school. 

Rey. Peter H. Griggs was received by vote from the Washington conference as soon as he 
shall receive his certificate of standing and shall have been transferred by the superintend- 
ent, and was elected district elder. 

The following persons were introduced to the conference and invited to honorary seats: 
Rev. and Mrs. A. Beers, Mrs. W. T. Hogue and her mother, Mrs. Jones, Rev. L. W. Steele, 
Mrs, M. D, Wheeler and Mrs. Eva E. Alberts. 

One thousand eight hundred and sixty-five dollars was subscribed for Seattle Seminary, 
$239.93 was raised during the year by the W. F. M.S. About $80 was raised for conference 
expenses and miscellaneous items. 

The conference by vote ordered all conference claims sent to J. E. Bradley. conference 
treasurer, Colville, Washington. - 

Seventy-five dollars was received by E. W. Achilles from the general missionary board 
to be used at his discretion, and was appropriated as follows: Pendleton district taber- 
nacle, $30; Spokane, $30; Bake Oven circuit, $14.75; Exchange, 25 cents, The conference 
asked the general missionary board for the foJlowing appropriations: To E. W. Achilles, 
$150; to P. H. Griggs, $50.

I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee on state of the work beg. leave to submit the following: 

The work. as a whole, in this conference is in better condition than ever before. 

A spirit of harmony prevails, and God, nearly everywhere, has been working with us 
and souls have been saved and added to the church on nearly every circuit in the conference. 

God has been pleased to meet with us in our quarterly meetings and camp meetings. 

We are sorry to note there are some who do not interest themselves in the general 
gatherings, such as the district meetings and the camp-meetings. We hope to improve in 
regard to this matter. We expect our ministers not to hinder but to rally The official mem- 
bers, especially, to attend the general gatherings and make them seasons of power. 

There has been quite a spirit of building in the conference. There has been a church 
built at Tekoa and the building of two more is under contemplation, one at Daisy, and the 
other at Willow Creek, on the Penawawa circuit. There have been five parsonages built, 
two of which are finished and are real comfortable houses, one at Spokane and one at 
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Chewelah. The others are not altogether finished, but are paid for as far as they have 
gone, and we hope to see them completed and enlarged i in the near future. 

The work is increasing faster than the workers. We need a number more ministers 
who are consecrated to God’s work. The harvest is white and the laborers are few. Our 
work is opening up and calls are coming from many places and we are encouraged to go 
forward in the name of the Lord of hosts. Amen. 


II.—ON SABBATH. SCHOOLS, 


The Sabbath school is not the least factor in training the children in the study of God’s 
word, and moulding such character as fits them for lives of usefulness in the cause of our 
Lord. We cannot expect children to pay much attention to the Sabbath school lesson dur- 
ing the Sabbath school hour if nothing has been said about the lesson during the week. 
The Bible says, ‘‘Train up a child in the way he should go and when he is old he will not 
depart from it.’’ This places the responsibility of the salvation of the children largely 
upon the parents. We notice a great tendency among many parents to send their children 
to Sunday-school instead of taking them there. Children who are not taught obedience at 
home seldom become good Sunday-school scholars or good Christians. It is hard work to 
make lasting impressions on the minds of unruly and disobedient children, hence the neces- 
sity of good family government. It is seldom that children become converted who are not 
taught to obey and honor their parents. 

It is an appalling fact, demonstrated at our last general conference, that 81 per cent of 
the children of Free Methodist parents are unsaved, and only about 25 per cent of the other 
19 per cent are members of the Free Methodist church. This is too bad and ought not so 
to be. But how shall we remedy these things? First. Let parents give more earnest heed 
to family government and teaching the children to love and study the Bible. Second. By 
making our Sunday-schools interesting, by having deeply spiritual superintendents, 
teachers and officers, who love their work and who win the confidence of their pupils. This 
may be done by talking with and praying for each one personally. Third. By com- 
mencing the Sabbath-school on time, by all teachers and officers being in their place five 
or ten minutes before time to commence and by not letting it drag. 

We think we have the best lesson helps printed, also the best papers and recommend 
their use. We would also recommend the Home Department work, especially in cities and 
towns. The cradle roll could be made a great blessing to schools where properly conducted. 
Children’s day should always be observed in harmony with the discipline and lasting results 
may be realized. Last, but not least, we would recommend wherever practicable one 
service of the district meetings be devoted to the study of the best methods of promoting 
the Sunday-school work.

MISCELLANEOUS 


Five sittings of the conference were held and a spirit of perfect harmony pervaded the 
entire session. 

The presence and ministrations of our new general superintendent, W. T. Hogue, were 
much appreciated and greatly enjoyed, and his sermons on Sunday morning and evening 
will not soon be forgotten. 

The presence of Mrs. E. L. Hogue and her mother, Mrs. M. A. Jones, added much to 
the enjoyableness of the occasion. 

Our esteemed general conference evangelist, W.G. Hanmer, was present and addressed 
the conference; also Alexander Beers of the Washington conference. 

On Friday evening W. T. Hogue delivered an able address on education, and at its 
close over $1200 was subscribed toward the proposed administration building in connection 
with Seattle Seminary. 

The W. F. M.S. held their annual business meeting and elected the following officers: 
Alma K. Pearce, president; Hattie Wrage, secretary; Mrs. H. V. Haslam, treasurer; 
Winnie O. Bowman, corresponding secretary. The society reported having raised $390.30 
in cash and a box for the missionaries valued at $180 wholesale. 

A public meeting under the auspices of the W. F. M.S. was held on Sunday afternoon 
with a sermon by W. G. Hanmer, and a collection amounting to $110.49 in cash and sub- 
scriptions was taken, in addition to that reported above. 

Improvements on the Portland church and parsonage property to the amount of $1200 
had been recently made, and on Sunday morning $250 was called for to make up the amount 
remaining unprovided for, and $310 in cash and subscriptions was raised. 

A net gain of sixty-five or about 13 per cent of the total membership was revealed by 
the circuit reports. 

The conference ordered that an amount equal to twenty cents per member be raised 
for conference missions the coming year. 

A pleasing incident of the conference occurred when Rev. A. Beers of the Washington 
conference, by request, and in behalf of the Portland and Salem districts, called W. Pearce 
and wife to the platform and with a few becoming remarks presented them with forty 
dollars in gold as a mark of appreciation of their devoted and self-sacrificing labors among

II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


One leading supply of mental and moral food comes from the printing press. It is a 
means of preventing a dwarfish stature and weight of the inner man. But we must dis- 
tinguish between the books that make and the books that mar, the papers that strengthen 
and the papers that destroy. 

Solomon said, ‘tof making books there is no end ” yet, with many, of their use there is 
no beginning ; with others, the showing is a comment on the maxim, ‘‘a little learning is a 
dangerous thing;’’ and still others are like feeding on ashes, they are so vile and trifling. 

As in other departments, relations establish duties, and our reading should conduce to 

a righteous home life, a clear sighted moral citizenship and an intelligent church mem- 
‘bership. For self-preservation and spiritual strategy we must be informed concerning the 
spirit of the age without being conformed to that spirit. Nor can we overestimate the 
good of studying the laws of Janguage, the lives of good men and women, the rise, decline 
and fall of nations, the earth in its past, present and future; man in his complex being, the 
history of the church with its trials and triumphs, and God, the infinite first cause and 
supreme end of our life. 

As Free Methodists also we have peculiar obligations. In some homes certain so- 
called unsectarian papers are taken to the unplacing, or displacing of our own church papers. 
If this is right on a small scale, it is also right on a large scale; but the ena would be the 
destruction of one of the main expressions of our church life. The promoters of those 
papers ignore us, only as they can feed upon us, and raise the unsectarian war-cry with a 
force derived very largely from undenominational patronage. Preferential support of our 
church literature is a sign of church loyalty. 

In every age the Bible outranks by infinities all other books, and calls for a reading 
and study commensurate with its exalted character. An account is given in the Acts of the 
Apostles of certain Ephesians who brought their books together and burned them before 
all men, so in our day there is a good deal of fuel for flames scattered here and there among 


God’s elect.

‘Bible Readings”’ from Mrs. White on the snuffing out of the damned, 
To snatch them from just punishment from sin; 
And, after God’s great calendar has registered their crimes, 
The end as soon as endless fires begin.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Our present year closes with considerable success in some localities, proving that it 
pays to be aggressive. The preachers have mostly devoted themselves to their circuits, and 
the willing and obedient have reaped a harvest for their labors. 

Four camp-meetings and a number of tent and revival meetings have been held. Souls 


have been saved and believers sanctified, and this year we can report an encouraging in- 
crease in membership. 

Two new churches are nearly finished and the project for a third is fairly on the way. 
Distressing church debts have been lowered and in some places entirely liquidated. Evil 
speaking is being discarded, and brotherly love is on the increase. 

Our present camp-meeting and conference in these respects seems a befitting benedic- 
tion for the conference year. 

The pastors in general have also been better supported. A greater revival of class and 
prayer meetings on the circuits would be a further help. But may these small advances 
only nerve our souls for greater things. 

Let us truly pass from the defensive to the aggressive, and as we receive our several ap- 
pointments and give the parting touch of the hand let us go forth to our fields of labor 
the coming year in the name of the Lord with a courage that will not yield and a faith that 
knows no failure, having as our motto Nebraska for God. 


1I.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


It is with pleasure that we note the prosperity of our publishing interests as indicated 
by the increase in the circulation of our official periodicals and the enlarged volume of 
business otherwise transacted by the Free Methodist Publishing House. 

We earnestly recommend to our people that the Free Methodist, the official organ of 
our church, be given the preference over all other publications as a family paper. Our 
preachers should endeavor to enlarge its field of usefulness by extending its circulation. 

We consider that our Sunday-school literature, improved as it has been, is excelled by 
none and is superior to most literature of that kind. 

“We recommend the large line of wholesome books published or for sale by the publish- 
ing house. We ought as far as possible to supply our own homes and those of our neigh- 
bors with such reading matter. We advise our lay members, as well as preachers, to adopt 
a systematic plan for reading, not forgetting to make the study of the Bible of paramount 
importance. 

In addition to being well supplied with copies of the Word of God, every Free Meth- 
odist family should take the Free Methodist paper and have at least a copy of the Discipline 
and the Hymn Book. - 

We heartily recommend the Metrical Tune Book to our preachers:and people as a most 
suitable book for Sabbath schools, revivals and social meetings, as well as for our regular 
services. It contains a large number and great variety of hymns on all subjects and for all 
occasions, sound in theology, correct in their teachings and devotional in spirit and usually 
set to the best music extant. 

III.—_ON REFORMS. 


Your committee on reforms respectfully submit the following report: 

We believe the church was instituted to carry out God’s plan of redemption and that it 
is not merely a reform society, yet we believe the work of reform to be an important 
branch of our church work. 

‘Ag an institution for the uplifting of mankind we feel it our duty and privilege to help 
in carrying on all needed reform. 

We still desire to express ourselves as opposed (with no desire to relax our opposi- 
tion) to the prevailing evils of our day. such as the liquor traffic, tobacco curse, the secret 
tales Sabbath desecration, Romanism, unscriptural divorce system, evil speak- 
ing, etc. 

We wish to call especial attention to the subject of family government. 

There appears to be a growing neglect in regard to this important matter. In many 
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cases children are allowed to desecrate the Sabbath, disregard their parents’ authority, run 
in evil company, read pernicious literature, dress in the prevailing fashion of the world, 
and in some cases attend shows, Fourth of July celebrations, ride the merry-go-round, 
attend ball games, etc. Such things ought not to be. 

As a means of checking these evils we would recommend a careful study of the Scripture 
on this subject and also the reading of Wesley’s Sermon on the Training of Children. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


We think it next to impossible to overestimate the real value of a thorough Christian 
education. Z 

The times in which we live demand the best of everything in every department of life. 

The business man, the doctor, the lawyer, the statesman, cannot succeed without a 
special training and fitness tor his work. So in the work of the Lord we shall not be able 
to reach the highest degree of efficiency unless by careful study we have prepared ourselves 
for life and its responsibilities. 

The world’s greatest reformers have been men of learning, whose intellects have been 
developed by study and whose hearts have been filled with the Holy Ghost. 

While we are properly placing great stress on Christian education we must not neglect 
its rightful companion, viz., the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

We believe the Lord can and will use men of meager education, but these same men 
with proper training might be a greater blessing to the church. 

We are grateful beyond expression that God, in his providence, has planted within our 
borders such a Christian school where our young people can be successfully trained for God 
and fitted to fill responsible positions in life. 

In view of the fact that a light and trashy class of books and periodicals find their way 
into the system of secular education and into some of the homes of Free Methodists we es- 
pecially feel the need of standing by Christian education, an exponent of which is the 
Orleans Seminary. 

This school has cost great sacrifice and labor, but it has at Jast been cleared of 
debt, and, being under the management of a careful and judicious board of trustees, we 
expect to see greater developments in the future. provided, however, we come to its assist- 
ance by our prayers and our means and secure to it a liberal endowment fund and make 
. the needed repairs and improvements. 

We are furthermore glad to note that the school is ably represented by an efficient and 
devoted faculty. 

We can but speak in the highest terms of commendation of the devotion and sup- 
port of our conference and patronizing territory, and may we not have your continued 
support? ag Age :

MISCELLANEOUS 


The North Michigan conference convened at Belding, Michigan, on the 10th of August, 
for its twenty-ninth annual session. B. R. Jones was gladly welcomed by us as a confer- 
enee and presided over five very harmonious sittings. A blessed spirit prevailed through- 
out and all the preachers accepted of their appointments and started out with a determina-- 
tion to make this the best year of their life. Many encouraging reports were brought in. 

There were forty ministers out of fifty-three, who answered to the roll call, and forty- 
five delegates enrolled.

A collection was also taken to apply on the deficiency of conference claims 
and now they are paid in full. There were eighty-four subscriptions for copies of the min- 
utes. On Sabbath F. E. Garter was ordained a local deacon and O. F. DeFoe and J. W. 
Humphreys were ordained elders. A collection of fifteen cents per member was ordered 
taken and paid to the district elders. Of this amount they shall proportionately pay the 
sum of one hundred dollars to the conference treasurer to apply on the salary of our con- 
ference evangelist, C. A. Glass, and the balance shall remain in the hands of the district 
elders subject to the action of their respective quarterly conferences. A very solemn 
memorial service was conducted on Saturday. Death has broken our ranks and claimed 
as his victims, E. Snyder, also A. F. Dempsey, who held an evangelist relation, and Sister 
Russell, the wife of E. M. Russell, and Sister Danskin, the wife of VY. M. Danskin.

II.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES. 


We, your committee on Secret Societies, beg leave to submit the following: 

We believe the principles and practises of an oath-bound or obligated secret society are 
detrimental to the best interests of mankind, socially, politically and religiously. We 
believe also that the history of the past and the conditions of the present demonstrate both 
the wisdom and righteousness of the position taken by the Free Methodist church in regard 
to secret organizations. The underlying principle of all such organizations is directly 
opposed to the open and unveiled invitations and operations of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
whose founder declared that, ‘‘In secret have I said nothing.’? This gospel also invites the 
most rigid and candid examination into its provisions, methods and results as a preliminary 


condition to its acceptance. Secrecy is the devil’s masterpiece for the enslavement of 


mankind both mentally and morally and is destructive to both churgh and state, robbing 
the former of her spirituality and power and the latter of her liberty ; it is a menace to our 
country, a corrupter of politics, an obstacle in the way of justice, a bane to society, and a 
debaser of morals. We denounce the riotous acts of the laboring men acting under the 
influence of these societies and parading the streets in the interests of them. The hand- 
breadth of time should be esteemed too precious to be trifled away in the companionship of 
the ungodly and devoted to the practise of the insane and foulish mummeries of heathen- 
ism. Imagine a minister of the gospel of him who is the light of life let down by a break- 
neck tackle into a pit of darkness to hunt for some old box as if he thought the Royal 
Arch Masons had the ark of God’s covenant hid in some hole in their lodge room ; imagine 
one professing to be clad with the robe of righteousness and his feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace, submitting to be haltered and blindfolded and led by the 
deluded votaries of sin in a shameful array around a lodge room in search of light and say- 
ing knowledge; imagine if you-can his disappointment and shame when his eyes are 
unbound upon seeing himself neither naked nor clothed, neither barefoot nor shod, stand- 
ing in the midst of a motley group of unbelievers. There is, of course, an agreement to 
stand by one another in trials and troubles but the charity of the gospel rises to the higher 
plane of loving our enemies and doing good to those that hate us. We charge many of the 
late troubles and riots in our country to this monster of evils. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we as a conference will use all legitimate means to set this evil before 
a world and the church in its true light and be more earnest in crushing’ out its deadly 
influences. 


IIIL—ON EDUCATION, 


We, your committee on Education, beg leave to submit the following: 

True education comprehends more than intellectual development. It comprehends 
also the physical and moral man. To be truly educated is the regulation of body, mind 
and soul, and this should begin early in life, in childhood. The purpose of an education is 
not merely to teach the young how to gain a livelihood but how to live so that in every rela- 
tion of life they comprehend principle and form proper judgments of right and wrong. 
No man liveth to himself and no man dieth to himself, hence the greatest good of a man’s 
life is to know how to best serve his fellows. The meaning of an education in a nominal 
sense is too narrow and the ordinary student seeks knowledge at the hand of a college fac- 
ulty without any relative value of his moral life, neither does he seek an acquaintance with 
ideas of truth that make him a vigorous spiritual man as well as a vigorous mental man. 


We would not speak discouragingly of our present American school system, neither would’ 
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we underrate the value of knowledge but we should not trust to that alone to carry us to 
the goal of success. We may get knowledge as a result of intellectual activity without any 
particular sense of moral obligation or responsibility. Solomon said that wisdom was the 
principal thing, therefore get wisdom. From every department of human research we get 
wisdom which has moral element as well as mental development. A man may have 
knowledge without wisdom or wisdom without knowledge but knowledge wisely used adds 
greatly to our usefulness, but unwisely used it brings scorn and contempt to the possessor. 
There are some people, who are well meaning, that object to an education because 
many that are educated fall into deep sin and serious crime. To this we answer that their 
education was seriously at fault, lacking the moral training and whoso is not taught to 
regard the social and moral rights and privileges of others is not properly educated. But 
they who from the beginning to the end of their school days are taught moral principle are 
not the ones to be so easily drawn into immoral conduct. We wish to acknowledge with 
particular emphasis that the Bible is the prime root of true education, and to exclude it 
from the public schools as some states have done would be to tear down the foundation 
rock of. knowledge and pierce with poisonous dart the organic law on which our national 
government and our several state governments are founded and maintained. It should be 
the chief object of every school faculty to teach the young domestic tranquility, to provide 
for their common defense, to promote their general welfare, and secure to themselves and 
their posterity civil and moral liberties, and against such an education there is no law. To 
contend against such would be to disparage man, his activities. his capabilities, and his 
intellect, Man that knows no higher calling in life than to get something to eat or drink, 
can give no reason for an existence superior to other creatures or animals. In order to 
ee pleasant associations we must know moral virtues, which is worth more to us than life 
itself. 
We have at Spring Arbor, Michigan, a school that we believe stands pre-eminently at 
the head of all other educational institutions of the state of like capacity. A school in 
which we can safely place our children and young people. Prof. D. S. Warner, the princi- 
pal, is widely known by our people throughout the state as a devout Christian, an efficient 
educator, and is profound in fatherly counsel and care of allstudents. Sometimes we hear 
objections to the school but if by careful research our people find a school that is less 
worldly and more spiritual, we would say give it your patronage. But should you fail to 
find one we appeal to you to stand by our own school. In behalf of the school faculty. and 
the proper education of your children, which is worth more to you than gold or bank stock, 
you are cordially invited to visit the school. Under the able management of Rev. H. D. F. 
'Gaffin, the financial agent, the school has had many needed repairs and is at present re- 
lieved from any serious financial embarrassment and is in a very prosperous condition. The 
attendance last year was the largest in the school’s history. We would call attention to all 
young men who feel they are called into the gospel ministry to spend some time in one of 
our schools, for it will be of great value to them in their life’s work. Weasa people know 
that the first qualification of a gospel minister is the baptism of the Holy Ghost, and all 
other helps are secondary. We recommend that all our ministers be regular in their habits 
of study that they may show themselves approved unto God, workmen that need not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.

III.—ON EDUCATION. 


We believe in training the intellectual as well as the moral and physical faculties of 
our being; and to neglect one is to impair the others; and to impair any of man’s powers 
is to unfit him for the greatest degree of usefulness in the world. 

We, as Christians, should be anxious that everyone should be at his best in this world 
for God’s glory. To be suc:essful we not only need training, but we need proper training. 
We appreciate our public schools, and yet we deplore the lack of moral tone which should 
be found in them. And further, we are chagrined to find the many erroneous ideas which 
are being taught in our higher institutions of learning, hence we are more than ever im- 
pressed with the value and need of our own church schools, where everything that is taught 
is in harmony with God’s revelation to us and with the proper moral training of the pulpit. 
These things being true, we wou:d urge our people and invite all who will to join with us 
in standing by these God-given institutions: 

First, with our prayers and sympathies; second, by influencing all whom we can to 
take advantage of these benefits; third, with our means, as stewards of God, that these in- 
stitutions may be supported and enlarged as needed, that our young people may be fitted 
for a life of greater usefulness, 


IV.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Death has again, within the last year, entered our ranks, and there is a vacant seat in 
our conference. We are impressed with the fact that one by one we must leave our sphere 
here below and join that beyond. We should be prompted to greater desire for, and zeal 
in the Master’s cause, so that we may hear the ‘‘Well done.”’ - 

Rev. R. M. Rhamy was born in Hancock county, Ohio, March 30, 1841, and died in 
Garden Grove, Iowa, September 9. 1903. He was married to Priscilla R. Laughrey in 1864 
who, with eleven children, is left to mourn his loss. 

Brother Rhamy was converted and joined the Free Methodist church in the year 1870. 
He was admitted on trial in the Kansas and Missouri conference in 1879. He braved the 
hardships of the pioneer Free Methodist preacher with unflagging zeal, and served a num- 
ber of charges acceptably. 

His health had been poor for some time, but no one thought the end so near. He 
seemed to be in usual health when he retired on the evening of September 9, but he soon 
began to struggle and passed away without regaining consciousness. 

The funeral service was held in the Free Methodist church at Garden Grove, conducted 
oy der J. H. Wilson, and the body was laid to rest in the Rose Hill cemetery near Hep- 

urn, Iowa. 


V.—ON SABBATH-SOHOOLS, 


We believe the object of the Sabbath-school should be the impartation of a spiritual 
knowledge of the word of God. Jesus said, ‘‘'The words I speak unto you, they are spirit, 
and they are life.’”” The Holy Ghost is the great teacher. The Savior said, He shall teach 
you. Therefore, we believe profound spirituality should characterize our Sabbath-schools. 
The officers and teachers in them should be persons of unquestionable piety, whose exam- 
ple is worthy of imitation and whose object and effort should be for the conversion of the 
unsaved portion of the school. 

We recommend that the pastors and Sunday-school boards exercise due care in select- 
ing officers and teachers who are pleasant and cheerful in their manner. 

A little girl while eating her breakfast of bread and milk, and sitting near a window 
where the sun shone in brightly exclaimed, ‘‘O mamma, I have eaten a whole spoonful of 
sunshinue!’’ We recommend that kind of diet for all who labor in the Sabbath-school. 

We take pleasure in mentioning our Sabbath-school literature which we believe to be 
the best that can be obtained anywhere. A liberal supply should be purchased by each 
school. The interest in our schools is often increased by the influence of our literature. 
We also recommend that normal classes be organized and the home department brought 
into use wherever practicable. 
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VI.—ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


We are thankfui for the interest that is manifested in foreign missions among us, and 
pray that it may greatly increase. By consulting the minutes of last year we find that only 
$3.35 was reported by the pastors of this conference for foreign missions for the year 1902-3 ; 
and our conference treasurer informs us that only $1.35 has passed through his hands this 


ar. 

While the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has done a great deal for the foreign 
work, yet the pastors should not leave all the responsibility on the women. We believe it 
would be a good plan for them to preach, at least once a year, on foreign missions. Surely 
our people need educating on this subject. People are more ready to give and sacrifice for 
a cause whose needs they know. So our ministers ought to inform themselves of the needs 
of foreign fields, that they may be able to instruct their hearers regarding the same. 

Christ’s command is, ‘‘Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.’ We cannot all go in person, but we can help to send. As it is written, ‘‘How shall 
they believe in him of whom they have not heard? How shall they hear without a preacher? 
And how shall they preach except they be sent?’’ Do not think when you have paid your 
dues to the W. F. M.S. that your duty ends there. If every pastor would take one collec- 
tion at each appointment in the year for this work, and the pastors of other conferences 
would do likewise, God’s work in foreign fields would move on much more rapidly. The 
home work never suffers from what we give to foreign missions. 


VII.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


‘‘For none of us liveth to himself, and no man dieth to himself.’’ This scripture sug- 
gests the thought that we are creatures of influence. As is sometimes said, persons are 
known by the company they keep, so can we not arrive at a similar conclusion by the liter- 
ature in which they take the greatest interest? 

Christ said, ‘‘Now ye are clean through the word which I have spoken unto you.’’ We 
would infer from this that a word, either spoken or written, according to its character has 
an influence to lift up the individual to pure and noble thought or to lower and degrade 
the mind, ‘‘Let this mind be in you which was also in Ohrist Jesus.’’ In order to reach 
this experience the mind must be brought under the influence of thought which bears it up 
to Christ. Hence, we ask, Will not reading trashy literature bring a degrading influence 
over the mind, just as surely as it will to mingle with evil associates? 

Tn our public schools our teachers require our children to read certain novels in order 
that they may gain the use of fluent language. We deplore this custom, as it creates an 
appetite for this class of reading. We also find many of the Sunday-school papers and 
books in Sunday-school libraries, which we consider very unwholesome literature. 

Seeing these existing evils—for we surely consider them such—it is, therefore, with 
deep satisfaction that we record our appreciation of the wise and vigorous efforts our 
church is making to provide publications which meet the emergency of this time. No bet- 
ter publications can be found than those issued by our publishing house. We would call 
special attention to the Free Methodist. We notice that those who take and read it are gen- 
erally the most spiritual and best informed. Wealso recommend the Harnest Christian, 
the Missionary Tidings and our Sabbath-school literature which is of the highest order. 
We find the Pilgrims’ Banner a convenient medium of local information. 


‘VIII.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


We feel thankful to Almighty God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, for the manifesta- 
tions of prosperity and spirituality which we see among us. The past year has been one of 
more encouraging revival awakening than we have witnessed for a number of years. While 
there have been a few places where we have sustained considerable numerical loss on ac- 
count of local difficulties, the main body of our work presents an encouraging gain. Espe- 
cially in the north section of the conference where our losses have been greatest and most 
persistent hitherto the tide has turned and gains are apparent on the majority of the 
charges. Where these conditions exist there will necessarily be an increasing condition of 
spirituality. 

While our people are generally typical Free Methodists we feel compelled to admit 
that occasionally we see evidences of worldliness in that which is purely ornamental in 
attire in extra ribbons, laces and especially in enormous bonnets, trimmed with gaudy mil- 
linery stuff of extraordinary bulk, among the sisters; occasional instances of financial 
grasping, and closeness in regard to the support of the work of God, both among the 
brethren and sisters, and some few instances among the ministry where there seems to be 
a disposition to follow worldly pursuits to the exclusion of making the preaching of the 
gospel the one aim of their lives, 

But when we view the majority of our people, both among the ministers and laity, we 
find a body of plain, spiritual, consecrated, sacrificing people. We thank God for the pre-

ponderance of hopeful conditions, and call attention to the less hopeful only that these 
may be bettered, and so greater prosperity follow. 

We would suggest, in anticipation of our future work, that we as preackers and people 
devote more attention and energy to holding meetings in new places, thus spreading our 
work, while, at the same time we do not cease our efforts in behalf of our old fields. Also, 
we would urge more intense éffort, both in the home and in the church in every possible 
way for the salvation of our children and young people. In order to this we would com- 
mend to the prayerful consideration of our people the plan sanctioned by the late general 
conference entitled ‘‘Christian Helpers’ Society,’ and we would urge our people to devote 

‘ more effort to the cultivation of sacred music, and thus increase the effectiveness of our 
song service. 


IX.—ON REFORMS. 


The spirit of worldliness in dress is making inroads upon the church and threatens to 
destroy the marks of distinction between a disciple of Christ and a follower of the world. 
While our people are free from the wearing of feathers and flowers, yet the wearing of 
bunches of ribbons or chiffon on hats, or showy buckles on shoes, and, possibly, dresses 
made of open work which exposes parts of the body, and men who part their hair in the 
middle, as well as the wearing of the lone mustache, sometimes are seen among our pil- 
grims. Your committee deplores these things and would urge our people to keep free from 
these worldly tendencies, as well as gold-bowed glasses, slides on watch guards, gold 
watches, ete. ; 

The liquor traffic is cruel and insatiable as death—a gigantic system of robbery, mur- 
der and ruin. No language contains words strong enough to adequately describe it. Mr. 
Wesley felt it when he characterized it as ‘‘The sum of all villianies.’’ It has slain more of 
our fellow creatures than has the sword. It seems to be endeavoring to more securely 
fasten itself on our fair land. It is a curse to the laboring classes, especially. It is a 
greater curse than slavery ever was. We earnestly appeal to all voters to cast their ballots 
straight for prohibition. 

We continue to affirm our well known position with reference to all secret societies. 
We believe them to be anti-Christian, while making pretentions religiously. By their cun- 
ning craftiness they deceive the more unstable souls. We should use wisdom in our efforts 
to head off this device of the devil and give the people the true light of the gospel of the 
Son of God. We stand opposed to all works of darkness and insist that our people keep 
cart from all secret societies, that they may be free to follow the will of the Lord in all 

ings. 

The command of God is, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ It seems to 
us that Sabbath visiting is out of harmony with thiscommand. Some under our observa- 
tion have neglected the means of grace and have gone visiting their friends. This ought 
not so to be. Then again, Sunday traffic seems to be carried on with great delight. Is not 
the running of trains or street cars on Sunday, as well as the sale of milk, opening the gro- 
cery store or meat market, the preparation of extra dinners at boarding houses on Sunday, 
ela one of harmony with the command of God, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it

The fortieth session of the Michigan conference was held in the seminary chapel at 
Spring Arbor, Jackson county, Michigan, August 17-20, 1904. 

Five sittings were held. The conference was favored with the presence of the follow- 
ing ministers from other conferences: Elders W. Rennie, W. J. Jackson and J. W. Our- 
rier of the East Michigan; A. V. Leonardson and G, A. Olmstead of the Ohio; B.,J. Vin- 
cent of the Wisconsin; M. S. Benn of the West Ontario; H. D. F. Gaffin of the North 
Michigan; E. Leonardson of the Southern California. 

The amount of $1015 was raised in cash and subscriptions on the Sabbath for the new 
school building in Spring Arbor; also $9.25 tor foreign missions and $17.23 for G. H. 
Peters, the resident pastor. The conference collection for the secretaries was $11.44. 

Elder D. S. Warner was elected president pro tem. and presided at the first sitting of 
the conference. The district elders were stationed by a vote of the conference. 

The stationing committee recommended that the General Missionary Board be asked 
to appropriate $50 to the Sherwood and Colon circuit, and $25 to the Hudson circuit. The 
conference approved such action. 

The president reported that Elder W. B. Olmstead had been transferred to the Ohio 
conference.

IIl.—ON TEMPERANCE. 


The traffic in intoxicating liquors is a gigantic and unmitigated evil, and as such it be- 
comes our imperative duty to do all we can in every legitimate way to antagonize, over- 
throw and exterminate it. But while we hate the infernal traffic, we must as Ohristians love 
the poor dupes who engage in or patronize this body-destroying and soul-damning business. 
We should wage an aggressive warfare against this, as well as every other evil in perfect 
accord with Ohristian principles and a Ohristlike spirit. : 

As sovereign citizens of this great commonwealth it is within our jurisdiction to sup- 
press this crime against humanity. There are two things requisite to bring about this de- 
sired result. First, the enactment of prohibitive laws. Second, the enforcement of these 
laws. All this can be brought about speedily when public sentiment demands it. Neces- - 
sary information, continued agitation, and compact organization will, with the blessing of 
God, create an intelligent public moral sentiment, that shall, we hope, force this issue to 
the desired consummation. This great enemy of mankind is strongly intrenched in church, 
state and society, and it will require the exercise of our political prerogatives, the energy 
of our moral might and the spirit of sacrifice to dislodge and rout him. We must never 
compromise with this inveterate foe of all that is good by granting him either high or low 
license, but demand an unconditional surrender as the only terms of peace. 


III.—ON SECRET SOOIETIES. 


We are living in an age of religious shams and industrial disturbances, much, if not 
most of which can be attributed to the world-wide system of organized secrecy. While 
Masonry stands at the head, as being the most anti-Christian, Christ-ignoring of all, yet we 
believe the Maccabees, Odd Fellows, Knights of Pythias, and a legion of others are sapping 
the remaining little vitality and power out of the so-called church of Jesus Ohrist. 

Let us remember the vows we made when we united with the Free Methodist church, 
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one of which was, that we would abstain from connection with all secret societies, keeping 
ourselves free to follow the will of the Lord in all things, 

Our book of discipline defines a secret society as one requiring an outh-affirmation or 
pledge of secrecy. 

Our only danger, as a church, seems to be with the labor unions, and we wish to voice 
our position regarding these as found in the report of the general conference committee on 
secret societies, which is as follows: 

‘We, as a church are in hearty sympathy with the taboring man in his struggles with 
greedy capital, and capitalistic trusts, to secure his share of the profits accruing from his 
labor, and extend him our hearty sympathy and God-speed, but deprecate and deplore the 
un-American and despotic methods resorted to and employed by many labor unions in 
strikes and lockouts; and we are more and more persuaded that secret orders are detri- 
mental to the true and lasting interests of the working man.’’ 

Also the decision of the executive committee of 1900 in which they said: ‘‘We reaffirm 
our position regarding secret societies as expressed in our Discipline, and affirmed by this 
committee in 1899. We are unequivocally opposed to all secret societies and cannot make 
any change in our rules on this subject; nor can we relax. in the least, our determination 
to vigorously enforce this rule without exception or favor.”’ 

We wish to take a decided stand regarding this branch of secrecy, believing it has been 
the cause of more loss of life, property and sacrifice of labor than all] other secret societies 
combined. We know ‘‘The wicked plotteth against the just’’ but we also believe the 
seripture which says, ‘‘Trust in the Lord and do good; so shalt thou dwell in the land and 
verily thou shalt be fed.”’ 


IV.—ON EDUOATION. 


An education that comprises the betterment of our youth in body, mind and heart is 
the highest type. This is the distinctive work of our schools. The cause of Christian edu- 
cation is beginning to awaken its proper measure of interest among us. We are beginning 
to realize the great value of our own denominational schools. One evidence of this educa- 
tional revival is the fact that nearly all our schools are planning for enlargement. 

Spring Arbor Seminary is enjoying its share of the general prosperity. Although its 
capacity has been enlarged within the last two years by additions to the boarding hall and 
the completion of the third story of the seminary building for boys’ dormitory at consider- 
able cost, it was promptly filled, and now again it is overcrowded, so that the board of trus- 
tees has decided to erect a new building, the foundation of which has already been laid. 


V.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


The amount of literature being given to the world was never as great as it is to-day. 
Every movement and interest has its literature to spread its principles and promote its 
claims. The amount of bad literature is correspondingly great. There is literature that is pos- 
* itively vile; there is literature that tends to produce indifference with regard to experi- 
mental religion; there is literature that leads to skepticism and atheism. It requires care- 
ful discrimination to determine what literature should be read ov placed before our chil- 
dren. Weare glad that we have a publishing house which is giving us some of the best 
literature the world hasever had. In the Free Methodist, the official organ of the church, 
we recognize a periodical that is cleanest and strong in its advocacy of the doctrines and 
issues of the church, and in the presentation of experimental and spiritual religion. The 
Sunday-school literature is exceptionally good, and we rejoice that it is now wholly under 
the control of the church. We recognize the good work being done by the Missionary 
Tidings and bespeak for it a wider circulation. The new song book, Light and Life Songs, 
ordered by general conference has appeared and we are glad to mention the excellence of 
the songs, and are glad that we now have a book for use in our Sabbath schools which we 
can endorse. : 

Our publishing house is doing excellent work in supplying the church with good litera- 
ture. The books offered are such as tend to bring light and spiritual power to those who 
read them. Weare to be a holy people, and we should also be an enlightened people. We 
should urge those among whom we labor to read the books and papers put forth by our 
publishing house. There should be an increased circulation of the Free Methodist among 
us. Let us urge our people on all our circuits to subscribe for it and read it. We also 
mention favorably the Spring Arbor Chronicle, the organ of our school interests, and rec- 

ommend that efforts be put forth to increase its circulation. 


VI.—ON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


It has been truthfully said that ‘‘the Sabbath-school isthe nursery of the church,’’ and 
if in any way the interest of the church in this department be neglected we suffer in pro- 
portion to the neglect. To us is committed the training of youthful minds, and by precept 
and example we may impress for weal or woe. Our want of interest in this department of 
the work of the Lord isa matter of regret, but the past few years has brought about a 
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marked change in this respect buth in attendance and favilities for conducting Sabbath- 
schools. There is a depth of meaning in the saying, ‘‘As the twig is bent the tree’s in- 
clined.”* - Our most prosperous fields of labor show large and prosperous Sabbath-schools, 
and a deep interest on the part of older members of the church in this branch of the work 
of God. e 

The Free Methodist church has wisely provided for our Sabbath-schools in publishing 
our own lJiterature—the cleanest and best on the market at the present time. We would 
urge our preachers and people to arouse to the importance of gathering the children into 
the Se bbath-schools at an early age in life. They will soon be grown out of our reach and 
be where other influences will draw and impress them, and we should be careful to instil 
principles of righteousness and truth in their infant minds. Oan we conceive of any better 
way of doing this than by the study of the word of God and the placing around them Ohris- 
tian influences? 

The work is of vast importance and no one should despise the day of small things; 
therefore, be it ‘ 

Resolved, 1. That we will do all in our power to advance the interest of the Sabbath- 
school. 2. That we will urge upon our people the necessity of using our own literature, 
and introduce wherever practicable the Home Department work among us. 3. We will ° 
try e give more attention and manifest a greater interest 1n our Sabbath-school work than 
in the past. t

For the first time in the history of the conference we met at Evanston, the beautiful 
resident suburb of Chicago, with Pastor J. D, Marsh as host. Evanston circuit first appears 
on the conference roll in 1881. The work was raised up by that heroic band, ‘‘Hanmer, 
Hanna and Kelsey,”’ assisted by other workers, among whom were Sisters Lizzie Bardell 
and Belle Christie, who now are the helpmeets of two of the leading ministers of our con- 
ference. The first regularly appointed pastor was Rev. O. B. Ebey, in 1882, Brother Ebey, 
who is now the editor of the Free Methodist, accompanied by Sister Ebey, was a most wel- 
come visitor at this session. He was a former district elder, and served for two terms as 
secretary of the conference. Rev. J. T. Logan, the genial office editor of the Free Method- 
ist, and Rev. William Pearce of the Oregon conference, were introduced. These brethren 
preached able sermons during the session of conference. 

Here is a bit of history regarding the Illinois conference, that may be interesting to 
some: The list of lay delegates to the first conference is as follows: J. M. Laughlin, John 
Murdock, Benjamin Hackney, H. F. Hodges, J. M. White, O. Joslin, William Wright, 
David Cooper, Oyrus H. Underwood, John B. Wilson, Melville Beach, Thomas Kenyon, 
Elihu Merriman, Charles L. Stowe.

II.—ON MEMOIRS, 


For the last time, the secretary of the conference has called the name of Rev. John H. 
Polley, who for thirteen years was identified with us in earnest and faithful work for the 
advancement of truth. On January 26, 1904, at 9 p. m., he, his wife, and only daughter 
were taken from the crosses, toils and trials of earth to the crown, rest and triumphs of 
paradise. His death was a most tragic one. While driving across the railroad track at 
Cary, Illinois, the locomotive attached to the fast express, struck the vehicle in which he, 
his wife, daughter, two sons and hired man were riding homeward. Sister Polley, daughter 
and hired man were killed instantly, and our beloved brother died shortly afterward. Ina 
few days the boy who was injured died in the hospital. At the funeral held in Wheaton, 
Tilinois, the three caskets were placed side by side. Eighteen Free Methodist pastors sat 
on the platform during the service, and carried the remains of these precious ones to their 
burial. The scene was pathetic and impressive. Just before the accident occurred 
Brother and Sister Polley had exhorted earnestly and testified clearly at the revival service 
held at the Cary Free Methodist church. 

As a member of this conference, Brother Polley was a faithful and true minister of 
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Jesus Christ and of His body which is His church. John H. Polley was received on trial in 
the Illinois conference in 1890, in full connection in 1893, and ordained elder in 1895. With 
great acceptability he served the following circuits:

IIl.—ON EDUCATION. 


We appreciate the fact that we are living in an age of intellectual advancement beyond 
that which has ever characterized this world’s history. A commendable degree of mental cul- 
ture is expected and demanded. We cannot expect to succeed as we should unless we are 
duly prepared for our life work. 

Whatever one’s calling may be, his manhood is raised to a higher plane and his effi- 
ciency increased by the broadening and proper training of the mind. This has been so 
generally recognized that educational institutions and facilities have been multiplied. As 
the mental in the scale of gradation is higher than the physical, 80 we recognize the spirit- 
ual and moral nature as above both. Neither should be neglected in the education and de- 
velopment of the man. 

We see more and more the necessity of Christian schools where holy influences sur- 
round and the pure doctrines of God’s word mold and shape the character of the young. 
We are glad to note the success attending the institutions of learning in our beloved Zion. 
We wish to call special attention to Orleans Seminary of which we are a co-operating con- 
ference and W. W. Bruce a member of the board of trustees. There is cause for thanks- 
giving. The debt has been paid. The past school year has been one of blessing. The 
attendance was larger than at any time in the past. The outlook for the future is encour- 
aging. Let us give of our money and as far as practicable send our children to our own 
schools where the best results will be obtained. 


III.—-ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


We recognize the great power of the press either for good er evil. There never has 
been a time when such a volume of literature was poured forth upon the public as to-day. 
A large per cent. of this is made up of the trashy, yellow-backed, dime-novel blood and 
thunder productions that ought to be prohibited by law. We notice the tendency of mod- 
ern journalism to make the press a sewer for all the crime and scandal that is to be picked 
up, thus giving evil doers a publicity and notoriety that feeds and keeps alive their abnor- 
mal passions and awakens the same in others. While deploring the evil we rejoice in the 
fact that there is a stream issuing forth from the great fountain of wholesome books, peri- 
odicals and papers which are in a measure counteracting the evil of the other. We con- 
gratulate our own publishing house on the work it is doing in disseminating the truth and 
lifting up the standard of righteousness. We thank God that we have such an excellent 
church paper as the Free Methodist, so clean and clear cut in its position in maintaining the 
pure and undefiled religion of the Bible. Wecontend that it should be a weekly visitor in 
every Free Methodist home. We cannot see how one can be an intelligent, loyal member 
of the church and not take his church paper. 

With deep satisfaction we record our high appreciation of the efforts of our publishers 
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in giving to our people and the public our most excellent Sunday-school literature, second 
to none in the land, also such choice works on holiness as ‘‘Purity and Maturity,’? Peck’s 
‘‘Oentral Idea’? and Wood’s ‘‘Perfect Love.’’? We are also much pleased with our new 
song book and bespeak for it a large sale. 

We also notice and recommend to the patronage of our people, the Missionary Tidings, 
the Karnest Christian, the Converted Catholic, the New Voice and the Pilgrim’s Banner— 
the latter a publication of our sister conference, the West Iowa. Brethren, we can get along 
without the secular paper, containing as it does so much that is objectionable, but we can 
not afford to deprive ourselves and families of the inspiration and soul food we shall receive 
in the perusal of any of the above mentioned productions, and especially of our own beloved 
Free Methodist. ; 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


If the question of the importance of Sunday-schools were to be voted upon by our peo- 
ple, doubtless we would all vote on one side of the question. Our faith in the Sunday-school 
is strong, but it too often lacks the accompaniment of works. A Sunday-school will not go 
as it should of itself, but if we all take hold with a will we can make it go, and it will keep 
going if we keep everlastingly at it. Every member of a society is responsible for émking 
some regular part in the exercises when it is at all possible to be there. If it is impossible 
for us to be present, still if our hearts are enlisted we will find ways and means of advanc- 
ing the interests of the school. Don’t send your children to Sunday-school, but stir your- 
self up and lead them there. They have a right to the influence of your example. 

The Sunday-school should be a place of salvation and not be allowed to degenerate 
into a dreary round of forms void of love and life. The superintendent should be a person 
so constituted spiritually and otherwise as to be able to create and maintain enthusiasm in 
all the school, and especially on the part of the teachers and other officers. The teacher 
should not only be well acquainted with the lesson, but should be both able and willing to 
pray under the burden of souls in his class, so as to be vitally interested and instrumental 
in their salvation. 

It is to be feared that many among us do not more than half believe that a child may 
know and love God and be saved, at least appearances would lead us to infer as much. 
We certainly ought not to hinder the little feet by our unbelief, but should be able to enter 
into sympathy with the feelings of the children and tenderly lead them to Jesus. 

The Sunday-school has been well called the nursery of the church. In a nursery of 
trees the aim is to constantly keep on hand a full supply of young trees in order that the 
surrounding country may have orchards and fruit. Other churches excel us in zeal for 
gathering in the children and they have their decision days and get them into the church 
aswell. If they succeed so well in the interest of formal religion, why should not we suc- 
ceed much better than we do in the interest of God and salvation? 

Again, in a nursery of children, the parents not only provide the children, but suitable 
quarters, provisions, competent nurses, clothing, instruction, yea, all the children’s needs 
are well supplied. The reason for all this is plain. The church must furnish the children 
the nursery quarters, the wholesome spiritual atmosphere, competent nurses and instruct- 
ors, yea, all the children need to save them and preserve them for Christ and his church. 

In the prophets it is said of Him, ‘‘He shall carry the lambs in his bosom.”? What a 
depth of meaning in this passage. If we would rightly represent Christ in this capacity, 
we must both know how and practise carrying the lambs in our bosom. Not only must we 
keep ourselves clear with reference to our own children, but there are many others who 
need the good Shepherd’s care. Let us reach out and gather them in for him. 

The literature put out by our publishers is of the very best and should unquestionably 
be employed in preference to any and all others in all our schools Also we would recom- 
mend the distribution of the church Catechism in our Sunday-schools as a necessary factor 
in the education of our children.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


ION STATE OF THE WORK. 


We, your committee on the State of the Work, would report as follows: 

First of all, we are grateful to the God of all grace for his continued care and protee- 
tion ; and that he permits us to be workers together with him in the salvation of our fellow 
men, a salvation which the angels themselves desire to look into. And yet our souls are 
humbled within us, and we feel more and more like taking our places in the dust at his 
feet, when we consider the provisions of his grace, the possibilities therein, the promises 
made to all those who obediently follow him, and with our seeming littleness of faith, want 
of confidence and trust, we are led to cry out, ‘‘O God, I do believe; help thou mine un- 
belief,’? and thus more fully commit ourselves into his hands in order that he may work in 
us to will and to do of his good pleasure. We are glad to report an increase of spirituality, 
a deepening of consecration, a quickening of our zeal and a spirit of courage to press the 
battle even to the gates of the enemy. The Lord has blessed our labors; souls have been 
saved, believers have been sanctified and some have united with us in church fellowship; 
others are looking toward us with a view to going this way. If we keep the blessing of the 
Lord with us, the anointing that abideth, we may expect to see the salvation of God among 
the people, for he hath spoken good concerning Israel. With the opportunities offered, the 
means of grace at hand, God’s willingness to give us the Holy Spirit, we are warranted in 
going forward in his name and looking to him for a general revival of his work all over the 
conference; nothing but a failure on our part to keep in divine order can stand in the way 
of it. Truth is mighty and must prevail. God promised ancient Israel if they would keep 
in covenant relationship with himself, they should be the head and not the tail; they should 
lend to many nations but they should not borrow. Solomon with prophetic vision looking 
down through the coming ages exclaims, Who is this coming up out of the wilderness lean- 
ing upon the arm of her beloved, fair as ‘the moon, clear as the sun and terrible as an army 
with banners! Jesus replies by saying, This is the light of the world, the city set upon an 
hill. This is the church of the first-born whose names are written in heaven. If we are to 
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be his true representatives here and thus fulfil our mission as his people we will need to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace. Anything like a spirit of strife or con- 
tention with a disposition to find fault and sit in judgment upon one another must result in 
ruin and discomfiture, for if ye bite and devour one another take heed that ye be not con- 
sumed one of another. Titus, the Roman general, after the taking of Jerusalem has been 
quoted as saying, that had it not been for the divisions on the inside it never could have 
been taken. Thus we see the need of union among ourselves, standing by our own colors, 
keeping at our own God-given work, and beware of running off after everything that pur- 
ports to be of God and is baptized in the name of Ohrist, thus dividing up our time, means 
and influence, and taking from those to whom we have pledged ourselves to be true, weak- 
ening their hands, causing them to become discouraged and tempted to turn aside from 
their high dnd holy calling. The people have a right to expect and be in possession of a 
consecrated and Spirit-baptized ministry who can and do devote all their time and energies 
to the salvation of souls and the building up of the church of Christ. The ministry have a 
right to expect and have a people who are wholly consecrated to all the will of God with 
their prayers, their means and their influence, to stand by and hold up the hands of those 
who have thus been called out and consecrated to the service and work of the ministry. It 
is a great source of strength and encouragement to a minister of the gospel to feel that he 
has the confidence and support of the people, that they do stand by him with their prayers 
and their means and appreciate his labors. No doubt many a true man of God has failed 
to fulfil his mission on earth for the want of this. On the other hand we, as the ministers 
of Jesus Ohrist have great need of heavenly wisdom, much of the mind and spirit of Jesus 
in order that we may faithfully preach the word of the Lord, feed the flock over which he 
has made us overseers. Beware of a party spirit, be careful how we take sides in cases of 
dispute. Let us ever remember that we are the servants of all, and that Jesus, himself, 
came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, and give his life a ransom for many. We 
are pleased to note a coming up among us on the part of both preachers and people along 
the lines spoken of, and pray that it may increase more and more until such a tidal wave of 
God's salvation shall sweep over this land that everything that savors of self and sin may be 
completely banished from among us, that we may indeed love one another with a pure 
heart fervently, and have a.zeal that is according to knowledge. 


IIl.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We observe and deplore the use of printing in the degradation of mind and morals, as 
in yellow literature, and in the collecting by the daily press of all news of the immoral and 
unclean and criminal doings of the world and dumping the whole upon the threshold of 
millions of homes at morning and evening to pollute the minds and corrupt the morals of 
our families. Our church issues a liberal supply of papers, books, pamphlets, tracts, 
etc., and at prices as low as that of any other publishing house of equal merit, and we 
deplore and regret that many of our own people patronize other and irresponsible publish- 
ing institutions in preference to our own. Let us burn any literature of any description 
found about our homes which in its nature would tend to blight and degrade the minds of 
our families. 

III.—ON REFORMS. 


We believe the religion of Jesus is both saving in spiritual regeneration and reformatory 
in morals. The soul upon and within which the gospel has done its work of redemption is 
in such a state as precludes the necessity of any work by mere reformers. However, as all 
men of our common order and course of society and public life are not so saved and will 
not be, we regard it as necessary and expedient and wise to promote and pray for move- 

-ments to reform private and public morals, in particular the prohibition of the liquor 
traffic in its every detail. : 

Second. The observance and regard of the Sabbath day, the neglect and decay of 
which is bringing upon our land and nation the wrath and judgments which were poured 
out upon ancient Israel. 

Third. The common practise of fashionable and unchaste manner of dress worn in 
popular society, which of late years tends to set on fire the course of nature is to be con- 
demned and effort made to induce to the use of more plain, simple and modest patterns. 

Fourth. We deprecate that gambling and its kindred evils are apparently on the in- 
crease. We deplore the holding of county, state and world’s fairs, as occasioning the as- 
sembling of evil as that the damage to public morals is far beyond any good which may 
accrue to such institutions. 

Fifth. We are grieved and alarmed at the strides made by secret societies, whose name 
is legion. We observe with apprehension that they are becoming more bold in their dis- 
turbance of financial and industrial peace, by strikes, mob violence, murder, destruction 
of property and paralyzing of business of every kind even threatening the overthrow of all 
civil government. 5 

Among us we need reforms along the line of a more strict adherence to our ideals in 
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spiritual life and spirit, and a diminution of evil speaking, catering to fashion, infringing 
on the sanctity of the holy Sabbath, gadding about among other religious bodies and move- 
ments to the neglect of our own meetings and the interests of our church. 


IV.—ON MEMOIRS, 


Rey. J. A. DaFor.—In the providence of God one of our number has fallen in the 
ranks during the year and gone to his reward. Brother DaFoe had been a member of the 
Colorado conference for eleven years. Greatly afflicted in body, yet he continued to the 
last to labor as strength would allow. The fruits of his labors remain umong us unto this 
day. In abilities and talents he was above the average. We regarded him as a man true 
to his. convictions. Asan evangelist he was successful and had many seals to his twenty 
years’ ministry, He was a man not afraid of sacrifice, when the course of duty was made 
plain. His measure of faith in God was marvelous; like Abraham, he was strong in faith. 
As an evidence of his faith we refer to the incident of his praying for Sister Jellison four 
years ago when she was apparently in the embrace of death. He knelt, laid his hand upon 
her head, and in a brief prayer said, ‘‘Lord, if I am thy servant, raise up Sister Jellison for 
the work of God.’’ Immediately the healing power descended and our sister is yet among us 
as a monument of his faith. Brother DaFoe, as others, had the infirmities of our common 
humanity. He had this treasure in an ‘‘earthen vessel.’’ He died in the faith, victorious, 
resigned, and we have no doubt of his abundant entrance into the everlasting kingdom.

II.—ON REFORMS. 


1. Uniry or Errort.—The Free Methodist church, the first to be_organized as a dis- 
tinetively holiness organization, is a child of Providence, born of necessity and not of 
choice. Her only mission in the world is to declare, establish and maintain the Bible 
standard of Christian holiness and to preach the gospel to the poor. In the midst of the 
various churches, parties, interests and movements, both organized and unorganized, there 
still remains the same necessity for existence that gave her birth. 

Free Methodism is the main conservator of true holiness on this continent, the ‘core 
of the holiness movement, the standard of holy living wherever it exists.’? We think we 
can safely say that none of the outside holiness movements represent the radical, clean cut, 
work of the Free Methodist church, and that many of them are positively subversive of the 
interests of our work as a denomination. 

‘In order to the highest degree of success as a Christian church there must be concen- 
tration and unity of effort. That is, we must attend to our own business and not divide 
our moral and financial support with outside movements. In Paul’s time the church was 
divided into parties—Paulites, Apollosites, Oephasites and Ohristites, That spirit Paul de- 
clares to be babyish and carnal, that is to say, a party spirit is a carnal spirit. The inde- 
pendent partyism of our day is evidently the hatching nest of religious lawlessness, anarchy 
and come-outism. In view of these facts, as a Christian church we cannot consistently or 
righteously give our moral or financial support to such movements. Our need as a church 


for loyal, active, aggressive warfare is full-blooded Free Methodists toa man. Do not our. 


obligations of mutual association require that each member of the church, reasonably ex- 
haust his ability, both morally and financially to sustain the church in all her interests to 
spread scriptural holiness over these lands? If so, let us stop at once all our support of all 
outside movements with all their papers, missions and other interests, and be true to God, 
to each other, to our obligations and to the work to which God has called us, 


‘* Dare to be a Daniel; 
Dare to stand alone. 
Dare to have a purpose true, 
Dare to make it known.”’ 


2. Pronzsirion.—The Free Methodist church is not a reform institution. The domi- 
nant issue of association is scriptural holiness. All reforms are inseparably connected 
with this scriptural issue. The liquor traffic is the crime of the ages, and the most stu- 
pendous problem that confronts the American people. This is true as regards morals, 
finance, politics, education and religion. For any man, political party, church, or other 
institution, to ignore, indorse, support or submit to it, is to commit sin, The only effect- 
ual remedy for this hellish curse is the prohibition of the entire traffic. The government 
should have a settled, well-directed policy against all evil. If this cursed traffic is to con- 
tinue its soul and body destroying business, it should be made to do so as an outlaw and 
not under the protection of the government. We govern in this country by political par- 
ties. The gold standard was made an issue of American politics and became the standard 
of money through a gold standard party. Atthis moment the old parties confessedly stand 
for the license of the liquor traffic, as opposed to prohibition. No man can vote for a po- 
litical party and not vote for the things for which it stands. A license party does not rep- 
resent the convictions or principles of a prohibitionist. A man’s party is his agent in the 
administration of the government. What he does by his party he does by himself. If hig 
party licenses the saloon so does he license the saloon. The American saloon is entrenched 
behind the ballot box. The Prohibition party is an effort to meet it where itis. The bat- 
tle must be fought at the ballot box. This makes a Prohibition party a necessity. The 
man who votes for a party that does not represent this principle loses his vote. Free Meth- 
odists to a man should vote the Prohibition ticket. The Christians of America will vote 
for Rev. S. O. Swallow for the next president of the Uuited States. 

3. Sxorer Socret1es.—We can only reaffirm our disciplinary position, that ‘All secret 
societies are to be eschewed.”” We consider the lodge system a great enemy to Jesus Christ 
and his religion, and one of the most stupendous frauds and humbugs in the world. Secret 
societies having muzzled the pulpit, the press and the polls, are one of the greatest hin- 
drances to the advancement of Ohrist’s kingdom in the earth. The Farmer’s Alliance, the 
G. A. R., the Labor Unions and the Anti-Horse Thief Association, as far as we know them, 


are all secret societies. Members of these orders should be refused a membership in the 


Free Methodist church. 
-4, Dress.—'‘Be not conformed to this world’’ is the scriptural injunction. The old 
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saints, or fathers or mothers in the church, must be models of neatness, plainness and sim- 
plicity, in order to preserve the church from compromise and worldliness. By their prac- 
tise and example they make a standard for others to follow. We consider the wearing of 
gold watches and gold-rimmed spectacles out of harmony with the spirit of our Discipline 
and the Bible with regard to plainness of Christian attire. As Free Methodists we should 
carefully and conscientiously hold to the Bible standard of dress and not corrupt Christi- 
anity as we spread it.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


ION EDUOATION. 


We desire to speak first of education for our children; second of education for the 
ministry. 

1. Weare living in an age when great attention is being given to learning and many 
are being educated. Education has ever been a powerful factor in directing the affairs of 
men. Although there are many abuses of learning we must acknowledge the advantage of 
an education when it is sanctified to God. Examples of this are seen in Moses, Paul, 
Luther, Wesley, Roberts, Redfield and others. But education is not simply the develop- 
ment of the mind and muscles, but of the spiritual nature of man as well. We believe in 
first looking after the interests of the soul, then taking care of the body and after that car- 
ing ‘for the development of the intellect. In our public schools and institutions of learning’ 
this spiritual part, the one of most importance, is greatly neglected. 

The atmosphere of public schools is conducive to infidelity and we deeply deplore the 
fact that the Bible is almost, if not entirely excluded. No prayer is encouraged; in fact 
God is to a great extent shut out. Many parents among us have found to their sorrow that 
these influences have wrought so powerfully on their children as to counteract all their 
godly instructions. Their children have thus been lost to God and the church. ‘ 

Many religious schools have been established by various denominations that apparently 
promised much better things. They use the Bible, giving it a prominent place in their 
studies. But they have so undermined the belief in its inspiration that its sacred histories 
are regarded as mere legends, and it is esteemed a fine piece of literature, but not as in- 
spired of God. In fact, this ‘thigher criticism’ as it is called, is but refined infidelity of 
the worst kind, 

We are glad to note, however, that the Free Methodist church has educational institu- 
tions that teach not only mental development but pure and undefiled religion both by pre- 
cept and example. The Bible is honored as God’s direct word to man and a holy atmos- 
phere pervades the institutions that is well calculated to bring conviction to the sinner and 
a speedy conversion to God. 

We note with pleasure that the Orleans Seminary in the adjoining conterence on. the 
north, is in better condition this year than ever before. The last enrollment exceeded that 
of any previous year, and the debt has been paid through the efforts of the various agents 
of the school, for which we praise God. We urge every Free Methodist family to stand by 
this school: (1) by giving to it of their means; (2) by sending their children there, even 
at great sacrifice if necessary; (3) by earnest prayer and supplication to God in its behalf. 

2. We believe in an educated ministry, for we must study to show ourselves approved 
of God. But we must beware of placing too much stress on mental attainments. We note 
that Christ, in choosing his apostles, passed by the members of the Sanhedrin and the 
scribes, and chose his ministers from the common people. : 

Other churches have been wrecked right along the line of insisting upon scholarly at- 
tainments as a necessary qualification for the ministry, until the smart men, although des- 
titute of the power of God, have gained control and crowded out, by rigid requirements in 
study, the plain old preachers that were successful in getting souls saved, but wlio lacked 
in scholarly attainments. a, 

While we believe that education is the qualification for the ministry next to the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, we do not believe in putting a premium on a secondary qualifica- 
tion and thus discouraging those whom God honors. We deprecate the great hue and cry 
of this temporizing and worldly age: ‘‘Give us refined, educated and polished ministers, 
men that will take with the elite of society.’”’ We need to remember that, ‘not many 
mighty, not many noble are called,’’ but God has chosen ‘‘the poor of this world”? and it 
was the common people that heard Christ gladly. 

We plead. rather for preachers of fervent piety, men who will stand by the whole truth 
of God and declare it in love, though the heavens fall; men who can prevail with God in 
prayer; men who are baptized with the spirit of Christ and consumed with the unconquer- 
able thirst for souls, souls which they must have or die. We understand, however, that 
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God places no premium on ignorance, and we strongly recommend that we as ministers 
make thorough preparations ‘for our pulpit ministrations. 

Erroneous doctrines and false issues abound everywhere and we need to know how to 
refute and expose them. As Adam Clarke said, ‘‘We need to study our sermons as though 
there was no God to help us, then preach our sermons as though there was nothing but 
God to depend upon.”’ 


II.—ON REFORMS, 


Webster defines reform as ‘‘a change from bad to good,” ‘‘to remove the evil.”’ 

This is a matter all should be interested in, for there are great blessings in reformation. 
Through reformation we have been brought out of darkness and degradation and misery, 
into the glorious experience of Christianity and the highest state of manhood. Thus we are 
made to love the cause of true Christianity, and to find in our hearts a desire to put away 
evil, But as we look over the religious, social and political world, we find much to be done 
yet. We see that the modern, popular type of religion is far below the Bible standard. It 
is the design of this great salvation to meet all the moral and spiritual necessities of our 
nature. The battle cry of every lover of Christ should be ‘‘Holiness unto the Lord.”’ 

James says, ‘‘Whosoever, therefore. will be a friend of the world is an enemy of God,” 
and the Bible states that judgment must first begin at the house of God. We regret to see 
that worldliness in various forms is creeping in among us as a church and should it con- 
tinue, sooner or later we shall lose the blessing of the Lord and his Holy Spirit, as have 
some others. Therefore, we urge our pastors to be diligent in enforcing the Discipline and 
in teaching our people from pulpit and in private the necessity of conforming to the instruc- 
tions of Paul in regard to dress; to be careful to shun babbling and gossip; to speak ill of 
no man; to be sociable and speak a kind word to all at every opportunity; to keep the 
Sabbath day holy. We regard the Sabbath excursions and pleasure parties, all unneces- 
sary Sabbath visiting, going to the postoffice for mail, etc., asa few of the many ways in 
which this law of God is being violated. 

The liquor traffic is one of the gigantic evils that curses every part of the world. We see 
this monster making drunkards of the flower of mankind, making widows and orphans all 
around us, filling our penitentiaries and jails, painting the gallows with blood and sending 
thousands of souls to hell. We regard the church as being responsible for its continuance, 
for she has votes enough to forever annihilate the nuisance. Therefore,.we urge our 

- brethren in the ministry, our laity, and all who are interested in the welfare of humanity, 
to preach, pray and vote against it, until the cause of prohibition wins. 

We believe all secret societies to be detrimental to our government, to society and to 
Christianity, morally, socially, spiritually and financially. As lovers of all mankind we 
feel called upon to use our influence against them, both by precept and example, and by 
the grace of God we will keep our covenant vow and endeavor to show men a more excel- 
lent way, 1. e., the way of love. 

We desire to call your attention to the fact that the Roman Catholic church is creeping 
slowly and stealthily to the front in our government, and endeavoring to bar the Bible out 
of our schools as has been the case in our sister state of Nebraska. She i is trying to sail in 
among us under the cloak of Christianity and in this way seeks to gain our sympathies, 
But let us remember that those who hate the blessed Bible do not love Christ. Let us take 
no rest until we see the erroneous doctrines propagated by this church banished from our 
land, and the kingdom of our God established in righteousness and true holiness. We rec 
ommend our people to read the following books sold by our publishing house: ‘‘Facing 

the Twentieth Century,”’ ‘‘Fifty Years in the Church of Rone.” 
; We deplore the looseness of the laws in regard to marriage and divorce and feel that 
we need to warn the people of the danger that is before us. Let us ever regard marriage 
as a divine institution and remember the command in God’s word that ‘‘Whatsoever God 
hath joined together let no man put asunder.” 

We call attention to the fact that our country is being searched over by anprincipied 
men and women, under contract with*saloon keepers and immoral characters, to supply 
the city of St. Louis with a large number of pure girls to be used for immoral purposes 
during the World’s Fair and that many are being enticed to that place under various pre- 
texts and promises. 

We urge our preachers to pay special attention to the children on their various charges. 
We regret that so many of the children of Free Methodists are not in the church and see 
great need of earnest effort in their behalf. 

Finally, we believe it would lighten the work of the stewards and be beneficial to both 
laymen and preachers if our district elders would preach at least one sermon on tithing 
each year at each place where quarterly meetings are heid. 


III—ON PUBLICATIONS, 


The press is one of the leading factors of the present day for the enlightenment of the 
world, which may be productive of great good or great evil. It can be said of this age, ‘‘Of 
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making many books there is no end.’’ As people will read, they must read, therefore 
proper matter must be furnished if we attain the end sought for, that of staunch Christian 
character. 

The young mind can be trained to love good reading, or it can be destroyed by un- 
wholesome literature. Now then we must furnish the good reading, which embodies the 
principles of the Bible, as we believe them. Whence shall this be procured otherwise than 
through our own publishing house, which is furnishing periodicals and standard religious 
works for both young and old. The Free Methodist is indispensable. Every family asrep- 
resented in the church ought to have a copy and should read it regularly. The Sunday-. 
sebont papers are excellent and if used will increase interest as well as instruction in any 
school. 

The Missionary Tidings and Earnest Christian are worthy of our support. See also 
the fine collection of books brought to us each year by some representative from the pub- 
lishing house, which are dispensed at such low rates and on easy terms so that all ean pur- 
chase. Again advertising is necessary to the success of any business enterprise. Shall the 
world and blind guides be more energetic than we? We heartily endorse our publishing 
house, pledging ourselves to promote its interests first before all others. Wethoroughly be- 
lieve in the motives actuating our editors and business managers. Therefore we recom- 
mend a renewed effort on the part of all, and especially on the part of our ministers to 
place our periodicals in the homes of our people, our Sunday-school literature in our Sab- 
bath-schools, and our hymn books, with the new issue of Light and Life Song Book, in all 
our societies, 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


Since it is a fact that ninety per cent. of the Chnstian world is saved under the age of 
twenty years, it behooves us, as followers of God, to bestir ourselves, manifesting the inter- 
est in our children that our blessed Master manifested in our salvation through the gift of 
his son, Jesus Christ. 

Some one has asked the question, ‘Does the Christian world manifest as much interest 
and care in the salvation of their children as they do in the care and marketing of their 
hogs?’’ Beloveds, there is no place outside of the home where the children can be more 
powerfully influenced for Christ and the church than in the Sabbath-school. We feel 
moved to take the stand that the future safety of our blessed Zion depends on the training 
of children; hence we earnestly recommend that a greater effort be made by both pastor 
and parents in bringing our Sunday-schools to higher grounds than they hold at present; 
and we pray God to arouse our people from their state of indifference, and discourage 
Sunday engagements that take the children from the Sunday-school. Furthermore we 
ae recommend Free Methodist Sunday-schools and Free Methodist literature for our 
children.

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I].—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


First of all, we feel grateful to God for his mercy and the many blessings he has be- 
stowed upon‘us during the past year. .But we feel greatly humiliated as we look over the 
results of the year, hear the reports from the.different circuits and note the loss of mem- 
bership. 

Again we would call attention to the fact that our work is suffering from the lack of a 
deep, heartfelt interest on the part of many of our preachers. Some are dividing their 
time and efforts between secular work and the work of God. Brethren, once more we call 
attention to your covenant vows with God and the church that you would devote all of your 
time to the work of the ministry. Neither is the laity free from blame on this line. Some 
of our noblest preachers have been discouraged and disheartened because the members 
have not manifested a proper interest in the work of the church. 

Brethren, let us humble ourselves in sackcloth and ashes and ask God to forgive our 
negligence and beseech him to help us in the future. However, we should not give up to 
discouragement for God still lives to answer prayer and give us the victory. Let usgo from 
this conference with a renewed determination to see a revival on every circuit. 


III—ON EDUOATION.. , 


Man is a being of a three-fold nature—physical, mental and spiritual. Each of these 
represents a want that must in some measure be satisfied to meet, approximately at least, 
God’s ideal of man. 

The physical powers of man, as we well know, if allowed to remain dormant, will soon 

‘ become weak and useless, while if used and.exercised will form a strong and well developed 
body, the tabernacle of the Holy Ghost. 

God has endowed man with mental powers as well as physical, and he intends that we 
should develop them as well, for our minds are the custodians of al! doctrines pertaining to 
our spiritual life. 

All spiritual attainments are received directly from God, but the development of our 
mind is a potent factor in God’s hands to further his cause. While spiritual attainments 
are indispensable to success in God’s work, coupled with education they would be a much 
more potent factor in his hand. P 

Ours is an age of edueation. In all the vocations of life educated men are given the 
preference, as they are the more efficient. 

As a church, we look upon the work of God as the highest, and believe we ought to en- 
courage the highest mental qualifications as a means of promoting the work of God. Our 
public schools afford an opportunity to secure, at least, the foundations of a good educa- 
tion, so there is no excuse for ignorance. We take pleasure in recommending Greenville 
College and our seminaries as places where our young people may secure an education un- 
der the best Ohristian influences, where not only the intellect is trained but also the moral 
and spiritual natures as well, for no education is complete that neglects the moral and 
spiritual training ef our natures. 

We cannot expect our children to be Free Methodists when educated in other schools. 
It is the sense of this conference that our schools should have a larger patronage of both 
students and money from our people. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


We, your committee on reforms, are specially desirous of calling the renewed attention 
of the Iowa conference to the importance of those special evils which have for years men- 
aced our work, viz.: Romanism, Mormonism, Secrecy, Formalism, etc. We do hereby 
declare continued war on the same, ever feeling that the cause we have espoused is a worthy 
one, and that consequently we are under moral obligations to adhere to those great princi- 
ples which make men free. We would recommend that each pastor preach at least once a 
year on the subject. 

1. Drvinz Worsurp.—There is a seeming necessity of calling your attention to the 
importance of regular attendance on public worship, and especially that of the class meet- 
ing. The Sunday-school is not attended as it should be. The increased attendance on the 
part of the church would prove to be a blessing and help, not only to the society, but would 
be a source of great encouragement to the pastor. We, theretore, urge the importance of 
our class leader holding strictly to the Discipline, and at least once a month hold a closed 
door class, and see every member in the class as often as possible. : 

2. WorupLiness.—There seems to be a growing tendency among some of our people 
toward worldly conformity. Worldliness manifests itself, not only in dress and adorn- 
ment, but in many other ways. Now is no time to let the bars down along this line. Let 
-our preachers frequently preach on this subject, and see that our rules are strictly, but loy- 
ingly enforced. 

3. SaBppatH Desecration.—We believe the Sabbath to be a day of divine origin. 
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Therefore, the command to ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy’ is obligatory 
upon all. We insist that all our people in pulpit and pew lift up their voice in warning 
against such desecration of God’s holy day as base ball playing, horse racing, band con- 
certs, railroad excursions, running of ice and milk wagons, open stores, Sabbath visiting, 
reading secular Sunday papers, and such things as are generally practised through our 
land, and especially in our cities. Therefore, let us pray that God may hasten the time 
when the observance of the Sabbath may be universally kept by the Church and state. 

4, Proursirion.—We are glad to say that+we, as a church, are Prohibitionists, and 
cannot sanction the accursed liquor ‘traffic by license, high, or low, nor by casting 
our vote with a party that sanctions or gives place to the accursed thing, without sin. 
Therefore, we, as a conference of Christians bound together by the bonds of Christian love 
and fellowship, are in favor of prohibiting by law the manufacture, importation and sale 
of all kinds of intoxicating liquors, and that as a conference and people, pledge ourselves 
by our influence, prayers, means, and by casting our ballot with the only party (Prohibi- 
tion) that will not sanction or legalize this accursed traffic. 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


We believe the strictest attention possible should be given to this department of our 
church work. In order to have a successful school in every way parents should work with 
and be in harmony with the pastor and the teachers by themselves attending with their 
children promptly at the opening exercises. The lack of parents getting their children 
there on time, and absenting themselves, has ruined many a school. We need a great re- 
vival on these lines. It is estimated that ninety per cent. of the people converted have 

. been converted under twenty years of age; and this was due, largely, through impressions 
received in childhood. 

The Sunday-school requisites now to be had at our publishing house are of the very 
best, which, if used, will aid materially in making a model schoo]. Libraries, blackboards, 
maps, cards and papers, the Home Department, Oradle Roll, Temperance, Roll of Honor, 
etc., are things that will help to make a school interesting. 

Let us then rally to this Sunday-school work, and double our diligence to save our 
children to the church and to heaven, and secure for them the most proficient teachers and 
workers possible. 


VI.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


The press is a powerful educator and the pen is mightier than the sword. Thus every 
church organization-that aims at any great work has its publications. Their influence and 
success depend very largely on the extent of their circulation. In the matter of useful pub- 
lications our church publications are second to none, and we heartily recommend them 
to the careful perusal of all our members and friends. The Free Methodist especially 
should have a place in every home. It always brings strength to Christian character and 
inspiration to holy living. It also keeps its readers in touch with all the work of the church. 

Our Sunday-school literature is the very best. We-would also mention the Missionary 
Tidings, the Earnest Christian, the Olive Branch, the Free Gospel Banner, by J. H. Flower, 
and the Pilgrim’s Banner, published especially in the interest of the lowa and West Iowa 
conferences. All of these various publications we present to the members within the 
bounds of this conference as wholesome and helpful] literature; and we earnestly hope their 
circulation will be greatly increased among us during the coming year.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON PUBLICATIONS.

Yes, by placing in the hands and homes of all possible such lit- 
erature as will strengthen morally and intellectually and will lead them not only to the 
assurance of sins forgiven, but to a knowledge of the cleansing blood. : 

Such literature, we are glad to report, can be found now within our own church. It is 
a fact conceded by other denominations that the organ of our church, the Free Methodist, 
is one of the best, plainest, and most wholesome papers in circulation, and as a clean-cut 
holiness advocate is not surpassed by any. The Sunday-school literature, too, put out by 

_our publishing house, deserves our recognition, for we believe the good accomplished by 
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it is almost inestimable. The Lily of the Valley, Rose of Sharon, etc., go weekly into 
thousands of homes to strengthen and help. j ; : 

The paper edited by Mrs. Hogue is indeed what it claims to be, the Children’s Friend, 
and is doing much for the good of mankind and the glory of God. 

‘‘Wholesome papers,”’ ‘wholesome books’’ ought to be our rule in life. Wesley never 
read anything but that which enabled him to better understand the Bible and to glorify 
God. Should not this be the motto of each? Seeing that we can best, in this way, serve our 
Lord, we believe every one else can. Therefore, we as a committee advise that every fam- 
ily especially Free Methodists should take our church paper into their homes and it is the 
sense of this committee that we, as a people, so far as is possible, patronize our own pub- 
lishing house, and by thus doing contribute to its needs that it may be enabled to do still 
greater things in the way of disseminating holy literature. 


IIl.—_ON THE STATE OF THE WORK, 


To rue Ministers AND Lay Mremsers 1n THE MissourI CONFERENCE: 


Beloved brethren in the Lord: The Missouri annual conference of the Free Methodist 
church was organized twenty-two years ago by Rev. B. T. Roberts, of sainted memory. By 
reference to the Journal, we find that there were eleven preachers and 127 members and 
probationers reported. One year ago we reported twelve preachers and 293 members and 
probationers. A gain of one preacher and 166 members in twenty-one years. 

It is true that many preachers and members have moved from this conference to other 
states and territories and are now members in other conferences. Some also, have been 
called from labor to rest; while still others have become discouraged and have fallen out 
by the way. But after making due allowance for the above causes, we think the gain has 
been entirely too small for the amount of time, labor and means expended. 

The following we believe to be some of the causes of our Jack of success: 

j. A deplorable lack of interest in our general gatherings, such as camp-meetings, dis- 
trict quarterly meetings and conferences. During the past year one of our district elders 
was compelled to hold a session of the quarterly conference with one preacher and five 
official members; not one person being present from any other circuit. 

2, A want of effort to properly support the preachers. The past year nearly all of our 
preachers had to labor with their hands to support their families and keep out of debt. 

3. The slip-shod fashion our stewards take to provide for the preachers. On some of 
the circuits it is almost impossible to find a steward that will do his duty. 

4, The lack of proper methods in giving. Instead of giving by rule many give accord- 
ing to their feelings, and it seems as if some were past feeling, since they never give any- 
thing. There are some noble exceptions to the above, but we speak of the work in general. 

5. A lack of aggressiveness on the part of some of the preachers. Instead of reaching 
out and enlarging their field of labor, they seem to think that their whole duty is done 
when the regular appointments are filled. 

6. A lack of personal work on the part of all. We are too apt to think that our whole 
duty is done when we have attended all the public services, and we let our unsaved neigh- 
bors and friends continue to go on in sin without making any personal effort for their sal- 
vation. 

7. A want of interest in Home Mission work. For several years past, we have regu- 
larly voted a certain amount to be raised for Home Missions, but very few of the circuits 
have paid anything for this purpose. There are many openings for the introduction of our 
work, but we have had no one to send and no money to open up new work with. We need 
several good evangelists, but as fast as our young preachers become ordained, they transfer 
to other conferences where the work seems to be lighter and the salaries larger. Of course, 
there are exceptions to the above, but this has been the rule. 

These are plain facts, but they stare us in the face and we may as well recognize them. 

Beloveds, these things ought not to be so. Let us consecrate ourselves anew to God 
and resolve to do better in future. Time is passing swiftly. We will soon be in eternity. 
What we would do must be done quickly. Jesus says, ‘‘He that putteth his hand to the 
plow and looketh back is not fit for the kingdom.” 

If we will go resolutely to work, and unite to remove these hindering causes, we believe 
it will not be long until the Missouri conference will compare favorably with other confer- 


ences near us.

II._ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


The Sabbath is one of the fundamental principles of our holy religion. The Sabbath 
was instituted before the fall of man, for saith the word of God, ‘‘Thus the heavens and 
the earth were finished, and all the host of them, and on the seventh day God ended his 
work which he had made, and he rested on the seventh day from all his work which he had 
made. And God blessed the seventh day and sanctified it, because that in it he had rested 
from all his work, which God created and made.”’ 

The observance of the Sabbath was early enjoined upon the human race. Our Creator, 
in whom we live and move and have our being, and in whom all wisdom dwells, planned 
for man’s highest earthly and eternal welfare. By the observance of the Sabbath, man’s 
physical and spiritual interests are greatly advanced. Remove the Sabbath and both man 
and beast would fail. Machinery is rendered more durable by the rest of the Sabbath. 
The increasing desecration of the holy Sabbath is an ill omen of the spiritual condition of 
humanity. The business meetings of the Trade’s Unions which are so often held on the 
Lord’s day, the Sabbath excursions by water and rail, Sunday visiting of professors of the 
religion of Him who said, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy,’ the patronizing 
of the street car on the Sabbath, the Sunday newspaper, cheese and butter-making on the 
holy Sabbath; all these, and much more of kindred desecrations are alarming, Sabbath 
desecration blunts the spiritual sensibilities, and paves the way for increased sinfulness. 
He who is slack concerning the observance of the Sabbath, soon becomes indifferent to 
other claims, which God has upon him, The desecration of the Sabbath was punishable by 
death under the law, and God’s people anciently were prohibited from speaking their own 
words, or thinking their own thoughts on the Sabbath day. As a church, let us re-affirm 
our position on the observance of the Sabbath, yea, if possible, hold with greater tenacity 
to these foundation principles of Christianity, by preaching more frequently on the sub- 
ject, and in every possible manner, by precept and example, enforce upon our people, and 
as far as our influence may reach, the proper observance of the fourth commandment. 
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III.—ON SABBATH-SOCHOOLS. 


Immediately after the great and glorious outpouring of the Holy Spirit on the day of 
Pentecost. in order to bring to the attention of the world-wide representation of the Jews 
then present at Jerusalem, their privileges in the new dispensation, Peter declared unto 
them, that the ‘*promise”’ which on that day was fulfilled, ‘tis unto you and your children, 
- and to all that are afar off, and to as many as the Lord our God shall eall.’’. By calling the 

attention of these descendants of Abraham to the promise of the Holy Spirit as recorded 
by Joel, the prophet, Peter would have them understand that all those, both adults and 
children, who had been brought into covenant relation with God, by receiving the sign and 
seal of circumcision, were if they would seek for him by repentance and faith eligible to 
receive the justifying, sanctifying and energizing power of the Holy Spirit. Peter also af- 
ee that the promise is to all that are afar off and to as many as the Lord our God shall 
eall. 

Hence both we and our children although afar off. if we have been brought into visible 
covenant relation by baving been baptized in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 
may very decidedly conclude ourselves and our children to be included in the covenant and 
under the promise. So we have a right to expect that our children who have been brought 
into covenant relation with God, and have received proper home instruction and training 
in the things of the kingdom, will be brought to make a public acknowledgment of saving 
grace. Our Sabbath-schools although they do not, and are not designed to take the place 
of preaching the gospel, class-meetings and home-training, still the effort put forth by 
them is expected to supplement very efficiently, all the ordained, and prudential means of 
grace and also the home training. If this is a correct thought then we easily and correctly 
‘conclude that nothing should be allowed to connect with Sabbath-schools but that which is 
in harmony with the doctrines, discipline and experience of the Free Methodist church. 
Hence we feel it to be our duty to reject from our Sabbath-schools all worldly appliances, 
such as picnics, excursions to popular resorts, conzerts and church festivals, 

Although we have no reason to congratulate ourselves on our marked success in Sunday- 
school work, yet when we compare the numbers which attend our Sunday-schools with those 
of the larger denominations we have reason for encouragement. The statistics of the 
larger churches show the attendance of children in their Sunday-schools just about equai to 
their membership. The statistics of the Free Methodist church show a larger attendance 
of scholars than our membership. Hence our reason for encouragement so far as attend- 

ance of scholars in our Sunday-schools is concerned. We also have reason for encourag- 
ment that some of our children are converted and added to the church, and many who have 
reached maturer years but as yet do not profess religion still adhere to, and maintain at 
proper times in the face of opposition, those doctrines and principles which were taught 
them in early life. We surely prefer them to be orthodox than heterodox. Yet a feeling of 
sadness settles upon us when we remember that so many of our young people prefer a more 
popular type of religion than is allowed by Free Methodism. In order to retain our young 
people we earnestly exhort all Free Methodists to a more joyful experience of the grace of 
God, more earnest prayer for the salvation of the young, and toan example of meekness, 
‘humility, self-denial, croas-bearing, and nonconformity to the world, so that they shall be 
convinced of the honesty of our purpose and professions. ; 

We also recommend to our Free Metl-odist societies that in order to retain our young 

_ people under our influence that such arrangements be made as will give them something to 
‘do. This can be dune by employing those who are qualified both by gifts and grace as 
‘teachers in the Sabbath-schoo!l, by giving some a part in the children’s day exercises, by 
-giving them work in the monthly missionary meetings and by organizing them into juve- 
nile missionary societies. A returned missionary of another denomination was heard to 
say to a church in the village of Perry who after having told of the gracious work of God 
among the heathen at a certain place, affirmed that all this had been accomplished without 
resort to excursions, festivals, concerts and Christmas trees. 7 ‘ 

We take pleasure in the fact that the Free Methodist church, through its appointed 
‘agent, publishes a Sunday-school literature which is able, pure, interesting and morally ele- 
vating. Hence we earnestly recommend to all Free Methodist Sunday-schools that they 
pray and subscribe for our church periodicals. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


We live in an educational age and no doubt the attention given to mental training will 
be increasingly greater as time passes by. Our public school system is rapidly advancing 
‘and an earnest effort is being made to bring it to a greater degree of perfection. 

Free schools of all grades from the kindergarten to the college preparatory are open 
for all, and he who wills may secure an education, Weare very thankful for this yet we 
recognize a fearful lack. Ina large degree the educational training tends rather to intel- 
lectual achievement than to moral advancement. Plato hasdefined the system of educa- 
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tion, as ‘‘that which gives to the body and to the soulall the beauty and all the perfection of 
which they are capable.” 

Our education should be threefold, viz., physical, mental and spiritual. To cultivate 
the one to the neglect of the other two will mean failure to develop a perfect man or woman. 

We rejoice in the fact that our people are alert with reference to the matter of mental 
and moral development, which so vitally concerns us as a people. We note with great sat- 
isfaction the progress of our college and seminaries and the interest manifest in the Chris- 
tian education and which prompts men to generous donations for their support. These 
schools have great claims upon us, as they provide a place where our children may acquire 
an education without having their minds filled with worldliness, infidelity and higher eriti- 
cism, ‘ 

From these noble institutions reared among us, the results of prayer and loving self- 
denial, comes the call: Send us your boys and girls, stand by us with your prayers and 
your money and we will continue to produce trained men and women who will be a bless- 
ing to the church both at home and abroad. 

We would earnestly exhort our people to listen to this plea and send children and means 
to the schools and prayers to the throne of grace for the success of our educational institu- 
tions. 

While we believe that the Lord can use men having little or no education, we find that 
these men when thoroughly prepared for their work can be used of the Holy Spirit to 
greater advantage. Therefore, we heartily endorse the present system of conference ex- 
aminations for our preachers as being both impartial and practical. 


V.—CHUROH LITERATURE. 


A choice of Free Methodism is also a choice of its publications, unless the literature or 
the elector is greatly at fault, but its literature is excellent. The Free Methodist covers the 
area of our field of action with instruction and blessing. The Sunday-school supplies do. 
not belie in any department the term used to designate them. The Missionary Tidings 
brings us intelligently face to face with the ‘‘White Man’s Burden,”’ as Ohristians are able 
to view it. The Harnest Christian presents the doctrine and experience of holiness in a 
clear and attractive light. 

Our publishing house is issuing carefully selected literature of many kinds, and de- 
serves our liberal patronage. Like the saints it produces, though in a somewhat different 
sense, the Bible stands complete in all the will of God, and is at once the pioneer for all 
other good literature and the measure of its merit. Inquisitors, higher critics, Christian 
Scientists and the aggregated anti-Christian brood may attempt to destroy it, but they can- 
not change the smallest of its precepts, find flaws in the most obscure of its narrations, 
come back in anything but confusion from an attack on the divinity of the Christ it reveals, 
or lessen by jot or tittle its ineffable salvation. It is the word of God that liveth and abid- 
eth forever. In Satan’s effort to bring it to naught, we have a strong sidelight upon its in- 
finite moral value. The reasons for reading it, studying it and living upon it are cumula- 
ie: Also in the many instances the man makes the book ; in this instance the book makes 
the man. 


.VI.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Rey. Levi Woop was born in Rensselaer county, New York, May 2, 1828. and died at. 
his home in Bradford, Pennsylvania, September 3, 1904. His ancestry dates back to one. 
William Wood, who came to Plymouth Rock, in 1628. In 1832 with his parents he moved. 
to the town of Ridgeway, Orleans county, New York, where he remained until he was twenty 
years of age. He was converted at the age of fourteen, He began to hold meetings in 
schoolhouses and churches at the age of sixteen. having received license as an exhorter in. 
the Methodist Episcopal church, but he always took a text and had the privilege of seeing 
souls converted in meetings which he held, 

He thus early felt clearly the call to the ministry as his life’s work and at the age of 18 
received license as a local preacher, and to prepare himself for this work he attended three 
terms of school at the preparatory course of Meadville College, Pennsylvania, and after- 
wards three terms at Lima Seminary. During the winter spent in school at Lima he be- 
came interested in the doctrine of entire holiness and felt his need of it, not only because. 
it was God’s will but also that he might be better qualified to lead others to Christ. He 
sought it earnestly alone with God and found the blessing, It came with such an inward 
assurance as to preclude all doubt, but in a few days he lost the witness. When in thisstate- 
of mind he went to a camp-meeting in 1850. He there sought the full baptism of the Spirit 
and was fully saved. Thus clothed with power he entered upon the work of a traveling 
preacher in the East Genesee conference of the Methodist Episcopal church. He traveled. 
seven years in that conference and during that time several hundreds of souls were power- 
fully converted and about two hundred fully sanctified as the fruit of his labor. He then 


located, intending to join the Genesee conference, as his aged parents and other relatives. 
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were living within its bounds. He attended some of the generai quarterly meetings which 
were originated by Brother Loren Stiles, while he was presiding elder of Genesee district, 
‘Genesee conference. Though in love and sympathy with the great work of holiness that 
was going on in our Genesee conference, of Methodist Episcopal church, at that time, yet 
he thought it best to wait and not join us just then. But he was soon called to take an 
active part in promoting the blessed work. He assisted Rev. William ©. Kendall in a won- 
derful revival of religion at West Falls, New York. He had gone from there but a short 
time before Brother Kendall died in holy triumph, and Brother Wood was appointed by 
Rey. Gleson Filmore, presiding elder of the district, to take Brother Kendall’s place as 
preacher in charge of West Falls circuit. At the ensuing conference, in 1858, Brothers 
Roberts and McOreery were expelled from the Genesee conference and the Methodist Epis- 
copal church by the Masonic power in the conference. At the conference in 1859 Brothers 
Stiles, Burlingham, Cooley and Wells were also expelled, and in all eight others of the sal- 
vation preachers of that conference were crowded to location. Brother Wood saw and 
heard all these things, and when the general conference of 1860 brought no relief to the 
Oppressed ones and scores of the laymen who had been read out as having withdrawn from 
the old church, he. and others of us, were by these tribulations quite prepared to enter the 
life boat, soon after she was launched. Brother Wood joined the Free Methodist church in 
July, 1861, and the Genesee conference in October of that year. During the forty-three 
years of his membership in the conference, he had served several years as pastor on circuits 
and three years at least as chairman of districts. The conference has shown great confidence 
in him by electing him five times as delegate to the general conference. 

What brought him most publicly before the whore church was his connection with the 
Free Methodist, Under great discouragements he started the paper and for nearly three years 
was both editor and publisher, and gave the church a paper that has proved a blessing and 
a help to thousands of readers. 

As a preacher, we need only to say he was truly a Bible preacher, mighty in the Scrip- 
tures, and on great occasions wonderfully eloquent and powerful. His sickness was brief, 
lasting only one day, before he entered the portals of glory. 


Rey. Ricwarp S. Pures was born in Norham, Ontario, Canada, October 9, 1843, and 
died in Brockport, New York, December 26, 1903. He came to this state in 1861 and ex- 
perienced religion the following year. He received a local preacher’s license in November, 
1868, and was employed the same year as assistant pastor on Parma and Chili circuit, with 
Rey. A. H. Green, of precious memory. On November 18, 1869, he was married to Gertrude 
E. Hiscock, and in January, 1870, they moved to Kansas, where they remained about three 
years, a portion of which time Brother Phillips supplied the work in Lawrence and Ohio 
City. In 1874 he was admitted into the Genesee conference of our Zion, and remained a 
member until called home toglory. He served the following circuits: Belmont, East Otto, 
Tonawanda, Kenyonville and Gaines, Franklinville, Lockport, Alexander and Bethany, 
Gainsville, Brockport and Hulberton, Parma and Chili, Sweden, Newfane. Owing to failing 
health, he was obliged to relinquish the active work five years ago last fall. 

While at Newfane, his last charge, Bright's disease began and, baffling medical skill, 
continued until he entered the rest eternal. He leaves his companion, an affectionate 
daughter, Mrs. Clarence O. Swickard, three brothers and three sisters. : 

Our departed brother was a preacher of more than ordinary ability; original, logical 
-and clear in the presentation of truth and ofttimes, under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, 
would reach a height of eloquence which thrilled his audience, bringing great inspiration 
to the church of God and deep conviction to sinners. Brother Phillips was a man of in- 
tegrity, of deep religious convictions, loyal to the church of his choice and to God, a de- 
voted husband, an affectionate father, a faithful friend. During his long protracted illness 
shis patience was marked indeed. He looked forward to the time of his departure with great 
Se yea, with holy triumph, and exclaimed, ‘‘My reward is with him, my record is 
-on high.’

II.—ON MEMOIRS, 


Rzy. Joun T. MicHarnt was born on December 10, 1852, to William H. and Henrietta 


; Michael, in Harford county, Maryland, and at the age of six years moved with the family 


to Baltimore. Here he was educated in private schools. At about the age of twenty he 
entered the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal church. After preaching for a while he 
entered and took a full course in the Drew Theological Seminary, after which he preached 
a few years longer in the Methodist Episcopal church. He was admitted to the New York 
conference of the Free Methodist church at its sixth annual session, held in Philadelphia, 
in September, 1879. His first appointment was to the Phillipsburg and Kingwood circuit, 
in connection with the Rev. A. G. Miller. At the next annual conference, in 1880, he was 
appointed to Alexandria, Washington and Georgetown. The next annual conference, in 
1881, formed Washington, Alexandria and Virginia Mission into a district, and he was re- 
appointed to this work and made local chairman of the district. He remained only a short 
time, however, as he aceepted an appointment, the same fall, at Pittsburg, and was made 
loeal chairman of the Pittsburg district in the Genesee conference, to which he was trans- 
ferred. In 1882, he was made traveling chairman of the Pittsburg district. This year the 
‘conference was divided and the Pittsburg conference formed. He seems to have traveled 
the Pittsburg and Oil City districts of the Pittsburg conference for five consecutive years, 
from 1883 to 1887, inclusive. In 1888 he returned to the New York conference and was 
elected to travel the Wilkes-Barre and Windsor districts. He served the New York and 
Philadelphia districts from 1889 to 1891. In 1892, he was granted a superannuated relation 
without claim, at his own request. He served Vineland, New Jersey, during the years 1893 
and 1894. In 1895 he again took a superannuated relation, without claim, in which relation 
he was continued from year to year till 1899, inclusive. He did not like the supernumerary 
relation and hence, in 1900, he asixed for the relation of evangelist, which, though merely 
nominal, was granted, and was continued from year to year till the day of his decease. He 
was a member of the general conferences of 1886 and 1890, and was elected delegate to the 
conference of 1894, but did not attend. For four years he was one of the corresponding 
editors, of the Free Methodist. ; 

His funeral was held in the Presbyterian church (it being thought that the Free Meth- 
odist church would not be large enough) at Vineland, New Jersey, where he was buried. 
At his request the service was conducted _by Rev. G. Eakins, who was to_be assisted by his 
life-long friend, A. G. Miller. Brother Eakins was assisted by the Rev. John Wintsch, who 
visited him almost every day during the eight weeks he was sick in the hospital, acting as 
his secretary and showing him every kindness possible; Rev. J. W. Tamblyn; Rev. Mr. 
Matthews, of the Methodist Episcopal church, and Drs. Moore, King and Conwell, of the 
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Presbyterian church. The last named, who is a medical doctor, is the Christian mayor of 
the city. He not only endorsed all that preceding speakers had said of the deceased as a 
godly man and an able minister of the New Testament, but he also spoke of him in terms 
of highest praise as a rare example of business honesty and as a helpful citizen of extraor- 
dinary intelligence, a powerful factor for good, anda waymark inthecommunity, ‘‘Who,’” 
he asked, ‘‘launched the citizen’s movement, looking to my election in the interest of good 
government? Who printed and distributed booklets at his own expense? Who wrote 
articles for the papers? The deceased.” To him, ina large degree, Dr. Conwell thought 
he owed his election. When he wanted information, advice, or a clipping from a paper, 
he went to him and he was not disappointed. ‘I did not always agree with him, nor did 
he always agree with me,” said Dr. Conwell, ‘‘but I always knew he was honest.” All the 
apogee agreed that he was a man of unblemished Christian character and of unusual 
worth. 

Indeed he was nu ordinary man. Physically he was not an imposing figure; yet the 
close and discriminating observer could not fail to discover in his face evidences of thought- 
fulness and of unusual intelligence. Of medium height, slimly built, compassed with in- 
firmity, he was not a man that would at first sight impress, much less awe, the casual ob- 
server. He reminded us of Roger Ascham, Lady Jane Grey’s tutor, who possessed a most 
wonderful mind in a deformed body. Lady Jane asked him one day, ‘‘Why did God give 
you such a mind in such a body?” He replied, ‘‘In what does your father store his choic- 
est wines?’’ Being told in wooden or earthen vessels, he inquired. ‘‘Why doeshe not keep: 
them in vessels of gold?’ She replied, ‘‘Because they would spoil.’’ He said, ‘‘For the 
same reason God has given me such a mind in such a body.”’ So the deceased had a most 
wonderful mind in a frail body. 

While he was a student in Drew Theological Seminary it is said that Bishop Foster who. 
was then a professor in that institution, and the deceased would sit and discuss the great 
theological questions while the rest of the class would sit by and listen, Bishop Foster, it 
is said, considered him the brightest mind that came to the seminary while he was in- 
structor in that institution. And that Bishop Hurst in speaking of him when he was re. 
ceived into the Newark conference predicted that he would be the Richard Watson of Amer- 
ican Methodism. 

He had a penttrating mind that went to the bottom of what he undertook. As Dr, 
Watts suggests, ‘‘The mind is the measure of the man.’’ Measured by this standard he 
was a giant indeed. Many of his brethren are saying, as David said of Abner, ‘“‘“Know ye 
not that there is a prince and a great man fallen this day in Israel?’ On earth it is said a 
man isdead. In heayen it is said a prince is born. 

One of the mysteries of his life was that he should for so many years past bury such tal- 
ents in a little business at Vineland, while many have thought that he should have been at 
the forefront leading forward the hosts of God. For in many respects he seemed to be 
made for leadership. Some have thought that his place would be in a theological chair in 
some seminary or university. 

In one sense most of us realized that there was a wonderful distance between him and 
us. He seemed so much like a superior order of being. Yet he was as lowly, as humble. as 
affable, and as approachable as a little child. And in him was found a wise counsellor and 
a faithful friend. 

Theologically, he was evangelical in his views. Asa preacher he was always scriptural, 
clear, logical, convincing, apt-in illustration and powerful in application. On great occa- 
sions, as at our camp-meetings and other great gatherings, the multitudes would hang 
breathlessly on his lips, and while they could not help admiring his gifts, when he got 
through they were not so much occupied with the man as with his message, for by the bless- 
ing of the Lord he fastened some great truth in their minds, making them feel that they 
wanted to be better. But it is when we come to consider his Christian character that we find 
most reason to adore the grace of God in him. If I were called upon to express his charac- 
ter, as known to me, in one word, that word would be purity or goodness. He wasa pure, 
good man. He abhorred all manner of uncleanness and meanness. He wasa living epis- 
tle known and read of all men. His single aim seemed to be to know that he might do the 
will of God. He proved it true as the poet:has it, 


‘* Ah, truth is easy, and the light shines clear, 
In hearts kept open, honest and sincere.’’ 


‘* Let others fawn or seek for power 
By doctrines suited to the varying hour,”’ 


he would not do a wrong thing if he knew it for any consideration. No, not to save his. 
life. 

He was twice married. Two childen were born to him by his first wife, whose maiden 
name was Mary E. Adams, Of this group, Mrs, Delia M. Edwards, with her husband and 
two children alone remain. For his second wife he married Grace Cornell, who survives 


— 
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him, as does one brother, William G., and two sisters, Mrs, T, L. Sutherland and Miss E, 
Jeannetta Michael, all of Baltimore. 

_ Whether he accomplished all that a man so largely endowed should accomplish in life, 
it is not our province to decide. One thing is certain, he was true to his convictions, and 
thoroughly loyal to God at the very core of his being. He never lost faith in Christ nor 
personal communion with God. He kept the faith and is gone to be with Jesus. May all 
Me re ee ae him follow him as he followed Jesus till with him we come to the mansione 
of the blessed. j

II.—ON SPRING ARBOR SEMINARY. 


Spring Arbor Seminary being located in the village of Spring Arbor, Michigan, sur- 
rounded by a farming district, is in a healthful locality, well suited to an educational insti- 
tution, being free from the evils and attractions of a crowded city, which are against he bits 
of studiousness and morality. 

The educational features are good; the teachers, with Professor Warner at the head, 
are thorough in their methods, not only requiring the student to solve the question at hand, 
but leading the mind to reason out each step taken, which not only fixes the fact upon the 
memory, but also develops that faculty of reasoning which is essential to a trained mind. 
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The moral influence of the school is excellent, and the discipline firm but kind. No: 
sign of cigar, pipe or tobacco was seen or smelled while we were in the village, nor any loud, 
boisterous talk or conduct about the school grounds. 

The spiritual interests of the students instead of being neglected as is the case in 
worldly schools, is made a special subject of attention with a view to the personal salvation 


of each young person sent there for instruction. 


While not all the students there were enjoying salvation, and of course not all strictly 
conformed to our book of discipline in dress, yet there were not those exhibitions of pride 
and worldliness so commonly seen, which have a tendency to provoke unnecessary outlay 
in order to keep up with others, a point of no small or trifling consideration, when an edu- 
cation is desired and means limited. 

The boarding hall under the able management of Sister Gaffin is homelike and health- 
ful. Everything is neat and orderly and the board provided is of-a substantial and appe- 
tizing character. 

As the buildings are inadequate to accommodate the attendance and to do the work 
designed by the faculty, a new building is being erected. 

We urge upon our people the necessity and consistency of standing by this school, as it 
is a place where not only intellectual knowledge is imparted, but Bible religion is taught 
and enforced, and that they give the school their support by furnishing students and means. 


IlI.—ON REFORMS. 


While we as a church believe and teach the religion ot the Bible that so changes the 
character of those who receive it, and thereby causes a reformation in both the inward and 
outward life, yet we believe that we should take our stand for the reformation of evils along 
every line, although not distinctly of a religious nature. 

INTEMPERANCE.—The evils of intemperance are so many and so great that it stands first 
in our judgment as a just cause for political reformation. A system of government that 
legalizes 256,000 breweries, distilleries and saloons in these United States, to filch from the 
pockets of the bread-winners of our land, $1,400,000,000 the last year, for that liquid damna- 
tion that brought only misery, poverty. licentiousness, degradation and caused 100.000 souls: 
to go toa drunkard’s hell, and their bodies to fill drunkards’ graves, leaving widows and 
orphans homeless and destitute, enticing our boys and girls into its ruinous influence, fill- 
ing our asylums with the insane and imbeciles, our jails and penitentiaries with crimi- 
nals, constantly increasing our taxes, ruining more souls in one day than the church saves 
in a year is certainly a just reason why the church should arise in her strength and demand 
political reformation, for we are well aware that the iniquitous business of the liquor traffic 
is in the realm of politics, and must be dealt with in its own realm. Therefore be it 

Resolved, 1. That we will use our voice and votes to support the only political party 
that is committed first, last and always to the destruction of the legalized saloon, the Pro- 
hibition party. 

Resolved, 2, That as ministers who are commanded to declare the whole counsel of 
God, we will preach the gospel of political righteousness, on the streets, in our pulpits and 
wherever God lays it upon us so to do. : 

Resolved, 3. That as individuals we will endeavor to inform ourselves upon this the 
greatest and only issue of serious importance before the American people, that we may be 
better able to awaken the public conscience and arouse them to action against this great evil. 

Tuer Soctan Evi.—The social! evil is another just cause for reform. The looseness of 
the divorce laws is causing a moral rot in society until the sacredness of the marriage con- 
tract is trailed in the dust of moral pollution, and virtue, that priceless gem of morality, is. 
sold for naught, to gratify the base passion that is set on fire of hell. Wedeplore the ruin 
that has been wrought in the church by this terrible curse, and would warn our ministers to 
observe closely the rules of conduct for preachers. We would urge that every precaution 
be used to keep our boys and girls from those associations that would be likely to lead them 
to sacrifice virtue, and forever disgrace themselves. We would discourage the association of 
the saved young people with the unsaved, as it often leads to unhappy unions, divorce and 
often ruin. 

Secret Societres.—We deplore the fact that in some localities some of our connection 
have seemed to be compelled to join labor unions in order to keep employment and live, 
and while we do not impugn the motives of all yet we must regard such a course as a com- 

romise with the world, a violation of our church government, and we insist on our people 
Eeopihg free from these worldly institutions. 

On Drrss.—It is lamentable that conformity to the world in dress is frequently mani- 
fest among our people, and especially so in the appearance of the children of some of our 
pilgrims, until they appear like the children of the world. God said of Abraham, ‘‘I know 
him, that he will command his children and his household after him, and they shall keep. 
the way of the Lord to do justice and judgment.”” We would urge our preachers to cry out 
boldly in the Spirit against this evil which is an avenue that is puts our children away 
from our own to worldly-conformed ‘churches and away from God. While plainness is not 
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always a proof of godliness, those who are godly willbe plain. The Bible exhorts the 
women to adorn themselves with modest apparel. Our women should be patterns of neat- 
ness, and keep in the middle of the way. Beware of drifting toward the world,and beware 
of pecpreing careless and slovenly. Either departure will bring a reproach upon the cause 
of God. t 

On SanpatH Dusxcration.—One of the great fundamental principles of our holy relig- 
ion is reverence to God in the observance of the Sabbath day; for God has said, ‘‘Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day to keep itholy.” Itisa deplorable fact that the holy Sabbath is not 
only desecrated by the lawless and ungodly, but also by a large per cent of the so-called 
church, and that includes some who are identified with us asachurch. Itis manifest in the 
buying and selling of milk or meat on the Lord’s day, patronizing Sunday newspapers, by 
receiving and reading them on the Lord’s day; entertaining friends and visitors to the neg- 
lect of the service of God or public worship, cooking and preparing fine dinners, leaving 
work undone on Saturday to do it on Sunday, such as bathing, shaving, blacking boots or 
shoes, writing letters, taking pleasure rides and making Sunday visits, Sunday excursions 
and picnics have well-nigh destroyed the sense of the sanctity of the Lord’s day until con- 
sciences have become seared, and many so-called Christians will take advantage of Sunday 
excursions for the sake of cheap rates. Sunday street car riding we would in general regard 
as Sabbath desecration, but would not impugn the motives, or sit in judgment upon those 
who of necessity must rideon them on Sunday or else be deprived of gospel privileges at the 
public services. As pastors let us preach and exemplify more on Sabbath observance, As 
laity, let us take heed that we be not of those who disobey this holy commandment, ‘‘Re- 


IV.—ON OHRISTIAN EDUOATION. 


Education of the right kind is good, especially if put to the right use. Some one has 

written of the popular mode of education as being head cramming and heart robbing, and 
we believe it is so. We would not oppose education, because a Moody or a Spurgeon, and 
some of the early Methodist preachers, were unlearned men, yet so very successful in win- 
ning souls for God; for we believe if they, with the same simplicity, had been educated 
men they might have accomplished much more. We know a brother in the work of the 
Lord that when he was saved could not read his name; soon, however, he felt the call of 
God to gospel work. He was conscious of his utter ignorance of book knowledge, and was 
alarmed, and cried to God, saying, ‘‘O Lord, Ican’t read.”’ Still the call was upon him, so 
he said, “‘I’ll go, but you must teach me to read,” and on taking the Bible in his hand he 
found that he could read. He was so rejoiced that he shouted for joy. I have marked hig 
simplicity and wonderful faith in God, both for soul and body, and that he is a man of one 
book. Mr. Wesley said, ‘“‘O for men of one book and that the Bible.” And aman with 
better views of the fundamental doctrines of the Bible as set forth in our excellent book of 
Discipline is hard to find. This shows what God will do if we give him a chance, and yet 
this man might be much more useful had he a good education—should he retain his sim- 
plicity. : 
Mr. Wesley asks, ‘What is wisdom?” and then answers, ‘‘Wisdom is choosing the high- 
est object of pursuit, using the best means to bring the result, and following to the end.”’ 
So we believe if we will heed the injunction, “‘Study to show thyself approved unto God,” 
etc., and this by the use of good books and papers as well as the Bible, we will be better 
qualified for the work of the Lord. We believe our local preachers and evangelists should 
be required to bring up the course of study, as prescribed in our book of Discipline.’ We 
believe as preachers we should inform ourselves regarding the common occurrences of the 
cee, fe re to know how to meet the arguments of designing men, and deal out truth as it 
should be. 

Tbe prohibition question, Roman Catholicism, evolution, higher criticism, the deadly 
effect of the filthy tobacco habit; and understanding hygiene, lest we should worship and 
serve the creature more than the creator, who is God blessed forevermore, Amen. For it 
is a fact we can indulge our lawful appetites until our minds are so deadened we can not 
glorify God. Do not these things, and many others we will not take time to mention, come 
in the scope of Christian education? But we suppose, however, that the sense of the disci- 
pline is along altogether different lines, so we will call the attention of this honorable body 
to our own institutions of learning scattered throughout the connection, as follows: The 
A. M. Chesbrough, the Spring Arbor, the Evansville, the Wessington Springs, the Orleans, 
Seattle, and Los Angeles seminaries; and the Greenville College. As we read in the Free 
Methodist (the best, we think, in the land), the catalogues of our schools and see the cheap 
rates as compared with some others, we wonder how they can do it; and then when Wwe see 
the large proportion of the students are saved and sanctified it seems as though our schools 
are doing as much as all the churches for the salvation of souls. And when we consider the 


small salaries of the instructors in our schools, as compared with others, we feel like saying, . 


God bless them in their self-denial and incline the hearts of our people to help more. It is 
a fact that much of the influence of the schools of our country is pernicious and infidel. 
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Roman Catholicism and infidelity are doing all they can to put the Bible out of the common 
schools. Higher critics and agnostics are disseminating poisonous doctrines and under- 
mining the religion of the Bible by inculcating in the minds of their young people infidel 
ideas concerning the truth and veracity of the Holy Scriptures, notwithstanding journalists 
and general conferences to the contrary. Itisa trite old saying that pupils and students 
partake of the religious taint of the teacher: hence we would urge our peopie to send their 
children, and do all they can to influence others to send theirs to our schools. 

We would admonish our young men that are seeking a place among us as preachers of 
the gospel, as much as possible to attend some one of our schools, enough at least to take 
the common branches and Bible course, and if they can without disobeying God and 
grieving the Spirit, to take the whole course. We love our schools and believe the best and 
Bee wince under the shining sun outside of a Christian home, to send our children, is our 
schools.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


We are more than pleased to note the progress of the Sunday-school work on many 
circuits in the East Michigan conference, and believe that our ministers and laity are more 
than ever becoming interested in this branch of the church work. They see that it is a 
necessity. First—For no church can exist very long without a Sunday-school. Second— 
When the church or society neglects the children, whom the Savior loved, and said, ‘Suffer 
little children to come unto me, and forbid them not for of such is the kingdom of God,’’ 
God will take them to heaven or send them somewhere else and the church 
doors will soon be closed. We never knew a society to fail that had a good Sabbath-school, 
no, nor never will, for God will bless that people who take care of the children. 

The Sabbath-school is held to teach the children the word of God, and so put the divine 
truth before them that the principles and doctrine of our church shall be so instilled into 
their hearts that they will never want to take up with any religion that does not indorse 
these principles. If it is true as a Catholic priest said, ‘‘Give me a child till it is seven 
years of age, you may then turn him out into the world, and he will always be a Catholic,”’ 
why is this? Because the catechism and doctrine of that church have been so taught and 
inculcated into that child that it has become a part of its nature. The catechism published 
and sent out by our publishing house ought to be placed into the hands of every child. 

How can pastors ahd members of our church help the Sabbath-school? First, by going 
to the Sunday-school themselves; second, by taking all the children with them. It is much 
better to say to the children, ‘‘Come on to the Sunday-school”’ than it is to say. ‘‘Go.”’ 

The same Spirit that possessed Robert Raikes and Sophia Cook in Gloucester, England, 
in the year 1783 will perpetuate the Sabbath-school so long as the world stands. When 
they saw the children neglected and running around ragged and dirty, their hearts were 
touched with such a love for them, that they went and took them to a room where they 
taught them of the Savior and his dying love which changed them and the morals of the 
nation. May thisspirit possess every pastor, superintendent, teacher and member of our 
beloved Zion. 

We highly commend our Sabbath-school literature, and have not found any to equal it 
in ite simplicity, doctrine and teaching. 

The new hymn book for the Sabbath-school is excellent and meets a long felt need. 
Get it. 


II.—ON REFORMS, 


We are glad to notice the fact that we, as a church, take our stand squarely against the 
current evils of society. The trumpet of truth gives no uncertain sound regarding worldly 
conformity, secret societies, tobacco, ete. We are a reform church as a result of adhering 
to our principles of *- Holiness unto the Lord.’’ This is our great work and we of necessity 
come in conflict with every practise, influence and organization that is opposed in spirit or 
practise to vital godliness. 
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We as aconference are determined to do right and be right at the cost of all, to stand 
on God’s side of all questions and be in the vanguard of all godly reform movements. 

But we see some things even at our own doors that call for our close attention, 

Sapsata Dzsrcrarion.—As a nation we are rapidly losing our Sabbath. Our Sabbath 
has come to be a day of pleasure seeking. Sunday ball games, picnics, excursions with 
special attractions at the other end make the day one of hilarity instead of God’s holy day. 
We are glad that we as a people do not thus desecrate the Sabbath; but we dosee too much 
of a secular spirit manifest even among us at this point. Doing little things on the Sabbath 
that could be done on a week day, reading secular papers, and this abominable Sunday vis- 
iting as often practised. If we must visit on the Sabbath we cannot be clear unless we 
make it distinctly a religious and holy season. : 

Coyrrousnzss.—As a people we give largely according to our ability. But this covet- 
ous spirit has ever been a foe to the gospel. It was manifest in Achan under the law and 
received its deserved rebuke in his being stoned to death. Ananias and Sapphira had the 
same covetous spirit under the gospel and suffered in consequence a terrible judgment 
from God. As pride is the main besetting sin of women 60 covetousness is that of men. 
We believe we as a church are in great peril on this line. This is the only sin a man can 
commit and still be a respectable member of the church. People are getting in the whirl- 
pool of commercialism that drives everything for dollars. Many allow business to press 
them so that they neglect the prayer meetings and means of grace and only attend the 
quarterly meetings on Sunday morning. These things ought not so to be. As Jesus said, 
the cares of this world and the deceitfulness of riches choke the word. They thus starve 
their own souls and throw a chill of discouragement over the faithful ones who are battling 
to see the work prosper. And while these people are gaining financially their liberality is 
not increasing in proportion. Our fountains of benevolence are drying up as the bank ae- 
count increases and a mere pittance is grudgingly given to carry on this glorious gospel. 
John Wesley’s maxim that he preached and practised was ‘‘Get all you can honestly, save 
all you can by frugality, and then give all you can, that is all you have.”” But these get all 
they can by working at breakneck speed from early morn till late into the night, they save 
all they can by greedily watching every penny and then give, not all they can but as little 
as they can. God looks upon every man who does not give him at least one-tenth of his 
income as a robber be he saint or sinner. See Malachi 3. How shall we remedy this most 
deceitful and deadly evil that in the Bible is called idolatry and is classed with such sins as 
adultery and murder? We would suggest, first that each preacher set a good example for 
his people so that he ean conscientiously say to them, ‘Follow me in this matter as I follow 
Christ.”’ Then let him faithfully but in tenderness constantly urge upon every one that 
they bring all the tithes into God’s storehouse and crucify this covetous, stingy spirit by 
practising great liberality. We need to remember Christ’s words, ‘‘How hardly shall a 
rich man enter into the kingdom of heaven”? and Paul’s “They that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare and into many foolish and hurtful lusts that drown men in destruc- 
tion and perdition.”’ Again, ‘‘Take heed and beware of tovetousness.”” 

Payine Dusrs.—As a people we are honest and pay our obligations. A Christian 
man’s word should be as good as his note. We do not see how anybody can be saved from 
sin and fail to attend to an obligation when it falls due. But some are slack along this line 
and especially so about obligation to the church and others that they have voluntarily as- 
sumed. Subscriptions to assist worthy causes are neglected and never paid. A pledge of 
this sort should be held most sacred (because made to God’s cause) and as binding as a 
note at the bank. When in taking subscriptions one needs to count on about one quarter 
of it being never paid we think a reform is greatly needed. Never jump higher than you 
live nor shout louder than you pay. Again some charges fail to pay the pastor the amount. 
they have promised him. This is just as truly a debt as any other obligation; and if the 
society cannot pay the amount themselves they should go among their friends for it and 
keep going till the full amount is raised, : 

TEMPERANCE.—The gilded saloon is the greatest curse of society in our fair land. As 
Gladstone says, **The liquor traffic has caused more misery to mankind than the three great 
curses of war, famine and pestilence combined,” Wesley calls it “‘the sum of all villainies.’”” 
When 100,000 boys are annually started by the saloon on the road toa drunkard’s grave and 
a drunkard’s hell it is time for every professed follower of Ohrist to ask himself, ‘“‘Have I 
cleared my skirts of all responsibility for this traffic?” A traffic thatis responsible for idle- 
ness. poverty, pauperism. desolate homes, deserted wives, blasted hopes, broken-hearted 
mothers, helpless orphan children, vice, crime, blood, anarchy and blackness beyond all 
description, Such a body-destroying and soul-damning system cannot be licensed without 
sinning against God and light. And we do not feel that we can conscientiously support 
any party or man that in any way caters to or favors this diabolical system. Thank God, 
there is one party that is opposed to the saloon from start to finish. Be it therefore 

Resolved, That we will stand by the Prohibition party in this fall’s campaign both by 
our Secceeaie and our votes; and as ministers we will fearlessly advocate prohibition from 
our pulpits.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


Aided by the Guttenbergian invention. journalism and the making of books has be- 
come a power to which monarchs must bow. Through the agency of printing, the best 
thoughts of pure and able men are preserved. 

There is nothing good, however, which is not subject to abuse. Some engage in the 
publishing business only for personal gain and scatter throughout the land vast amounts of 
questionable and injurious literature. poisoning the minds of old and young. and pervert- 
ing the principles of righteousness. Innumerable crimes, committed by both adults and 
minors, are the direct result of reading these books and papers. We protest against the 
publishing of this kind of literature, and would almost welcome the establishment of a cen- 
sorship to supervise publication. 

Yet there are many good publications which are profitable both for instruction and the 
building up in righteousness. We would especially recommend the reading of the biogra- 
phies and teachings of the fathers of our church, that the same spirit that dwelt in them 
may be imparted into our hearts. 

We insist that all our people should read the Free Methodist, because there is no paper 
that will create such an interest in our work. 

In addition, we also call attention to our missionary papers, the Missionary Tidings 
and the Free Gospel Banner. Both papers will create a stirring interest in the various de- 
partments of missionary work. 

We solicit the co-operation of all Christian people to introduce a wholesome literature, 
that we may the more successfully counteract the direful effects of that class of literature 
which proves so fatal to the upbuilding of Christian character. 


II.—ON REFORMS, 


Szoret Sooirrres.—The Bible declares in 1 John 1:5, that ‘‘God is light and in him is 
no darkness at all.’’ Jesus, when on trial for his life, testified, ‘*In secret have I said noth- 
ing.’’ A voice from heaven rings out, ‘*Men love darkness rather than light, because their 
deeds are evil.’’ Paul tells us, ‘‘'The carnal mind is enmity against God.’ Our Discipline 
wisely informs us, that while all ‘‘associations are not necessarily sinful because they are 
secret, yet secrecy is always a ground of suspicion.’’ It seems to be Lucifer’s main point 
of attack on human destiny. This deadly dose of moral separation from Christ is sugar- 
coated with some present temporal gain, and tissue-paper-wrapped in religious forms, cer- 
emonies and professions, but is remarkable for the absence of the Lord Jesus from all its 
bodies, and we must obey the divine injunction, ‘*Have no fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness, but rather reprove them.” 

Free Masonry claims to be as old as Solomon’s temple. We believe as an organization 
it is much younger, dating from the Apple Tree tavern, in London, in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Butasa moral force it is much older. Mackey’s Lexicon says it requires at least. 
three persons to constitute a lodge, one of whom must be a master. We find a record of 
such a gathering under the apple tree in Eden—Satan, the Grand Master; Adam, the En- 
tered Apprentice; Eve, the Rebecca. Since then the offspring of the lodge has become 
legion, compassing sea and land, hoodwinking the monarch and the slave, binding in one 
iron grasp the Christian, the Jew, the Mohammedan, the Buddhist, the church and the 
world. 

While we feel deep interest in, and strong sympathy for the laboring man in his strug- 
gle to obtain proper remuneration for his toil, yet as all obligated secret societies rest on 
clan or class distinction and have their origin in unsanctified human desire, membership in 
them must injure the soul’s fellowship with Christ, and mar its harmony with the people of 
the Lord, so that all who would serve God should ‘‘come out from among them.” 

Since *‘God hath not called us to uncleanness, but unto holiness,’’ let us kindly, but 
firmly and gladly, maintain our excellent position of Christian opposition to unchristian 
organization bound by Ohristless obligations. j 

Tur Liquor Trarrio,—We regard the legalized liquor traffic as the greatest curse and 
shame of our civilization. It easily stands at the head of all other evi] and corrupting 
agencies that make for the ruin of the life and happiness of the individual and the corrup- 
tion of national life. Asacorrupting agency in modern politics it hasnoequal. Thisis seen 
in the sphinx-like silence of the politicians and platforms of the dominant political parties, 
on this question of the liquor traffic. We believe that any political party that either con- 
dones this curse of our nation or cowers before it, ought not to expect and should not re- 
ceive, the support and votes of patriotic or Christian men. L 

We note with joy that there is at least one political party that doesnot fear nor hesitate 
to confront this evil in the political arena, and purposes relentless warfare to the death. 
This party stands for the triumph of righteousness in civil government. It stands for the 
answer of the prayers of godly men and women. It stands for the accomplishment of that 
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for which evangelical churches have declared in their general conferences and assemblies. 
When a well-defined principle of righteousness which tends to conserve the best interests of 
the church, the home and the country. seeks expression and enthronement in nationallife, we 
believe it to be compatible with our holy religion for every man to do his utmost to secure 
the triumph of such principle in the political life of the nation. We believe that godly men 
should not confess Christ in the prayer and class room, and then deny him in the election 
booth. It is evidently inconsistent for Christian men to vote for the principles of Prohibi- 
tion in general conferences and assemblies, then vote for whisky in the general election. 
It is time that every good map identify himself with Ohrist at the ballot-box. ‘ 

As Free Methodists we profess and believe in sanctification, Prohibition is sanctifica- 
tion in politics. Therefore, every Free Methodist should be a Prohibitionist. 


III.—ON EDUOATION. 


The education and development of the mind is of vast importance, second only to the 
care and development of the soul. God has made us not only a physical but an intelligent 
being, endowed with a mind possessed of many faculties that are capable of instruction. 
To fail to develop or improve these mind forces is to come short of the higher attainments 
of man, render our lives useless, and become pygmiies in this age of intellectual giants. 

An education trains the mind. enlarges the vision, exalts the soul and gives us a better 
understanding of nature and of nature’s God. It helps us to know and discharge our 
duties one toward another, our obligations to God and his will. “Knowledge is power,” and 
when we asa church are shorn of this power, we become the helpless victims of those who 

ssess it. : 
oh This being an age of intelligence and advanced education, we recognize it asa potent 
factor in the propagation of the gospel and the spread of scriptural holiness, to which we 
as a church are called and commissioned. In view of these facts we cheerfully call atten- 
tion to the facilities of our church with its different schools and seminaries, for giving a 
good Christian education to all who desire it. 

We would especially mention Greenville College, located within the bounds of 
the conference, with all its educational departments and facilities for fitting and qualifying 
the individual for every walk of life. And we recommend that a persistent effort be put 
forth on every charge in this conference to increase the opportunities of this school for do- 
ing good. Also, that we recognize the efficient services of President A. L, Whiteomb, and 
pledge him our prayers and hearty co-operation.

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MISCELLANEOUS 


The thirty-fifth session of the Kansas annual conference was held at the Free Method- 
ist church in Emporia, Kansas, August 24-28, 1904. 

General Superintendent W. T. Hogue for the first time presided at the Kansas confer- 
ence. He expressed himself as being favorably impressed with the type of Free Methodism 
in Kansas. He conducted the business of the conference with skill and impartiality, The 
Kansas conference extends to Brother Hogue a hearty invitation to come again. The con- 
ference asked that the general superintendent occupy the last fifteen minutes in addressing 
the conference. His remarks were all worthy of commendation, appropriate and inspiring, 
but his lecture upon ‘‘A Constructive Ministry’’ was especially pointed and practical and: 
should be carried into the life and practise of us all as ministers. 

Rev. Lutz of the Wabash conference was present and represented the publishing house 
and preached twice during the conference. 

Sister Agnew and Peter were present and assisted in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 


' Society meeting. Their services were greatly owned and blessed of God. About $160 was 


raised in cash and subscriptions. 

Rev. K. Thomas represented the Orleans Seminary Friday afternoon and raised about 
$50 in cash and subscriptions. 

By a vote of the conference all the moneys, notes and mortgages in possession of the 
Neosho Rapids Seminary Board were donated to the Orleans Seminary Board to be applied 
on the Endowment Fund. 

T. O. Wendell, of the Illinois conference, was introduced to the conference and 
invited to an honorary seat..

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON REFORMS. 


Reforms must be founded on the word of God, and the agent through which a reform 
is effected must be unselfish, heroic and God-fearing, : 

Reformers are in the minority and are never correctly understood or appreciated until 
after dead. 

: If we are true reformers we must consent to breast the opposition of sinful and selfish 
men. We must bid farewell to smiles, applause of men, and the luxuries and delights of © 
life. We must be planted on God’s immutable truth, with eyes fixed on a mark, unseen by 
sinful and Christless worldlings. We must have hands clean from every bribe, ears closed 
to every uncertain sound, our nostrils free from the faintest odors of corruption, whether 
in church or state, loins girt about with truth; in short, we must be men of God and have 
only his fear in view. 

The Free Methodist church is a reform church and seeks to reform society and individ- 
sie and is opposed to everything which stands in the way of man’s reformation and sal- 
vation. 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—We recognize that the liquor traffic is a most gigantic evil. 
Voice and vote should go hand in hand. The vote, however, determines the political value, 
so let us not compromise truth by voting either of the old party tickets as long as they 
stand on their present respective platforms. The Prohibition party is the only party 
pledged to thisend. Join the Prohibition party. Vote as you pray. Help to down this 


monster so you may have honor of God and man. 


SappatH DrsEcraTIon.—We rejoice that we have one day in seven for rest and worship. 
We disapprove of our people employing themselves where the divine commands of God 
respecting the Sabbath will be infringed upon. We disapprove of Sabbath visiting, read- 
ing secular papers, letter writing, street car riding, buyiug and selling milk, or anything 
which would destroy the sanctity of the Sabbath. 

Szcretism.—We heartily endorse the action of the late general conference respecting 
‘labor unions.’’ Not only do we keep ourselves free from these connections but advocate 
that they are detrimental to vital godliness and deep spirituality. 

Worupiiness.—We protest against the growing tendency to ornament their attire and 
avoid the reproach of being entirely plain in their dress, We often see ornamental buttons, 
pins, pictures, badges, gold-rimmed spectacles, ruffles, ties and other ornaments on 
their person and on their children which tend to worldliness, We only wish our 
people would be patterned after the New Testament order. Primarily our work is to 
hold up the Bible standard. We think it not wise to combat with these great evils as ordi- 
nary reformers, but rather hurl against them the supernatural power of Holy Ghost reli- 
gion which burns the pegs on which these things hang. 

Marrrack anp Divorce.—We call attention to paragraph 52 of our Discipline which 
reads in part as follows: ‘'We recognize no other ground for divorce than that permitted 
in the word of God.’’ We have known a few persons among us who have been guilty of 
violating this law and have caused us much trouble, We urge especially our preachers to 
awake to this evil and see that our Discipline is enforced. 

Evi Spraxine.—The devil is using this process to bring in division. It divides and 
corrupts the work of God. We pray for a radical reform on these lines and deliverance 
from the tongue of which James says is, ‘‘set on fire of hell.” 

Ooms outism.—Religious anarchy or modern ‘‘Oome-outism’’ should not be tolerated 
in the least. In order to do this we should use great care in endorsing much of the modern 
holiness literature which is infected with this corruption. We fear this spirit of ‘tindepend- 
entism”’ and ‘‘do-as-you-pleaseism’’ is making its prey upon us and doing us much harm in 
many places. 2 

Pustic Worsur.—We are aware of a lack on the part of our people in attending the 

uarterly and district meetings. Many official members feel under no obligation to be at 
these gatherings. As we forget these duties so will we forget God and drift into tormalism 
and spiritual deadness. f ; i ‘ 

Again, we deplore the present condition of things relating to the minor officers of the 
church who assume little or no responsibility in the performance of their duty. This exists 
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more especially among class leaders and stewards. We urge the enforcement of the Disci- 
pline on these lines. With a little more urging prohibition and holding up the standard 
respecting secretism, keeping to the central point of truth on the dress question, giving no 
quarters to the modern system of marriage and divorce and keeping our pews and pulpits 
free from religious anarchism, bridling the tongue, attending strictly to our religious du- 
ties, keeping filled with the Holy Ghost. we will be accompanied by a greater outpouring of 
the Spirit of God and we will hear the sound of abundance of rain in all our borders. 


IIl.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Watson.—On the morning of July 6, 1904, the chill blast of death swept over one of 
our brightest homes and claimed for its victim the husband and father, the Rev. I. N. Wat- 
son. He was born in the state of New York, January 5, 1850; was converted at the age of 
twenty-one, felt the call to preach the gospel. He joined the Kansas conference in the fall 
of 1881, from which he took regular work serving the following appointments. Garnett 
and Spring Valley, one year; Spring Valley. one year; Lane and Ohio City, one year; 
Caldwell and Argonia, one year; Arkansas City, one year; Harmony and Prairie Center, 
two years; Topeka, one year; Washington, two years. He waselected district elder in the 
fall of 1892, He traveled the Olay Center and Marion districts four years, Lawrence and 
Emporia districts four years, Olay Center and Blue Valley districts four years. He served 
as conference secretary three years; was ministerial delegate to the late general confer- 
ence. Truly a great and good man has fallen. Brother Watson was a profound thinker, a 
deep preacher and aman of few words. He was kind and loving to all. sweet in spirit and 
a man beloved by all who knew him. The Kansas conference will greatly miss him from 
their ranks, but we bow our heads and say amen to him who doeth all things well. Brother 
Watson was married to Miss Libbie A. Hagadine, March 13, 1879. To this union were born 
two sons and four daughters, who with his wife remain to mourn their great loss, all of 
whom were present at the funeral which was held at the Friends church in Prairie Center, 
Rev. S. F, Wilson preaching the sermon, from 2 Timothy 4:7. 8. He was assisted by Revs. 
A. 8. Ford and W. W. Harris. He was laid to rest in the Prairie Center cemetery. 


Scorr.—Rev. Fred Scott was born in Derbyshire, England, Apri] 6, 1857. He was con- 
verted in the Primitive Methodist church in England, and in 1881 he came to Canada. On 
September 27, 1882, he was united in marriage to Miss Lizzie Antle. In 1884 he united with 
the Free Methodist church and in 1885 he joined the Kansas conference of which he was a 
member until his death. He served the following circuits: Kingman, Osage Oity, Peter- 
son and Dragoon, Pleasant Valley, Gypsum, Washington. (as evangelist one year), McPher- 
son, Caldwell and Argonia. In 1892 he was elected district elder and served six years. He 
often said he wanted to die in the work. God gave him his desire. 

Brother Scott was a man of unusual worth. He was a self-made man and a powerful 
minister of the gospel of Jesus Christ. On all our reform questions he was one of our most 
radical ministers. He began failing in health about two years ago. His suffering was in- 
tense. The last morning of his sickness he had a sinking spell, and afterwards called for 
the pilgrims, who sang by his request, ‘Jesus, lover of my soul.’’ He sang part of the first 
verse with them. Then the power of God came on him and he shouted, ‘‘Glory to God” 
and clapped his hands and went to his reward, May 27, 1904. 

He leaves a wife, three sons and.three daughters to mourn his loss. The family has 
lost a loving husband and father, the church a strong minister and the Kansas conference 
one of its best members. Funeral services were conducted by J. G. Bignall, using as a text 
2 Tim. 4:6-8, Revs. H.S. Dye, G. R. Guy assisted in the services. “ 


IV.—_ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The mill will attempt to grind whatever enters the burrs. It is made to grind and is not 
responsible for what is put into it. It will grind the rejected as readily as ‘‘the finest of the 
wheat.’ So with the mind. It is ever running and must have some material on which to 
work. The thoughts with which our minds are engaged agree more or less with the char- 
acter of the literature we use. Hence the importance of good literature. 

We would raise our voices against the increasing indulgence of trashy literature such as 
love stories, thrilling tales of murder and the like. Such stories are often to be found in 
our daily and weekly newspapers. Oare should be exercised in the choice of such news- 
papers as are the most nearly or entirely free from such articles. 

Again, we would call attention to the fact that even many of the holiness periodicals in 
circulation, while containing many excellent articles, often contain such articles as lead to 
independence of proper church organization and discipline, and error on certain lines.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


With rejoicing we give thanks unto Him who, amid trial and conflict, has brought us 
victoriously thus far on our journey to the skies. 

Four conventions and five camp-meeting have been held during the year besides a 
number of revival and tent meetings in nearly all of which souls have been saved or sancti- 
fied wholly. Two churches and two parsonages have been built and the debts reduced on 
other church property. 7 : 

In reviewing vur work, three items present themselves for consideration : ay 

First, the financial problem. While our people average more liberal than the majority 
of professed Christians around them, still in this day of strained commercialism we are in 
danger of being swept into the whirlpool of covetousness. It is to be feared that desire for 
gain many times accounts for a sad neglect of our general gatherings, self-interest taking 
place of devotion to God. This same spirit often accounts also for the financial embarrass- 
ments of our work. In this connection we notice that pastoral support is becoming more 
and more a problem. Too many preachers spend time and talent earning money that 
ought to be spent saving souls. We cannot charge all the blame for this upon the laity, nor 
all upon the ministry. Probably in some instances the preachers are at fault. Doubtless, 
more self-denial, more prayer, more faith, and more aggressive effort to extend the work 
would often obviate this necessity. When preachers begin secular pursuits there is a tend- 
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ency to continue, no matter what their support. This is bad. It must cease and the 
preachers more generally devote their entire time and energy to the work of God as a con- 
dition of highest spiritual and financial success. Souls are at stake. No preacher can af- 
ford to be careless of his duty. 

On the other hand, while the standard of support has been raised a little during the 
past few years, the subject yet needs attention. With increased demands occasioned by 
larger families and higher price of supplies, our work is threatened with serious loss. The 
privileges, nay duty. of the laity to join the ministry in faith and sacrifice is apparent, 
Every preacher should proclaim the duty of gospel support in the same spirit and from the 
same motive that he declares any other truth essentially connected with entire consecra- 
tion and ultimate salvation. However, two dangers confront us: First, that this pressure 
will discourage and disaffect those of the laity who are already doing their full duty. Sec- 
ond, that the preachers in self-pity will become discouraged, censorious, sour, and that they 
will more and more turn aside to serve tables. To avoid the one, gospel principles of giv- 
ing should be stated with careful discrimination. To avoid the other, every preacher must 
keep triumphantly consecrated to obey his ministerial commission even though called to 
suffer in the presence of wealth. With the grace of God upon his people and a proper pre- 
sentation by precept and example, of the duty and importance of cheerful sacrifice, we ‘be- 
lieve a further improvement in our financial problem will result. 

Notice, secondly, pastoral administration. Two views of our mission are wrong: First, 
primarily to promote some reform, as Sabbath reform, dress. anti-secrecy, anti-tobacco, or 
prohibition. Secondly, to build up a spiritual membership without great regard for these 
issues. We believe our work is occasionally hindered by each of these views. They tend to 
confusion of administration, one preacher receiving into church fellowship members whom 
another feels compelled to renew, reform or remove. The remedy lies in a clearer view of 
duty. The history of the origin of our church indicates that God called us expressly to 
spread scriptural holiness over the land. This is the one object of our existence and ought 
to be the central theme of pulpit discourse and private exhortation. As a means to suc- 
cess we must gather into church relationship those, and those only, who heartily accord 
with this doctrine, and possess or are earnestly seeking the experience and exemplifying its 
principles in practical life. The reforms specifically held by us must be insisted upon but 
demanded especially as the legitimate fruit of a thorough experience; our chief cultural 
effort being that of the tree. incidentally but resolutely protecting the fruit from the 
thieves of obscure vision, indifference, neglect, 

We suggest also close conformity to discipline. Every preacher promises to obey it 
when he unites with the conference. Listen to its demands: It requires preachers in 
charge of circuits ‘‘To enforce vigorously but calmly, all the rules of the society.” Con- 
cerning violation of the general rules, it says, ‘‘We will bear with him for a season. But 
then if he repent not. he hath no more a place among us.” “Allow of no exempt case; 
better one suffer than many.’ Our duty is plain. The Discipline must be enforced. 
Neglect is dangerous. Constant and prudent enforcement regulates, conserves, saves. It. 
cuts off only as a last resort, but early enough to prevent contagion. 

It should be remembered, however, that the preacher who habitually violates discipline 
is in poor position to administer it. Such an attempt is perilous for both preacher and cir- 
cuit. Involving circuits in debt without consent of the official board, frequent disappoint- 
ment of the congregations. and neglect of pastoral visitation are dangerous violations of 
discipline. Probably the direction concerning pastoral visitation is more commonly dis- 
regarded with serious results than any other, Speedy improvement herein is essential to 
the success of some of our preachers. 

Under ordinary circumstances’a pastor ought to make from ten to twenty pastoral 
calls per week. We recommend frequent reading of section 11, chapter 8, of the Disci- 
pline, on this subject. Faithful in the discharge of his own duty, a preacher will’ usually 
produce a condition that will obviate the necessity of severe disciplinary action. Hence 
our position, the Discipline properly obeyed and enforced tends to conserve, not to scatter. 
Therefore we urge every preacher to steadily obey and constantly enforce our chureh law. : 

The third item to which we call attention is that of aggressiveness. While the bugle 
call to a forward march has repeatedly sounded forth throughout our conferenee reports, . 
we here re-echo the call. We ought to reach more people with the gospel during the year 
to come than we have in the one just past. How shall it be done? We suggest greater en- 
ergy in the prosecution of three lines of work: 1. Street meetings. 2. Revival, tent or 
grove meetings. 3. House to house visitation. Let each preacher, if possible, undertake 
this in villages or rural districts adjoining his circuit. We are aware that difficulties con- 
front one who undertakes to push into new territory. The societies often want all the 
preacher’s time, home duties are pressing, finances close, the heart faint arfd bashful. But. 
time is rapidly passing. Eternity isat hand. We must surmount the difficulties and save 
perishing souls before the infirmities of age, or the chill of death put a period to our activ- 
ity. We believe that consultation with the official boards would usually secure the co-oper- 
ation of the circuits in this work. Have a load of blood-washed pilgrims go to a neighbor- 
ing town occasionally for street meeting. If not, get one or two of the faithful or take your 
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wife and go on the streets in the name of Jesus to sing. pray, testify and exhort. Follow 
this up by house to house visitation. Find a place for prayer-meeting or public preaching 
service. Establish a regular appointment and in due time hold a protracted, tent or grove 
meeting. Special attention must be given to private visitation. 

As a means to success in this work the preacher must keep blest. The gospel trumpet 
must give no uncertain sound. No tame presentation of general truths will accomplish the’ 
desired results. The falsity of the current religion of the day must be made apparent by 
contrast with the true. *‘Oursed be he that holdeth back his sword from blood.”’ 

Following out these suggestions, correcting our weak points and strengthening what- 
ever is good. we believe the blessing of God will attend our work in a great degree and that 
a crown of rejoicing will be laid upon the head of every one who sacrifices his all for the 
kingdom of our God.

IIl.—ON EDUCATION. 


It has been said, ‘‘The safety of the nation depends on the intelligence and conacience 
of " people.” 
An education is a necessary acquirement for everyone who would reach the highest 
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state of usefulness. No one can, reasonably, expect to accomplish without it what he might 
accomplish with it. 

Physical training develops physical power. Intellectual training develops intellectual 
power. A moral and spiritual training develops moral and spiritual power. A symmetrical 
education includes this three-fold training and development. A neglect of training on all, 
or any of these lines leaves the individual weak where there might be power. ‘ 

The influence, the instruction. the training and the discipline of the home are primary 
and important factors in an education. 

Much of Mr, Wesley’s personal power and success is commonly attributed to his early 
parental training. One especial feature of his mother’s efforts was to instil into his mind 
the principles of true religion and virtue. - 

The command of divine revelation is: ‘Train up a child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart from it.’’ The first element of this training is honor and 
obedience to parents, and carries with it the gracious promise: ‘It shall be well with thee, 
and thou mayest live long on the earth.’’ We may indulge the confidence that the child 
who honors and obe}s his parents will honor God, and his country, and obey the laws of 
God and of man. 

We rejoice in the fact of our public institutions of learning which make it possible for 
everyone to acquire an intellectual education, 

We deplore the fact that the holy Bible has been driven from our public schools, and 
that lax morals and a spirit of skepticism in various forms are being fostered in its stead. 
We most earnestly pray that they may be purified of these corruptions; that the holy Bible 
may be returned to them and that they may be defended and maintained to the latest gen- 
erations. 

We would note upon good authority that the Christian church has given birth to these 
institutions in our own country. ‘The first college had a Christian birth, and bears to this 
day the name of a Christian minister, John Harvard.” : 

“The second college was William and Mary.’’ ‘The Virginia Assembly which gave it 
a doubly royal name, gave it. also, a doubly religious purpose, and mentioned among ‘its 
objects the supply of the ministry and the promotion of piety.’’ 

“The third college was Yale.’ The society that took the initial steps for its founding 
was composed of clever ministers.’’ ‘‘An authority makes the statement that 104 out of the 
first 119 colleges established in the United States had a distinctively Christian origin.” ‘In 
due season the influence of the church so moved upon the state that institutions under civic 
control were founded.”’ 

The distinctively Christian and denominational schools have ever had an ameliorating 
influence upon the schools of the state, and we are happy to note that our little union, the 
Free Methodist church. is contributing its measure by instituting and maintaining seven 
seminaries and one college, making in all an average of one educational institution for 
every five and one-half years of its history. 

We feel that the moral, spiritual and intellectual life and power emanating from these 
schools of our denomination, and the many noble, Christian and educated young men and 
young women which they send out annually are destined to bless the church and the state. 
We commend them therefore, as deserving our prayers, our support and our patronage. 


III.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We lift our hearts to God in gratitude for his mercies through another year’s labor. In 
many respects the past has been a good year. It has been fruitful in the salvation of a 
number of souls. Two very successful camp-meetings have been held and many circuits 
have had revivals. Our hearts have been encouraged. . 

Three new churches have been built within the past year and another one is nearing 
completion. 

We note with pleasure the growing disposition on the part of our people to keep our 
church and parsonage property in good condition. Thisis right. Except the temple is clean 
it is not a fit place in which to preach ‘tholiness unto the Lord.’’ We note with pleasure that 
our preachers are ‘united in heart, holding to the landmarks our fathers have set. The 
trumpet has given no uncertain sound. 

However as we look over the field we see there is need of more aggressiveness in our 
work. There yet remains much land to be possessed. May the Lord inspire us with zeal 
and courage to go forward. 


IV.—ON CHURCH LITERATURE. 


We heartily commend the literature provided by the church. It is clean and whole- 
some and should be found in all our homes. Hart’s Reminiscences and biographies of 
Roberts, Redfield and LaDue should be familiar to us all. A good library is a better leg- 
acy for our children than isa farm. A good book in the hands of our children is worth 
more than a share of bank stock. The church from its beginning has encouraged a taste 
for good reading and has provided a publishing house with a splendid book department 


— ee 
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Free Methodists should order a catalogue, select a library on paper and enlist the whole 
family in economizing to secure it. Not all our children may have the advantage of 
a college education, but every child among us may have the benetit to be derived from a 
well selected library. 

The Free Methodist is the only agency that can keep us in touch with our work and en- 
able us to know what the church is doing in this and other lands. If we can take but one 
paper that one should be the Free Methodist. 

Our Sunday-school literature is of a very high order. Let us discountenance all at- 
tempts to substitute any other. All these agencies make for unity and strength in the 


church. We pledge to them our continued and loyal support. 


V.—ON SABBATH-SOHOOLS. 


When in 1781 Robert Raikes pointing to neglected groups of children upon the streets, 
asked what could be done for them and a young Methodist lady with whom he was convers- 
ing replied, ‘‘Let us teach them to read and take them to church,’ a plan was devised and 
executed whereby religious truth has been widely disseminated, the influence of the gospel 
brought to bear most forcibly upon thousands of young lives and a great number reclaimed 
from sin and brought to the light of the gospel of Jesus Christ. The Sabbath-school is one 
of the most important departments of church work. We need to awaken more to this fact. 
We should interest ourselves in every movement which God may use for accomplishing his 
purposes in the world. 

It seems that in some respects we are slumbering while Satan is working, In far too 
many instances children raised under Free Methodist influences go elsewhere for religious 
instruction and church homes apparently caring nothing for the church of their godly 
parents; but for every cause there is an adequate reason. With proper attention could not 
some of these things which we deprecate be remedied? Believing the object of this report 
to be the improvement of such existing conditions we make the following recommenda- 
tions: 

1. Exercise care to have the Sabbath-school room always neat and attractive. 

2. Select as far as practicable only competent and spiritual teachers. 

3. Make Sabbath-schoo! exercises fresh, interesting and helpful, Do not follow the 
same program each Sunday. 

4. Oarry forward with zeal the Home Department work. : 

5. By all means have a Sabbath-school library containing wholesome and interesting 


_ literature for the children. 


6. Let all Sabbath-school work be characterized by an intense earnestness begotten by 
the consideration that the teachers may have it in their power to determine the eternal des- 
tiny of those souls over whom they are placed as guardians and instructors. 


VI.—ON REFORMS.

The 
home, the church and civil government are organizations sanctioned by the word of God 
and will employ all the time, toil, means and cares of the man of God. = Sse 

3, On Druss.—We deplore signs of worldly conformity that in some places are creep- 
ing in among us and still demand that our members clothe themselves in plain attire ac- 
cording to the word of God and our discipline. : 

4, On Prontsrrion oF Tar Liquor Trarric.—We deplore the appalling fact that our 
government is a co-partner in the liquor traffic in destroying its citizens, As there is no 
hope of relief in the Republican and Democratic parties we urge all our brethren to vote 
the Prohibition ticket. We deplore the fact that although drunkards if men have the right 
to vote, our noble Ohristian women are deprived of the ballot and we pledge ourselves to 
do what we can to secure to them the right to vote. ‘ 

5. On Sappara OssErvANor.—We call attention to the fearful desecration of the Sab- 
bath by riding on the trains and doing secular work on the Lord’s day and declare as a 
people we will remember the Sabbath day and keep it holy. ; ; 

6. On SocraL Sins —Sin on the various lines of lust is fast filling hell and making 
earth like hell. The fact that we have one divorce for every seven marriages and our land 
is run over with snares to despoil virtue and the very bone, blood, mind and spirit of our 
youth is being sapped by this monster vice makes us teach out one hand in encouragement 
to the brave rescue workers, and raise the other hand in warning to parents and teachers to 
watch with zealous care the sacred trust committed to them.

The meeting in the inter- 
est of education conducted by Rey. A. L. Whitcomb, president of Greenville College, was 
enthusiastic and inspiring.

George Bradfield of the Illinois conference. The conference has been generously enter- 
«tained, the pastors of the various churches have been present at our meetings and have 
extended friendly greetings. The pastor, H. E, Woodard, and his loyal society and thedis- 
trict elder, John A, Watson, have honorably acquitted themselves in providing for this 
pleasant reception.

IlI.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


The work of the Lord in the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference during the past 
year has. for the most part, been very encouraging There have been gracious revivals at 
several points. and three good camp-meetings within the bounds of the conference, The 
pilgrims seem to be encouraged. 

We have found this year, that wherever the Bible conditions for a revival have been 
met, there has been a good work. and wherever these conditions have not been met, how- 
ever hard the workers have toiled, very little has been accomplished. This has always been 
true and always will be. President Finney said: ‘‘When the proper conditions are met, 
there is always a greater surety of a revival than there is of a crop of wheat, when the con- 
ditions for its culture are met.’’ 

- There are some conditions in this conference that ought to be permanently remedied. 

For the most part, our people are more liberal with their means than other church mem- 

_ bers, yet we come very far short of obeying the Bible in this matter, and setting apart the 

tenth, regularly and systematically. This makes it hard for the preachers. and often neces- 

sitates their dividing their time between the work and the support of their families. It is 

es hard for the pilgrims as the Lord cannot prosper them as he promised to where this is 
one. : 

There is also a growing apathy among us with reference to attending our camp-meet- 
ings and district quarterly meetings. This is a certain mark of spiritual decline, and it is 
high time that we take advance ground in this matter. 

There has also been a great lack of interest in this conference both among preachers 
and people, regarding the Woman’s Foreign Missionary. Society. There is nothing that 
will cripple us more quickly than to neglect the heathen. When we lose the missionary 
spirit, our glory has departed. Some of the circuits have organized these societies the past 
year, and it is hoped that all the others will do the same at once. 

ut the greatest need of all is yet to be mentioned. A need without the supply of 
which these other reforms will be but in name, We need, asa people, both as ministers 
and laymen, to put ourselves in the same attitude toward God that the one hundred and 
twenty did on the day of Pentecost, and wait there till we are sure we have received just 
what they did. 

Without this ‘‘Other Comforter’ dwelling personally and consciously in our hearts, 
controlling us in all our affairs, as he did them, the failures of other years will be repeated. 
But with him enthroned, we shall go forth from this session of conference to ‘spread 
scriptural holiness over these lands.’’ We will then see new work opened up, and the 
waste places rebuilt. May God grant that all these blessings may be ours. 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, 


Your committee feel that in the past the Sunday-schools generally throughout our con- 
nection have not received the attention, support and emphasis which they should have re- 
ceived ; but the past has gone into history and cannot be changed, hence we can only draw 
lessons therefrom, profit thereby, and press forward to the greatest possible improvement 
in the future. 

In offering suggestions to improve and strengthen this department of the church we 
speak earnestly and with deep conviction in the matter, E ‘ 

In the first place, according to Free Methodist law, ‘‘The pastor is under special obli- 
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gation to the children and Sunday-school work of his charge,’’ in other words he is the head 
of the Sunday-school and should supervise all of its work. 

The pastor, superintendent and teachers should meet once each week for the study of 
the lesson, exchanging thoughts and methods and together formulate the best plan for pre- 
senting said lesson, so all may work together as a unit, having a definite aim and a special 
purpose in every lesson; thereby making the work as effective as passible. 

Second, the teachers should be carefully and thoughtfully chosen by pastor and super- 
intendent acting together, then the list submitted to the Sunday-school board for approval. 

Every good pilgrim will not make a good teacher, hence the greatest care must. be used 
in selecting from among the pilgrims those who are best adapted to this work. A Sunday- 
school teacher has a better opportunity to lead the children to Christ than has the pastor; 
therefore, besides the natural adaptability as a teacher, he must possess and manifest much 
of the Spirit of Christ. 

Third, after the teachers are selected, the responsibility for the success of the work 
largely falls un them, but unless they individually feel said responsibility, their work will 
not be crowned with ordinary success. Teachers should daily study the lesson together 
with all scripture which has a direct bearing thereon or connection therewith. Not only is 
this necessary, but every individual pupil must be studied so that personal application of 
the lesson may be made to the peculiar needs of each one. 

Again, if one is absent from class the teacher should visit that home if possible, or send 
a special message to that pupil before the next Sunday, earnestly urging hiu. to be present 
at the next meeting of the class. We think it very proper also for a teacher to invite his 
class to spend an hour at his home at least once or twice a year in order to keep in close 
touch with them and learn more of their individual needs and habits. The nearer a teacher 
comes to his pupils the more he loves them, the greater is his desire to help them and the 
burden of their salvation will weigh heavier on his heart. 

This certainly is the primary object of the Sunday-school, and a school which does not 
see some of its scholars saved. or led into a closer walk with Jesus, during the year has 
failed in the largest and most important feature of its work. Let us then obey the injunc- 
tion of the Savior and ‘Suffer the children to come unto me.”’ 

We, as a committee, do not feel that our duty would be fully performed without offer- 
ing a suggestion for the Sunday-school work in the conference as a whole; therefore we 
heartily recommend and earnestly urge that a Sunday-school convention be held in each 
district within the bounds of the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference during the next 
year. 

We further recommend that there be a committee in each district to make the neces- 
sary arrangements for such convention, and that the district elder and two members ap- 
pointed by him shall constitute said committee. 

We believe if God’s stewards in these vineyards will come together and exchange ideas 
and methods of planting. pruning. mulching and caring for these tender vines, that much 
good must result; and some plants will thrive, blossom and bring forth an abundance of 
fruit. 

V.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


To an observant mind it is an evident fact that we are living in portentous times. In- 
fluences are at work that threaten to disintegrate us as a nation, family, church and 
state; and one that can be and is made to be the most fruitful source of disaffection. and the 
propagation of every false, disease breeding germ of untruth, that threatens to dissolve the 
family, divide the church and wreck the nation, is the public press. The light, flashy, 
obscene literature of the present is casting a withering, blighting, depraved, corrupting in- 
fluence over the character of the young. 

The liberty allowed the public press to advocate anarchism, to assail, besmirch and 
blacken the character of those they wish and to applaud corruption, fraud and deceit in 
public officials is causing our ‘‘Ship of State” to rock in the dangerous sea of anarchy, and 
threatens her destruction on the rocks of socialism. 

So, in the church, the press is the great moulding factor that makes her largely what 
she is. Let her press be left to be run at the direction of individual. irresponsible parties 
and her strength will be divided and her membership rent and torn with conflicting beliefs 
and unfortunate dissensions; but give her a pure press, advocating wholesome doctrine, 
controlled by sound, able, competent editorial ability, making its utterances reliable and 
standard, the whole clothed in a garb of literary merit that will win its way to the people. 
and the church will bear the stamp of such a press upon its character. Such a press we 
believe the Free Methodist church is blest with in our church organ, the Free Methodist. We 
rejoice that it maintains its high spiritual tone, soundness of doctrime and literary merit. 
It has been said that ‘‘If we would be more holy we must be more knowing.’ To be more 
knowing we must read proper literature. We should exercise a jealous care over the class 
of general literature employed. Oultivate a taste for the good, the pure, the elevating, the 
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useful, Get our minds filled with thoughts of great and good men and we shall have no 
taste for the merely sensational, trashy and fictitious journalism of the present times. 

. We note with pleasure the increased facilities of our publishing house and its growing 
patronage. © 

We unhesitatingly recommend our Sabbath-schoo] supplies and believe them to be 
second to. none in point of literary merit, and spiritual tone. 

We are highly pleased with and recommend our new Sabbath-school song book, ‘‘ Light 
and Life Songs,” and believe it fillsa long felt want. -We would recommend the use of 
our ‘*Metrical Tune Book’’ in our public congregation, 

As a conference let us be one and in the acceptance of literature be consistent with the 
fundamental issues of the church.

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MISCELLANEOUS 


The sixth annual session was held in the First Free Methodist church, New Oastle, 
Pennsylvania, September 28-October 1, 1904. Five sittings were held—one each on Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, and two on Saturday. 

The following ministers were introduced to the conference and invited to honorary 
seats: W.B. Olmstead and F. L. Hall, of the Ohio conference; A. L. Whitcomb, of the 
Central Illinois conference; T. S. Slocum, L. D. Perkins and T. S. Simpson, of the Gen- 
esee conference; J. F. Silver, A. F. Foust, J. B. Easton, J. Barnhart and G. O. Wadding, of 
the Pittsburg conference; T. L. Rose, of the United Presbyterian church; R. W. Wilson, 
of the Primitive Methodist church; and J. C, McDonald, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, 

E. P. Hart presided with ability and in an impartial manner. His Sabbath morning 
sermon will live long in the memory of those who heard it as a remarkably clear presenta- 
tion of the doctrine of heart purity. The sermon was not only lucid but unctuous and all 
were greatly blessed in listening. 

The report of the treasurer showed every claim met in full and with the co-operation of 
the ‘elect ladies’? composing the W, F. M. S., it was seen that over $2450 had been raised to 
send the gospel to every land. 

The meetings were all largely attended. The gracious influence of the Holy Spirit 
which was felt during the administration of the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper at the 
opening of the conference was manifest during the entire session. The command, ‘'Let 
love be without dissimulation’’ was obeyed. The preponderance of expression was that 
this was the best session that the Oil City conference had experienced. : 

The conference was well entertained owing to the labors of Brother J, J. Zahniser and 
the hospitality of the New Castle pilgrims and friends. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Rey. A. FauKNER was born in Augusta, Ontario, June 10, 1826, and entered into rest at 
the home of his daughter in Painesville, Ohio, March 1, 1904. He was converted at the 
early age of thirteen and from that time until his death, he never wilfully departed from 
the Lord. He first entered into the experience of entire sanctification in 1855. In the ear- 
lier years of his experience in this grace, through improper teaching and a sensitive con-. 
science, he was somewhat unstable, but in the later years‘of his life his experience of the 
power of Christ to save to the uttermost was clear and satisfactory and his testimony was 
strong and definite, : 

In 1860 he entered the Upper Iowa conference of the Methodist Episcopal church, At ° 
the end of five years he took a transfer to the Erie conference of the same church where he 
spent thirteen years more in active pastoral work, eighteen in all, when he located. Later 
coming in contact with the oppressive measures in that church against the holiness move- 
ment, he voluntarily surrendered his credentials and withdrew from its communion, and, 
like Abraham, went out not knowing whither he went. Brother Falkner wasa man of great 
simplicity of character. A man of finished education, he was always willing to sit at the 
feet of the lowliest to learn of Jesus, He was a preacher of no mean ability, but he would 
always rather listen to the humblest of God’s servants than to preach himself, He was an 
uncompromising and fearless advocate of the doctrine and experience of perfect love. 
When at the age of sixty years he felt the power of ecclesiastical oppression because of his 
adherence to this doctrine and experience he severed the relations of a lifetime and went 

“out to stand literally alone, feeling that he would rather be without a church home than to 
remain in an organization which oppressed and ostracised men and women for preaching, 
testifying to and enjoying full salvation. Yet he was entirely free from a spirit of ‘‘come. 
outism”’ or bitterness, About fifteen years ago he first came in contact with Free Meth- 
odism. He secured a Discipline and carefully read it and immediately resolved to cast his 
lot among this people. He accordingly united with the society at West Mecca, Ohio. He 
attended the ensuing session of the (then) Pittsburg conference, and was sent by the elderin 
charge of the district to supply the work at Meadville, Pennsylvania. The ensuing fall 
(1891) he was received into the conference and was reappointed for the three years follow- 
ing to Meadville. His labors here resulted in enlarging the society numerically and in the 
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erection of a neat church building, He was afterward appointed to Verona where he 
served one year, when, because of advancing age and increasing infirmity he took a super- 
annuated relation which was continued until the time of his death. During the last years 
of his life he was deprived of association with our people which was to him a source of 
deep regret. He wasa‘‘good man.”’ To know him was tolove him. His wife, after fifty 
years of married life, testifies, ‘‘All that time I know he lived an earnest, devoted Christian 
life ;”’ and further, ‘‘I know he lived very near to God. He was a man of prayer. I have 
known him to spend hours in succession in prayer for the church.” His testimony during 
his last sickness, which was of short duration was, “Jesus is the brightness of his Father’s . 
glory. Oh, it is wonderful to have such a friend! He is with me.” He was greatly be- 
loved by his brethren in the conference; his integrity, his genuine humility and fervor en- 
deared him to all who love truth and righteousness. We shall meet in the morning. 


II.—ON REFORMS. 


Liquor Trarric.—We still maintain the ground that the legalized liquor traffic is the 
most prolific source of waste, poverty, crime and misery, and as aforetime, put ourselves 
on record as the avowed enemy of this villainous business. We hold that rum and right- 
eousness are eternally antagonistic, as wide apart as heaven and hell. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has decided justly that there is no inherent 
right in the citizen to sell intoxicating drinks, and that the traffic exists simply by the suf- 
ferance of the people; so all license laws directly contravene the Constitution and oppose 
the decision of the Supreme Court, which says, ‘‘No legislature can bargain away the public 
health and the public morals.’’ Therefore, for the honor of the state, the safety and pro- 
tection of the people, the social, financial and moral benefit of all, we declare for a con- 
stitutional enactment forever prohibiting the manufacture, sale, importation, exportation 
and transportation of intoxicating drinks for beverage purposes. j 

We hold that it is criminally wicked to attempt merely the restriction, regulation or 
reformation of that which is essentially and incorrigibly bad. The influence and effects of 
rum are the same whether in the lowest dive in the ‘‘Bowery’’ or in the ‘‘sanctified, bene- 
dictionized”’ saloon of the infamous Bishop Potter type. 

We arraign the present administration at Washington as being in iniquitous partner- 
ship with this wicked pirate who is seeking to scuttle the ship of state, the end of which 
partnership is a few paltry millions of blood money for the replenishing of the government 
coffers, which is as abominable in the sight of God as was the “hire of a harlot or tbe price 
of a dog”’ in the Lord’s treasury in the Mosaic dispensation. 

We regard the attitude of the president of the United States toward this great question 
to be strange indeed. Not a syllable has escaped his lips in these four years in condemna- 
tion of this abominable traffic. In his letter of acceptance recently published, due consid- 
eration is given to other important questions. The currency, the trusts, the Panama canal, 
the tariff, reciprocity, capital and labor, etc., but this greatest of all economic, social and 
moral problems is treated with silent contempt. This advocate of high Christian manhood. 
the representative of the party of ‘“‘great moral ideas’? has too much political sagacity to 

‘introduce such an unpleasant question at such an inopportune time. ‘On to the White 

House”’ is the slogan, a second term of office being considered paramount to everything 
else. In view of these facts we consider it to be the imperative duty of Free Methodists to 
cast their ballots with the only party that stands for the abolition of this wicked business. 

Further, we regard Dr. Silas C. Swallow, that fearless and uncompromising foe of rum 
and rotten politics, that stalwart champion of political righteousness, to be in every way 
worthy of our franchises for president in the coming election on November 8. ; 

RomanisM.—We still regard Rome as a dangerous foe to our civil and religious liber- 
ties. Never was she so firmly intrenched in the political life of the Republic as at this time. 
Through Jesuitical influences, every important position possible in our civil service is cap- 
tured and filled by a devotee of Rome, and although the Roman Oatholics constitute but 
about one-seventh of the population of the country, they sway a tremendous power in poli- 
tics. In 1903 the Apostolic Delegation was established at Washington, D. O., with Satoli, 
the pope’s delegate, at its head, to push the interests of the papacy. President Roosevelt, 
we are sorry to say, is on the most cordial terms with said apostolic delegate. This ingid- 
ious foe of truth and righteousness has already robbed us of our Bible, our chief bulwark 
of defense, in the public schools. and in some quarters is loudly calling for a division of the 
school fund, hoping thereby to cripple and deplete this most useful agency for the diffusion 
of knowledge. 

We regard with solicitude the vast influx of foreign population from the shores of 
southern Europe. Of the million arrivals this year, about three-fourths are Romanists of 
the lowest, poorest and most ignorant type, and many of them belonging to the criminal 
classes. These. settling in the great commercial centers, are manipulated by corrupt poli- 
ticians, and so have become a mighty factor in the decision of important elections. 

The rapid increase of crime is also very largely due to these semi-pagan hordes which 
threaten to engulf our civilization, and reduce it to the level of Austria, Italy and ‘Spain. 
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If we correctly read the signs of the times, there are breakers ahead for this great Republic 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this conference that such immigration laws shall be 
enacted and rigidly enforced as shall prevent this dangerous class of immigrants from 
poring to our shores. American freeman, awake! Your most precious liberties are 
assailed. 

Anarcuy.—It is clear to every thinking American that lawlessness is on the increase in 
the land. Especially is this true in some sections in the South where the burning and 
lynching of negroes has become a sort of pastime to the progressive whites. Last year 
witnessed ninety-five lynchings in our fair land. Think of hundreds of Americans, men, 
women and children, standing around a stake where a black man is impaled, and gazing 
with fiendish delight, as they listen to the screams and groans of the wretched victim, as he 
burns to a crisp in their presence; and such is the state of public sentiment that the un- 
godly perpetrators of these monstrous crimes cannot be brought to justice. Such an act 
would have shocked the Fiji Islanders of fifty years ago. Abr 

Are not we progressing backward to the barbaric ages? However, contempt of law is 
not confined to the south, for wherever a great labor strike is inaugurated, the inalienable 
rights of the citizen are ruthlessly taken away and law, trampled underfoot. With such 
orgies before us, what.of our boasted civilization? 

SprouLaTivE Stocks.—We again sound the note of warning in regard to what we con- 


' sider an evil of no small proportions, viz., the sale of, and investments in, speculative 


stocks. There is no reasonable doubt but serious financial loss will follow these invest- 
ments. Many an honest, but guileless pilgrim has parted with his hard earned dollars at 
the solicitations of the oily-tongued vender of these worthless stocks, vainly hoping to reap 
rich returns in the near future. But, alas! The large dividends so confidently looked for 
fail tu materialize, and we fear that some, at least, who find themselves shamefully duped 
will suffer loss in their Ohristian experience. While we attach less culpability to those who 
became agents of these stock companies when they were first organized, we now believe we 
have a right to regard any of our ministers with grave suspicion, who are so inconsistent as 
to continue in this dishonest business. after its fraudulent nature is discovered, and earn- 
estly hope that all our brethren will give this wheel of fortune a wide berth, Oatch-penny, 
get-rich-quick schemes are certainly out of keeping with the holy ministry of Jesus Christ. 

Wor.piinuss.—We recognize the fact that worldliness in its varied forms has sapped 


the spiritual life of most of the evangelical churches, dancing, card-playing, theater going 


and extravagance in dress and living being no longer seriously regarded. Therefore, we 
strongly advise our people to live up to the disciplinary requirements in regard to dress, 
and live in simplicity and godly sincerity, ‘‘using this world, but not abusing it.’’ There- 
fore we regard it as the duty of every pastor and layman to look with solicitude on every 
innovation that tends toward the fashionable follies of a Christless world. 

Srcrecy.—We consider the modern, oath-bound secret society as inimical to the inter- 
ests of the people as a whole, and subversive of their inalienable rights as American citi- 
zens, giving unfair advantages to one class at the expense of another, and consequently out 
of harmony with the spirit of Christianity. Therefore, we continue to insist as from the 
date of our organization as a church, that our members stand aloof from these worldly, un- 
holy, Ohristless fraternities, obeying the divine injunction, “‘Come out from among them 
and be ye separate.”’ 

SaBppatH DesecratTion.—With painful solicitude we witness the most shameful viola- 
tions of the fourth commandment. Never was disregard of God’s holy day as common as 
now. From the general government down to the peanut vender, wicked, wilful infractions 
of the Sunday law are practised continually. Fifty thousand newsboys in the United States 
break the holy quiet of God’s sacred day, as they cry the Sunday papers on the streets. 
Following them come the clarion tones of the bell of the milk wagon, the clang of the 
street-car and the thunder of the express and excursion trains, as they bid defiance to the 
mandate of the Almighty. Then, what is sadder still, public sentiment is so in harmony 
with these breaches of the law that it is extremely difficult to bring the transgressors to 
punishment. Unless the Christian people of this country bestir themselves, ere long the 
deplorable state of atfairs which obtained in infidel France relative to the Sabbath day will 
be in vogue in this land of the Pilgrim Fathers, 5 

Beloveds, let us throw the whole weight of our influence against these wicked practises, 
and remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy. 


III.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Six years ago at this place the original Pittsburg conference was divided, and the fol- 
lowing year the Oil City conference was organized and formed into six districts. The pe- 
euliar smile of heaven has been upon us from the beginning. and we acknowledge our in- 
debtedness to Almighty God for the continued prosperity and growth of the conference. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there has been a steady increase in- membership year 
after year, yet we notice that at some points the work is especially prosperous, while in 
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other places it seems to be at.a standstill or retrograding. What are the causes for this 
condition of affairs? We believe that where a minister devotes his entire time to the work 
assigned. and lives a pure, consistent life, keeping in touch with the great Head of the 
Church, success will follow. He may not be a great preacher, perhaps, but if his heart is 
in the work and he is a good pastor, he will see the cause built up. 

We note herewith what we believe to be some of the causes of failure: 

First, some of our preachers engaging in secular pursuits to the neglect of the work of 
God. We think this could be largely prevented by more systematic effort by the class lead- 
ers, more diligence among the stewards, and greater liberality on the part of the pilgrims. 

Another great hindrance to the work is lack of family discipline in the homes of 

~preachers and members. We cannot understand when both parents are members of our 
church, how they can adorn their children in worldly attire, thus increasing pride in their 
hearts, and making it more difficult for them to yield to the claims of God. ‘The promise 
is unto you and to your children.”’ 

Moreover, parents should be more guarded in what is said before their children con- 
cerning our ministers and church. The preachers and their wives should be patterns to the 
flock of piety and simplicity. 

We think much more good might be accomplished if our pilgrims did not monopolize 
their pastor’s time so exclusively, but occasionally conducted their own services, thus al- 
lowing Nei to open up new places in surrounding territory where they are hungering for 
the truth. 5 

We note with pleasure the progress made by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies 
and bid them God speed in their noble work. 

We feel confident that we have sufficient preachers and workers of ability who under 
the mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost, could make the ensuing year the best in the history of 
our conference. Wewould therefore urge our preachers and members to humble them-- 
selves anew before God and seek a special enduement from on high and equipment for 
aerate which shall bring about a sweeping revival of old time religion throughout our 
borders. 


IV.—ON EDUOATION. 


Recognizing that education in its generally accepted meaning embodies the idea of 
leading forth the crude mentality and thus qualifying such person for his or her calling to 
an extent not otherwise reached, we declare unqualifiedly for a mental equipment for our 
ministry, to be measured at least by the standard of requirements as set forth by our gen- 
eral conference in the Discipline.. We declare for this, not because a man of indifferent 
acquirements may not be useful for God, or because we fail to recognize that the might 
and power come from God, but because we believe God helps those who help themselves, 
and not in sloth but diligence, exercise both mental and physical powers, making more 
gloriously possible the usefulness and power of the Holy Spirit poured out. upon them. 
There are at least four reasons that should spur our ministers at this point: 

First. The superior usefulness and influence from a positive standpoint, because of 
such training. Let the clear-cut piety and unction of the Holy Spirit recognized among 
and upon us be coupied with the mental equipment of some church denominations and 
quite often found in our own midst, and Satan will find picket duty for slumbering demons 
because of threatened invasion. 

Second. Because it is certainly scriptural. Men often wax warm and boisterous, their 
minds misled, their zeal misdirected, because of having failed to study to show themselves 
approved, workmen needing not to be ashamed. 7 ey 

Third. Because we cannot afford to be negatived by boys and girls of ordinary high 
see aming, discounting our counse] and ministration because evidencing such educa- 
tional lack. ; 

Fourth. Because the required disciplinary education is reasonable and within the 
limits and capacity of 99 per cent of our young men. This is evidenced again and again in 
our conference by young men not only doing their quota of ministerial work, but being up 
in full and promptly with all studies, and even a year ahead of time in some instances, 
while others by lack of application and ambition loiter behind for years. To do this it 
may be necessary to let the girl you love most wait and pray for you for several years while 
you complete your high school course and three or four years at Greenville College before 
undertaking stated circuit work. 


V.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The American people are a literary people. Every one reads, but there is a disposition 
to read anything and everything that comes to hand. The newspapers are filled with the 
sensational and exciting, with but a moderate regard for truth. 

Wendell Phillips said, ‘‘Let me make the newspapers of the country, and I care not 
who makes their laws.’’ If the sentiment here expressed be true, dark and ominous is the 
outlook for the future of our country, There should be an improvement along this line, 
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but the reformation is too great to be accomplished in a day. Therefore we should do the 
next best thing and supply the demand for intellectual food by furnishing our people and 
as many others as possible with pure literature. 

In order to this we have the Free Methodist, a sixteen page weekly which stands for the 
defense of truth and holiness and is a fearless and able exponent of the doctrines of our 
church. We would especially commend our editors for the pronounced stand taken against 
the liquor traffic and for national prohibition. As a conference we should hold up the 
hands of the editors and publishers by giving the church paper our hearty support. 

The Harnest Christian is a most excellent holiness monthly. We recommend it as 
worthy of a more liberal patronage than it has heretofore received. 

Every Free Methodist family in the conference should take our excellent little mission- 
ary paper, the Missionary Tidings. 

The Olive Branch, printed at Chicago, is a very interesting little sheet and gives one an 
insight into city mission work and should be liberally patronized by the Oil City confer- 
ence. 

Our Sunday-school literature is par excellence. We are glad to note that nearly all 
i eileen are supplied entirely from our own publishing house. This is as it 

ould be. 

There is a steady increase in the number of good, instructive books sent out by our pub- 
lishing house. Our ministers should endeavor to get these books and pamphlets into the 
homes of our people. 


VI.—ON SABBATH SOHOOLS, 


The great importance of the Sunday-school as an aid to the church is being realized 
more and more; and as a result, greater efforts are being put forth to strengthen this de- 
partment. 

The Sunday-school is, or ought to be the bulwark of the church, the mercy of the con- 
verts. Asa factor to impress religious truth upon the minds and hearts of the youth, its 
yalue cannot be overestimated. 

This is a day and age when children need to be indoctrinated in fundamental religious 
principles and scriptural truth. It is said ‘‘Seed sown in childhood drops into the deepest 
prow es ‘‘Train up a child in the way he should go and when he is old he will not depart 

rom it. 

The evil results of defective scriptural knowledge is apparent in those children who 
- have not had the advantage of Sabbath-school training ; the great deficiency in moral judg- 
ment on the part of the non-attendant is apparent. 

When we consider the potency of the Sabbath-school as an instructor in doctrine and 
ethics, and the pressing need of such instruction, especially when on every hand are demor- 
alizing and Sabbath desecrating influences, we feel the need of reform and greater activity. 
We urge as a means to this end: ; 

1. A more thorough lesson preparation, and suggest the study of the ‘‘Normal Bible 
and Sunday-school Training Lessons’ sold by our publishing house at 25 cents. 

2, Better singing ; putting more life into it. Suggest that we introduce our new song 
book, Light and Life Songs, as far as possible into the Sabbath-school. 

8. Have a Sabbath-school board on each circuit. 

4, A Sabbath-school convention in connection with our district quarterly meeting. _ 

5. Better parental government and co-operation that will not say, *‘Go,’’ but ‘‘Come,””’ 
to Sunday-school, We deplore the lack of interest by parents among our members in this 
matter, é 

6. Better equipment: Library, chart, map, blackboard, etc. 

7. More appreciation for clean literature which moulds character; and we would sug- 
gest that we know of none better than that published by our own church, and would tec- 
ommend that it be used in all our schools. 

8. Faithful etfort in pushing forward the work of the Home Department of the Sun- 
day-school.

Il.—ON MEMOIRS. 


We are engaged in a mighty conflict. The enemy of all righteousness covers both sea 
and land. The prince of the power of the air, the Spirit that now worketh in the children 
of disobedience is manifest on every side. War is on. Zion’s soldiers are dropping upon 
the right, and upon the left. 

Our fathers. where are they, and the prophets, do they live forever? 

Since we last met in conference, three of our number have fallen. Brother Joseph 
Olney, one of the charter members of the organization of the Susquehanna conference, 


_ passed away, at the age of ninety. Much that was good and interesting might be said of 


this brother if time would permit, 

Brother J. W. Sawyer did much good work, and departed to that country where all the 
good go, being in his eighty-second year. 

Brother Levi Wilcox, who came in with us more recently, giving promise of great use- 
fulness, was cut down suddenly by the hand of disease. May we all be ready when our 


time shall come. 
III.—ON EDUOATION, 


The true church has always been the friend and patron of learning. True religion and 
true education go hand in hand. Hach is essential to the best of the other. In the first is 
found inspiration and direction, in the second the means and ability for execution. The 
broadest culture is entirely consistent with the deepest and most fervent piety; and unless 
learning is made reverent by religion it is likely to degenerate into mere intellectual arro- 
gance, and may become subservient to the basest ends. 

Both learning and piety are essential to the highest development and perpetuity of the 
nation ; the first to devise and the second to direct national policies. Therefore while the 
general system of education should be unsectarian, it should also be distinctly religious. 
Though insincere, the charge of Roman Catholicism against the present schoo] system is 
not wholly without ground. Any system of culture which provides only for intellectual 
training, and ignores the culture of the moral sensibilities and faculties is at best accom- 
plishing but the smaller half of its mission, and must utterly fail of the most desirable 
results, ( 

While we insist that church and state must be separate, we also believe that every de- 
partment of national machinery and policy should be governed by the highest principles of 
moral integrity, which alone can prevent iniquity in policy, and ruin in results. 

It is a fact equally saddening and alarming, that much of our boasted national educa- 
tion is becoming positively irreligious; and that many of the higher institutions of learn- 
ing are centers of unbelief and immorality, making a course in such institutions a serious 
hazard to both faith and morals. In many such institutions, even among those termed, 
theological, a general and potent atmosphere of doubt concerning revelation prevails, and 
instead of being trained in intelligent, discriminating faith, students are being instructed in 
a critical unbelief which turns them out at the end of the prescribed years atheistic in senti- 
ment and irreligious in practise. " 

The demand for schools where both heart and head are simultaneously trained, and 
where the atmosphere is salutary instead of seductive is increasing. As a church we are 
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recognizing the call and opportunity, and are nobly responding to the same with encourag- 
ing results. We may humbly congratulate ourselves on the work already accomplished in 
the brief period of our denominational history ; but should regard it as an inspiration rather _ 
than occasion of contentment. 

We appreciate thankfully the earnest and unselfish efforts of the educated and conse- 
crated men and women among us who have labored faithfully in establishing these institu- 
tions, and in bringing them to their present efficient development. We are grateful for 
what they have been inspired to attempt, and enabled to accomplish. We trust that the 
sphere may enlarge and the results increase, and that we may be enabled to steadil y give to 
the world, men and women both cultured and pious, capable of filling any position high or 
humble to which they may be called. We regard our denominational sehools as worthy of 
patronage and support by our own people and others; and within all just limits will en- 
deavor to enlarge their bounds and increase their success. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


As a church we have one main issue, HOLINESS. We profess to be a holiness church; we 
trust the Lord will help us to so exemplify it in our lives and teachings that the world will 
be compelled to believe that we mean what we say. But holiness is not a weak, sickly, 
heartless sentimentalism. 

Holiness is unyieldingly opposed to evil. That profession of holiness which will sanc- 
tion or allow unrebuked wrong, is a false profession. Hence the position taken by the 
ehurch on moral reforms. 

The church above all other organizations should be right on all moral questions, both 
in church and state. 

Dress.—There is no question as to the right in the position taken on this question by 
the church. Every Free Methodist is asked, ‘*Will you forever lay aside all superfluous 
ornaments.’’ Then it particularizes and says, ‘‘not with broidered hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly array.’’ We are glad to note that as a church and as a conference we are holding 
80 closely to the line of plainness. Yet is there not danger of our becoming liberal and 
drifting? Free Methodists would not think of wearing upon their hats feathers, or flowers; 
but all feathers are not wing feathers or plumes. That we may keep to the line of plain- 
ness, let our preachers all be faithful in preaching against worldly and needless adornment, 
and let their wives and children be examples to all that believe. 

Sroret Socrerizs.—We are glad to note that our church has taken no backward step in 
her attitude toward secret societies. We believe the secret lodge system is wrong, under- 
mining the foundation of the church and the government; that its oaths are not only extra- 
judicial, but many of them are wicked and blasphemous. We believe they should be pro- 
hibited by law. Thisis no time to lay down our weapons of warfare against the secret 
lodge. The world and the churches are honeycombed with unions and other secret lodges. 
Let all our preachers plainly and intelligently preach against the lodge. 

Tur SaspatH.—It would seem in many places that the church as well as the world had 
forgotten that the Bible has said, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ The fruit 
stands, the soda fountains, the milk wagons, the railroads, the pleasure resorts, and many 
other places and things too numerous to mention are patronized, until the sacredness of 
the Sabbath is destroyed. 

Romanism.—We deeply deplore the encroachments of Romanism. The renewed as- 
saults on the public school system and continued and persistent efforts to unite church and 
state. While Roman Catholic societies are getting tired of the fruits of this politico-eeele- 
siastical body and expelling their orders, the United States is opening wide its gates for 
their reception. We are sorry the present administration is so favorable to Rome, and be- 
coe of this the Roman Catholic vote will be given largely to Mr. Roosevelt in the coming 
election. 

We regret that the Prohibition platform has not incorporated in it a plank against the 
union of church and state. 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—Nothing but evil can be said of the trafficin intoxicating bever- 
ages. If one should spend a term of years in hell and graduate from the college of perdi- 
tion, yet language and imagery would fail in describing the awful degradation, misery and 
woe. From 250,000 places, streams of death and misery pour forth through the country. 
From 35,000 places in this state alone, men from the statesman to the gutter drunkard, and 
women as well, stagger under the influence of strong drink. Then there is the social party 
with its wine and cocktails, for women and girls as well as for men and boys. Arise, O 
watchmen and stand upon thy feet; look to the east and west, to the north and south 3 _be- 
hold the misery and woe, the destitution and destruction; the crimes too black to describe. 
Hear the weeping and the wailing from the wronged womanhood, the broken-hearted wives 
and mothers, and the ragged and homeless children, and lift up thy voice like a trumpet 
against this monster and all who in any way sanction it. Arise, O man, gird thyself with 
courage and strength, and in the name of God, of the church, of the nation and of the home, 
vote for the prohibition of the liquor traffic.

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MISCELLANEOUS 


The South Dakota conference convened in its twenty-second annual session at Faulk- 
ton, South Dakota. 

The pastor and society of the Methodist Episcopal church of the town very kindly 
tendered the use of their church for the sittings of the conference and og religious services 
all of which were held there except on Thursday evening. 

Although this was the last of the series of conferences for the year for General Superin- 
tendent W. A. Sellew, his ministrations were given with an energy and unction accompanied 
with a grace and ability that inspired and encouraged those who were present. The sacra- 
ment was administered at the first sitting. The service was endorsed by the Spirit and 
made a time of blessing. 

Five sittings of conference were held in which a spirit of harmony prevailed, and in 
the religious services several sought and obtained either pardon or purity. 

The Rev. Olyde R. Ebey, of the Southern Oalifornia conference represented the. pub- 
lishing house interests at the conference and preached Thursday evening. 

The Rev. E: Ballenger, of the Nebraska conference and financial agent of Wessington 
Springs Seminary, rendered efficient aid in the religious services and in connection with 
the presentation of the report of the committee on education, a service in the interests of 
the school was held and cash and subscriptions secured to the amount of $1148.60. 

The Rev. Cyrus Cook, a superannuated member of the Minnesota and Northern Iowa 
conference, was invited to a honorary seat in the conference and preached once. 

A. D. Sprouse, a student at Wessington Springs Seminary, had been elected to elder’ 8 
orders by the Missouri conference, and received ordination Sabbath afternoon, 

It was ordered that a collection be taken during the first quarter on each circuit for the 
purpose of creating a fund to assist in maintaining evangelistic work in the conference, the 
same to be forwarded to the conference treasurer and equally divided between the district 
elders to be used at their discretion for the above-named purpose. 

It was voted to request the pastors to preach once on the Bible in relation to missions 
and take a collection for the American Bible Society, sending it to the conference treas- 
urer, who will forward the money to the society. :

II.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


With devout thankfulness we would express our gratitude to Almighty God in recogni- 
tion of his mercies during another conference year. 

While death has been abroad in the land, and we have noted with sorrow that many 
able ministers and laymen have been removed from other conferences by its hand, we have 
been spared from sustaining such loss, 

God has been pleased to endorse the efforts which have been put forth for the salvation 
of souls and some have been converted and some sanctified wholly. 

There have been held four district camp-meetings; tent meetings at different points, 
and revival services with good results in the advancement of the work of God. 

A parsonage for the district elder has been built at Wessington Springs for which $700 
has been raised and an indebtedness still remains of $250. 

There is a debt on the church property at Mitchell of $270; and on the two parsonages 
at Sioux Falls, $215 now remains to be paid. We trust these amounts may soon be pro- 
vided for and all the church property of the conference be free from indebtedness. 

A new church has been erected at Vienna which will soon be ready to dedicate. It is 
very substantially built, is neat and commodious and will supply a need which has been 
pressing there. ; 

We believe the future welfare and progress of the work in our conference can be pro- 
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moted by securing one or more Spirit-baptized evangelists, who with competent assistants 
can open up work in territory as yet unoccupied, and also labor with the pastors to revive 
and strengthen circuits already established ; and we recommend that conference take such 
action as may be necessary to obtain such laborers and make provision for financial assist- 
ance in maintaining them while they are engaged in this work. 

We fee] encouraged in knowing that we have, in the ministry and laity, as a conference, 
many excellent, spiritually minded people, but we acknowledge an existing demand for a 
deeper and more practical consecration and devotement to God. We need the blessing of 
God that will make our public services a power and an inspiration and that as well which 
will cause us to live holily and justly and unblameably in the home, in social life and in 
our business occupations. 

We must be deeply spiritual as a people, we must be more aggressive, we must be in 
earnest and keep on our guard against settling. down ‘nto formality and becoming like the 
nations around us. God requires much at our hands and by his grace we can measure up 
to his demands if we will. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


The Free Methodist church is not a reform association, an organization whose object is ° 
to bring about certain moral and social reforms. Its mission is to get men saved from sin 
and sanctified to God. Nevertheless there are certain moral issues that in the interest of 
righteousness we cannot ignore and we would not shrink from taking our stand unequivo- 
cally on the side of truth, purity and moral righteousness. 

SrcretismM.—We heartily indorse the position of our church in regard to secret socie- 
ties believing them to be purely selfish institutions. Their spiritis utterly inconsistent with 
the spirit of the gospel of Jesus Ohrist and subversive, not only of exact justice between 
man and man, but also of the principles of free government. 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—Human language is entirely inadequate and utterly fails to ex- 
press the evils—the horrors of the liquor traffic. It is useless or of little avail to employ 
our efforts in denouncing these evils. What is more necessary is earnest, persistent, well- 
determined effort for their destruction. We know of no weapon that can be so effective in 
the destruction of the traffic and its attendant evils as the ballot; and we believe the time 
has now come when every Christian voter should cast his ballot for that political party 
which declares its deadly and unalterable opposition to the drink traffic, namely, the Pro- 
hibition party. 

Tur SappatH.—God’s holy day. God says: ‘‘If thou turn away thy foot from the 
sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and call the sabbath a delight, the holy 
of the Lord honorable; and shalt honor him, not doing thine own ways, nor finding thine 
own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words: Then shalt thou delight thyself in the Lord ; 
and I will cause thee to ride upon the high places of the earth.”” Are not many of us too 
lax in the observance of this sacred day? We urge upon our people the necessity of care- 
fully observing the injunction of God’s word in regard:to the Sabbath, not only in some 
things but in all. 

Tur Dress Question.—There is grave danger to the church of the spirit of worldliness 
in dress and adornment making inroads upon us. This is no time for indifference or indul- 
gence with respect to the dress question. The love of display is one of the natural tenden- 
cies of the carnal nature which can be eradicated by the blood of Jesus Christ. Even after 
we have been cleansed from carnality it is necessary to watch against the temptations to 
worldliness, which some having failed to do have fallen into the snare of the devil and have 
become the slaves of pride and love of display. Let us beware of the ‘‘Little foxes that 
spoil the vines.’’ On the other hand let us beware of slovenliness. The professing Chris- 
tian who is untidy in person and dress destroys in a very large degree the influence which 
he should exert in the world and brings reproach upon the cause he professes to love. The 
Christian should be clean inside and out. Jesus said, ‘‘Make clean the inside of the cup 
and platter’’ and let the outside be clean also. 

Homs GovERNMENT.—The home is the corner-stone of the nation. There can be no 
truly patriotic citizenship in a nation that is devoid of home government. There can be no 
true manhood without a proper regard for legal authority and the boy or the girl who is 
allowed to grow up without obedience to parental authority will not, as a rule, reverence 
either the law of the state or of God. The neglect of parental centrol and discipline in the 
home is a growing evil among us and one that threatens the future welfare of the church. 
God will hold us individually responsibie for the control and training of our children. He 
said of Abraham, ‘‘I know him thet he will command his children after him and they shall 
keep the way of the Lord to do justice and judgment.”

The oldest member of the conference may outlive 
the youngest, One year ago Glenn M. Gillilan was admitted on trial, at which timne he was 
not twenty-one years old. He is now in heaven. He was born May 20, 1888, and died 
August 12, 1904. - A beloved companion, a devoted student, a faithful pastor, a promising 
preacher and a holy man; we mourn his departure. A suitable memorial was framed and 
will be preserved. 

A preacher from the West Virginia district presented his report and the conference 
came forward like one man and laid forty dollars on a chair. Another preacher from the 
same locality reported and. the conference arose and repeated the act. Our devoted 
Brother Baldwin and wife go to West Virginia in charge of the district. With prayers and 
financial aid let us help to ‘‘hold the ropes.”’ d : 

We were glad to see the beaming face uf W. B. Olmstead who was present in the inter- 
. ests of the publishing house. He preached with much of the divine unction on Sabbath 
afternoon, and our hearts burned within us while the Holy Ghost sealed the truth. After 
the sermon $1500 was raised on the Mt. Washington church indebtedness. In the evening 
$300 was raised in cash and subscriptions for Providence Mission of Pittsburg. Many ex- 
cellent and spiritual sermons were preached during the session ot conference, and on the 
Sabbath several pulpits of other denominations were filled by members of the conference 
with acceptability. 
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The following brethren from the Oil City conference were present and invited to hon- 
orary seats: Rev. E. S. Zahniser, Rev. J. J. Zahniser, Rev. F. W. McOlelland, Rev. F. N.

L, R. Jones and Rev. H. M. Ohalfant, all of the Methodist Episcopal church, were 
introduced to the conference and invited to honorary seats; also Rev. E. O. Lane, of the 
Methodist Protestant church, and David Kilburn, of the Cengregational church. 

Rev. A. L. Whitcomb was present in the interests of Greenville College, in which he 
awakened fresh interest. He preached an able sermon with power from on high, 

One sad feature was the absence of Rev. C. H. Miller who, with his devoted wife, had 
gone to Colorado for a more healthful climate. They were much beloved and appreciated, 
but since they have gone we bid them God speed and await their return with, we trust, 
greatly improved health. 

Rey. F. E. Glass was faithful and efficient in caring for the comfort of the conference. 
Gratitude is felt toward all who assisted in the work of entertainment—to the many who 
opened their homes and extended a warm welcome.

II.—ON EDUCATION. 


Next to the salvation of the soul is the proper development of the mind. We are to 
grow not only in grace, but also in ‘‘knowledge.’’ Many are the latent powers of the mind 
that could be used to the glory of God and the salvation of immortal man if only drawn 
out through proper training. We are glad for the public school system which is the founda- 
tion of all other schools. We would sacredly guard it against the innovations of its ene- 
mies. Asa bulwark of the nation it is a vital institution. But, however grand in its aim 
and accomplishments its evil associations many times counteract the godly home and the 
Sabbath-school. We would warn our young people of the fashionable boarding schools as 
being perilous to virtue; but heartily reeommend our excellent schools any one of which 
stands upon its own merits, With their faculties of Christian men and women, their soul- 
stirring revivals from year to year, the bright young men and maidens going forth to the 
work of God, reminds us of the school of the prophets as founded by Samuel and enlarged 
by Elijah as its most noted president. We therefore urge our young people and especially 
those anticipating the call to the ministry, to patronize the schools of our church. 

We exhort local preachers and evangelists to pursue the disciplinary course of study. 
We express our appreciation of the present excellent course of study. We further compli- 
ment the central board of examiners on the good success and fairness of the different ex- 
aminations. We especially urge all our young ministers to diligently study the regular 
course for traveling preachers not from the mere motive of passing or of ordination, but 
for its real worth. Asa regular theological course we are convinced of its sterling value 
and believe it to be an excellent preparation, if rightly pursued, toward approving our- 
selves of God and man. 


III._ON SUNDAY-SUHOOLS. 


In this day and age of the world the devil seems to be more busy than ever in devising 
plans to ensnare the young people, and he is alarmingly successful in executing his plans, 
as he has many different agencies. Through the cheap, trashy literature of the day thou- 
sands fall a prey to the enemy. Of course we do not believe that Free Methodist parents 
supply their children with this kind of reading, but it is here, and it is a deadly foe espe- 
cially tothe young. Even some so-called good literature under the guise of religion is 
scattered through the land. Can the evil be avoided? Here we would advise that our peo- 
ple consult the preacher if they are in doubt about certain books or papers. We have found 
some of these in Free Methodist homes bought by the parents for their children to read, 
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and they. were ignorant of what wasin them. Hence we feel it our duty to throw out a 
danger signal here. 

We are in the world, our children are here, and sin is here in every form. How shall 
we escape? Jesus said, ‘‘I pray not that thou shouldst take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldst keep them from the evil.”’ Here we can hardly refrain from saying some- 
thing about home training. The work must begin here. Parents should always be firm, 
but never harsh; and when it becomes really necessary to use the rod, always do so in love 
or you will fail to bring about the desired result. 

Our children should be persuaded to attend our own Sabbath-schools. We also advise 
that Free Methodist parents come with them, for it is a lamentable fact that there is a great 
lack of interest here. 

In every case Jet our Sabbath-schools be supplied with our own literature, as we have 
never found any that is equal toit. We also heartily reeommend that our own book, Light 
and Life Songs, be used in all our schools. We believe there is none better. 

Let every school be supplied as far as possible with a library provided with the best of 
books, And last, but not least, let no unsaved person act asa teacher in any case, as the 
Sabbath-school is the hope of the future church; for here lasting and indelible impressions 
are made which mould character for eternity. To this end let our own people become 
more interested in the Sabbath-school. The Home Department if recognized will be a 
great help. Let the church in general awake to greater zeal in this work in all its branches, 
and with King David ask, ‘‘Is the young man Absalom safe” (2 Sam. 18:82). 


IV.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Books and papers are like people, we sit down with them and commune; we look the 
author in the face, we see the flash of his eye, his heart life is infused into our heart life; 
his thoughts become our thoughts; for the time being we think with his mind and breathe 
in of his spirit. We are creatures of influence, we do not live alone, others live for us; we 
do not always lead, too often we are led. Itis hard to keep from doing as our company 
does, so also it is hard to keep from thinking as our author thinks. Our custom to think as 
others think makes us eventually to lose our individuality, and as like begets like we be- 
come like him. So it is wise to be careful as well about what we read as whom we fellow- 
ship. Light, chaffy reading causes lightness and carelessness of life. Allowing the mind 
to dwell on scenes of tragedy causes the soul to lose its sense of the sinfulness of sin, till it 
becomes commonplace. An author witha vicious heart begets vicious literature, and in 
time vicious literature begets vicious readers, and Jike the habit for intoxicants one taste 
requires another and destroys the taste for the solids of literature. If you will tell us what 
books a man delights to read we shall tell you what kind of man he is with more certainty 
than if you tell us with whom he associates, because circumstances may without his con- 
sent throw him into sinful company, but his reading is his deliberate choice. Moreover, 
Adventists, Oome-outers, and every phase of the devil doctrines of these latter days realize 
the influence of literature and asa consequence are extremely zealous in scattering broad- 
cast their pernicious stuff. giving it pious sounding names in order to trap the unwary, and 
too often they succeed. Preachers reach a limited number of hearts, but prayers and books 
preach their sermons over again and again at the firesides of the people. 

There are two things necessary in overcoming an evil; first, expose its sinfulness; sec- 
ond, offer something virtuous as a substitute. So the first thing to do is to convince the 
people that the greater part of the popular literature of to-day is unfit for their perusal, and 
then offer them something that will be helpful to them. Weare glad to hand the people 
as clean a paper as the Free Methodist with its wholesome advice, soul-inspiring reports and 
thorough truths. But while we naturally place our own church organ at top rank, yet at 
times we have deplored the insertion of pictures of people and of churches that were not, 
as we think, in strict accordance with gospel simplicity and our church Discipline. We 
also regret occasional arguments pro and con that do not savor of the Spirit. 

In conclusion let us say that time is short and that we should always read that which 
will profit our souls. Read nothing because it is entertaining but because it draws you 
nearer to God. If you are in earnest to get to heaven this earnestness should manifest it- 
self in your reading matter, and if everything else in your life is clean, soul health and vigor 
will follow and continue as inevitable as effect follows its proper cause. May the Lord 
give us discretion and understanding in all things. 


V.—ON REFORMS. 


1. Onurcu Music.—‘'Let me make the songs for our nation and I care not who makes 
her laws.’’ Thus declared a distinguished Frenchman. That there is great power inherent 
in the songs we sing to make the character direct the mind no one who has studied the 
subject at all will deny. Therefore it is enjoined upon all our members to “‘sing those 
songs which tend to the knowledge and love of God,’’ and them only. Religious experience 
is greatly affected by the songs used. Light sentimental songs will always produce a super- 
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ficial experience and greatly hinder going down to a deeper, while good, sound, spiritual 
hymns will lead to a good, experience. Our church law on the use of song books is, ‘‘Let 
the preacher in charge see that in all cases the Free Methodist hymn book be used in the 
regular services” of the church. “Light and Life,’ ‘‘Best Hymns” and the like are 
intended to be used in the Sabbath.schools, camp-meetings and social gatherings. 

2. Our Onurcu Parer.—We are deeply grieved at the small circulation of the church 
paper, the Free Methodist, in this conference. This is a serious mistake. In some of our 
largest societies there are but few copies taken. Why is this? Is it because other papers 
are taken or the neglect of the pastors in charge? We wish to call the attention of the 
pastors especially to this good work and urge that they apply themselves to it until there is 
a large increase in subscriptions. The Free Methodist is a great blessing wherever it goes. 

3. Romanism.—We believe that the Roman papacy is an implaeable enemy to all in 
this country that is not distinctively Roman, as against American and Protestant institu- 
tions. She has proclaimed from time to time from pulpit, platform and press her standing 
opposition to our national constitution and our public schools, and revels ina delusive hope 
of containing control of this country in no distant day. But as England, Germany, Mexico 
and other countries have cast her off as to ner ruling power, so when the time comes we too 
will not be found asleep or wanting. Every monastery and nunnery in this country ought 
to be abolished. . 

4, Mormonism.—This is a creature begotten and grown up in our midst. That it is an 
innocent and harmless creature we do not believe. We note some of its false teachings: 
(1) There are many Gods; (2) Adam is now a god; (3) ‘‘The Father has a body of flesh 
and bones as tangible as man’s;”’ (4) Jesus was a polygamist, having three wives; (5) the 
“Book of Mormon” is a divine revelation ; (6) the Mormon church is the only true church. 
We again protest against Mr. Smoot’s occupying a seat in the United States congress. 
Though he may not have a plurality of wives, yet he teaches, by virtue of his position as an 
apostle in the church, the right, privilege and duty under certain circumstances to have 
more than one wife; and in other ways is he guilty before the laws and usages of our goy- 
ernment. 

5. Onristran Screncr.—It is falsely so called. When Panditti Ramabai came to this 
country she recognized this evil as the old religion of India, and so declared. It is that old 
enemy our fathers had to fight—Socinianism, slightly changed and attired. Christian 
Science in our land numbers more than one million souls. Because ‘‘men love darkness 
rather than light” evil is preferred to right, and this and other false religions are increasing 
rapidly. An exposure of the evils of Ohristian Science may be found in “‘Christian Science 
Unmasked,” by Wilson T. Hogue, one of our general superintendents. 

6. Sxucret OrpERs.—Last but not least perhaps of the false religions in the earth we 
must name Masonry, Odd Fellowship and their brood of smaller societies. Masonry and 
Odd Fellowship are religions. They have their scripture portions, though mutilated ; their 
prayers, with no Christ in them ; their chaplain, who reads the religious services, including 
prayers; their ritual; form for burial. A religion adapted to all other religions, where all, 
whether he be Jew, Mohammedan, Parsee, Mormon or Hindoo, may meet and worship. 
The moral man. the wicked and profane, covetous, thief, licentious, all may and do meet 
at the temple and call each other brother, where their wickedness is not in danger of being 
exposed. Moreover, they bind themselves by fearful oaths which are extra-judicial and 
therefore illegal. They are not binding and should be so regarded by all. 

7. Tur American Satoon is the Barabbas of modern times, guilty of insurrection and 
the murder of one hundred thousand annually; released as in ancient days in answer ta the 
ery of the multitudes, and history repeats itself. Christ is crucified in the house of his 
friends, the professed church. resolutely against Barabbas in assembly, synod and confer- 
ence and voting for him on election day; and thus he goes on in mighty and triumphant 
tread through the land, leaving in his wake full insane asylums, busy penitentiaries, 
crowded dockets, ruined homes, blighted lives, broken hearts, blasted hopes, and filling hell 
with drunkards, saloon-keepevs, brewers and distillers. We flatly refuse to be partners in 
the infernal business. and pledge ourselves to vote only for the overthrow of this murder- 
ous, hellish traffic. We heartily endorse the soul-stirring articles in the Free Methodist on 
this subject and count nothing as being too strong. 

8. Worupuiy Arrrre.—We thought we could pass this subject by with but a mention, 
but we feel constrained to point out some things which we believe harmful in nature and 
tendency. Much may be said in commendation of our young people in their efforts to be 
plain, but in many instances we have reason to deplore the large hats which give the wearer 
a decidedly worldly appearance. We fear the motive in wearing such hats is not of God, 
and that such attire is desired and preferred by the wearer. God declares that he hates a 
“high look and a proud heart” (Prov, 21:4). Paul by the Spirit of God commands a 
modest apparel worn with sobriety, and Peter urges an apparel which comports with a 
meek and quiet spirit. We urge a study of this subject with an honest heart and much 

» prayer to God so that there may be convictions of duty, and then “walk in the light.”’

Long years ago when our circuits were few and far between we awaited the com- 
ing district meetings with as much anxiety as the street-waifs of Ohicago the free Thanks- 
giving dinner. It was a great place of attraction and meant nearly as much toms as Legis- 
lature to a State. God always meets a people who come together in faith. At the close of 
one of these gatherings one Sabbath evening, as we were bidding each other farewell, 
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Brother Barham said to me, ‘‘You and I may live to see a conference in North Dakota.”’ 
(We then belonged to the North Minnesota conference.) We have lived to see a conference 
in North Dakota, and although small we consider it in a very good and healthy condition, 
both spiritually and financially. = 

__ Myself excepted, we consider our preachers a little better than the average in preachin 
ability ; they are also spiritual and devoted Our members are also consecrated and devout. 

One new church, costing about $1500, has been built and dedicated, free of debt, except 
the $200 which we have applied for from the Church Extension Board. The church at Gran- 
ville and mission at Larimore, the parsonage and church at Gardner, and parsonage at 
Grand Prairie, the parsonage and hall of worship at Jamestown and the parsonage at Glen- 
field have all been repaired at considerable expense, besides a shelter for the horses at the 
last named place. 

The work as a whole is on the upgrade spiritually. However we think there is great 
chance for improvement, First by enlarging our borders. We have but just partly gleaned 
the fields where our work has been established for many years. We as preachers should 
preach better, visit more and pray more. To stir us up to our duty on this line your com- 
mittee suggest that we read the three Pauline epistles, 7. e,, First and Second Timothy and 
the book of Titus on our knees often in our secret devotion. 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost and fire is one of the all important qualifications of 
a disciple. Jesus had his disciples tarry until they received it. Then that we may have 
help from, and co-operation with our laymen we should insist on their getting it also, where 
they haven’t it already. 

We also think a revival in our general gatherings would be of great profit to us as a 
conference. Such as district meetings, camp-meetings, conferences, etc. 

We should encourage our local preachers, evangelists and exhorters to push into new 
fields and let a load of the pilgrims go along with them, not to criticise and pick their sen- 
tences to pieces, or find out whether they use good grammar, or are sound in the doctrine 
of the Millennium or not, but go to pray and help sing and say amen. We believe this 
order of laborers are not used nor appreciated as they should be. Let us reform and give 
them a chance, or make a chance for them by pushing them out. 

Next we fear we do not pay enough attention to our young people and children; they 
should have part of the services, 

Your committee thinks one of the most effective means of pushing our work into new 
fields and strengthening what we have, would be to secure a good evangelist to hold reviv- 
als and give him a good band of workers to go with him. The money expended by the 
Home Mission board in this direction would bring us more returns than in any other way. 

We also believe the work of western Canada and the North Dakota conference should 
be united in one conference; and we believe if these blood-washed saints were invited to, 
that they would unite with us and we could be a help and strength to each other. Such 
steps should be taken at our next general conference. 

At present we need new churches at the following places: Orary, Mayville, Fargo, 
Nimocks Grove near Gardner, Bold Hill, Jamestown and Wilton. It is possible to build 
them all during the coming year if we iook to God for hishelp. We are located in a wealthy 
state and the God who owns it should have houses for his people to worship in, It is wrong 
for us to live in a nice house with well papered walls hung with chromos, and ask God to 
hold his meetings in a little, old schoolhouse with half room enough to hold the people, 
with seats too small for a grown person to sit in, all daubed with ink and defaced with pen- 
Peis. You may think this overdrawn, but the wall is usually decorated -with a black- 
board whitewashed with chalk, and afew torn maps, with a few old bracket lamps stuck on 
the wall minus chimneys and oil—two very necessary things for a nigbt meeting. The pul- 
pit is a four-legged affair often with the hips out of joint, tottering under an old dictionary 
out of the cover, and a box of broken pieces of chalk. Now, we should have a nice place 
for God. I do not believe in living in the parlor and asking God to occupy the coal house 
or woodshed. We must quit treating him asa tramp. Let us build some nice comfortable 
ehurches with stables for the horses. Who would build a house without a barn if he owned 
stock? 

Seven years ago Park River was one of the most promising fields we had; that was the 
time we should have built a church or bought one. We let the chance go by, the pilgrims 
became discouraged, the work began to decline and it will take a desperate effort to gain 
our lost ground there. 

We also believe that we do not show courtesy enough to strangers when they cote to 
our services. ladies coming with a horse should have some one to take the horse and care 
for it and bring it to the door again at the close of the service. * * * Where we have 
societies committees should be appointed to see to these things. : 

During the past year our preachers have all stayed on their circuits and have done their 
work well. One of our best pilgrims has died the past year, Mrs. Carrie Billings of Gardner. 
A few also of our best have moved away but others have come to fill their places. Our preach- 
ers have been well supported the past year. We believe there has been an increase of member- 
ship on most of our circuits where we have had preachers. We will also state that we never 
saw more of a spirit of unity than is now enjoyed by the members of this conference.

God’s people are a separate people. The friendship of the world is enmity with God. 
The command, ‘‘Come out from among them and be ye separate and touch not the unclean 
thing,” is violated when we join ourselves with worldlings in worldly associations. The ac- 
companying promise reads, ‘‘And I will receive you, and will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters saith the Lord Almighty. We expect to receive its fulfil- 

,ment only by complying with the conditions God has given. Jesus said, ‘“‘He that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds should be reproved; but he 
that doeth truth cometh to the light that his deeds may be made manifest that they are 
wrought in God.” In the words of our Discipline: ‘‘Secrecy is always a ground of suspi- 
cion.”” We cannot pledge our support to things which we are not permitted to investigate, 
and be clear before God. The most deplorable wickedness and the most vicious crimes are 
carried on under the cover of the various secret societies. The course of the law is per- 
verted and the administration of justice interfered with. If we fail to lift up our voice 
against these institutions which so often become an encouragment to vice by shielding the 
guilty, we shall be partakers of their sins. Their pretended religious character and titles 
are sufficient of themselves to cause every person of real reverence to say nothing of piety 
to abstain from all connection with them, 

The benevolence of the lodge is a hollow sham. Where one dollar is spent for the relief 
of the widow and fatherless, many dollars go for purposes which in no way tend to the 
relief of humanity or the betterment of mankind. By refusing membership to the maimed 
and disabled they refuse their benefits to those most in need of them. By working to give 
their members advantages over others, they endeavor to secure to those already more able 
than their fellows to meet their own needs and the needs of those dependent on them; to 
secure to them an unjust advantage over those naturally disqualified and thus in need of 
help. Thus these pretended benevolent societies, not satisfied with sinning against God by 
withholding their assistance from those most in need of it, in many cases, labor directly to 
rob their less fortunate neighbors of part of that poor share ef earthly good which they in 
their affliction might be able to secure. 

We, as a conference, by the help of God, purpose to stand true to the convictions which 
God has given us and have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them.

Therefore 
from slowly formed conclusions based upon thoughtful consideration of the wholesome 
literature issued from our own publishing house and the good books handled by it to 
the exclusion of poisonous or reprehensible stuff, we feel to especially commend the same. 
Not that we have more, better, or cheaper books than others but because we believe we 
have fewer of the other character. 

The course of study for young preachers we consider most excellent and lament the 
fact that those who read much other matter excuse themselves for not passing good exam- 
ination, with the well-worn fallacy, ‘‘I hadn’t time to bring it up.”? Such men sooner or 
later have other troubles. Those incident upon poor appointments when better or more 
industrious men merit and receive the better ones. 

The Free Methodist and our hymn and song books should be in every homeand church, 
We especially commend the ‘Light and Life” song book. Itis a gem of its sort and its 
compilers merit our thanks, and it deserves and will doubtless reach a large circulation. | 

Trusting all the brethren may be very diligent in the use and circulation of a greater 
volume of wholesome publications we respectfully submit this report. 


III.—ON REFORMS.

We believe that our preachers should prepare themselves and preach on all questions of 
moral reform. Most especially such momentous questions as temperance, prohibition, the 
use of tobacco, theater going, card-playing, Sunday base and football playing and Sunday 
railroad excursions, the buying and selling of goods on Sunday, and all other Sabbath dese- 
erations. However these things should be considered as secondary and should not take the 
place of salvation, for salvation is of the Lord, neither is there salvation in any other, for 
there is none other name under heaven given among men whereby we must be saved. 

We are glad to note an increase in the temperance and prohibition sentiment in Texas. 
There are about 156 counties out of the 246 that are totally dry and the remaining ninety 
are partially dry. : 

We further notice that where the standard of holiness is held up before the people that 
these needed reforms are perceptibly advanced. We believe that every truly sanctified and 
enlightened person is a prohibitionist at heart. So let us press the grand old doctrine of 
entire sanctification, for we believe that it is the only real solution of these great questions, 
they being the fruit of the gospel of full salvation through Jesus.

The General Missionary Board met at 14 North May street, Chicago, Illinois, October 
12, 1904. 

The president, B. R. Jones, called the meeting to order and presided. 

The secretary, B. Winget, conducted the devotional exercises. 

The roll was called and thirteen members answered to their names, 

The annual report of the secretary was given, and on motion received. (See report.) 

The treasurer gave his annual report, and the report was accepted. (See report.) 

B. R. Jones, S. K. J. Chesbro, J. S. M’Geary, W. B. Olmstead and Mary L, Ooleman 
were elected directors of the General Missionary Board. 

A memorial from the missionaries in Africa, regarding the appointment of a general 
missionary superintendent, was read and referred to the following committee: B, Winget, 
W. A. Sellew, W. T. Hogue, C. E. Harroun, Jr., and Thomas Sully. 

The committee recommended sending one of the general superintendents to Africa to 
organize the work into a conference, and to visit the other mission fields. The report was 
referred to the Executive Committee, which took action approving of sending out one of 
the general superintendents to visit the foreign work, and elected General Superintendent 
W. A. Sellew to go. The board took action to provide for the additional expense incurred 
in taking this journey. It is expected that he and several missionaries who were accepted 
will go to Africa next March or April. 

CO. S. McKinley presented his resignation as a foreign missionary, which was accepted. 

The annual reports of Genera] Conference Evangelists O. W. Stamp and W. G. Han- 
mer were heard. (See reports.) 

A memorial from ©. W. Stamp regarding the raising of funds for band work was read 
by the secretary. 

The paper was received and the methods of ©. W. Stamp in raising funds for his bands 
were endorsed, and permission given for him to continue the same, providing the efforts 
are approved by the district elders and preachers in charge; also, he was requested to pre- 
sent a detailed report of all the money raised for band and evangelistic work, to the annual 
board meeting. 

Mrs. Blanche E. Stamp, by request, gave a report of her labors in connection with her 
husband, during the past year. (See report). 

The general conference evangelists, O. W. Stamp and W, G. Hanmer, were requested 
to spend six months during the year in opening new work; O. W. Stamp to labor in the 
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southwest and east of Buffalo, New York, especially in New England; W. G, Hanmer to 
select his own field anywhere west of Buffalo, New York. 

At the request of the missionaries in Japan, the board took action instructing the sec- 
retary to correspond with T. Kawabe, the native missionary, and W. F. Matthewson, with 
a view to having T. Kawabe visit America, during or preceding the next general conference. 

The annual reports from the superintendents of mission stations, and letters from the 
missionaries, were read by the secretary. ; 

A communication was read from the Congo Committee of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion for International Justice. The paper was received and the following committee ap- 
pointed to reply to the same: J.S. M’Geary, B. Winget, W. T. Hogue. 

A communication from the Bureau of Missions, Bible House, New York, was presented 
by the secretary. The paper was received and the secretary was requested to reply to the 
same, 

A communication was presented by the secretary from the missionaries in Africa, re- 
garding the manner of receiving and distributing funds for the support of native children 
and evangelists. The paper was received and referred to the following committee of three: 
W. B. Olmstead, Thomas Sully and Tressa R. Arnold. The committee reported as follows: 

Your committee appointed to consider the memorial from the missionaries in Africa 
with regard to native workers and orphans would report as follows: 

We believe the time has come when more attention should be paid to the support of in- 
dividual missionaries, native workers and orphan children and we think that great care 
should be exercised on the part of the missionary secretary, the treasurer of the board and 
the treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society to see that all money paid in for 
any of these purposes is appropriated directly to the objects for which it is contributed and 
to see that credit is given accordingly. We recommend, 

1. That the missionary secretary be requested to push the collection of funds for for- 
eign missionary work along the line of soliciting for the support of individual missionaries, 
native workers, orphan children, or any special need thatEmay arise on the foreign field; 
that he issue circulars detailing a plan for such support and by correspondence with the 
missionaries secure their co-operation; that photographs of missionaries, native workers 
and orphans be obtained and that pledges for such individual support be solicited for one 
year or more, a period of five years being preferable. 

2. That the plan for keeping the account of this work be left with the missionary secre- 
tary, the treasurer of the board and the treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 
but that such plan shall include the following points: (a) A complete record to be kept of 
the names and address of all donors to any of these funds, whether such donors be individ- 
uals or organizations, (b) A complete record to be kept of{the names and addresses of all 
missionaries, native workers and orphans supported in whole or in part by individual con- 
tributions. (c) An entry showing the amount of money contributed by each donor and to 
whose support it is contributed. (d) An entry showing that such contributions were actu- 
ally paid out for the benefit of the parties for whom the contributions were made, 

8. That the treasurer of the board and the treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society be requested to include in their reports published in the Free Methodist, an 
itemized report of their receipts from any source for the above-mentioned purposes and 
the disbursements of the same. W. B, Otmsrrap, 

: Tregsa R, ARNOLD, 
Tuomas SULLY. 

The board acknowledged the receipt of the bequest by Mrs. Ella Fritchey, of $600, for 
foreign missions, and in harmony with the request of her children, appropriated the same 
toward paying for and furnishing the training school building at Greenville, Pondoland, 
South. Africa. 

The following resolution presented by W. T. Hogue, was adopted : 

Wuersas, The amount of business annually coming before the General Missionary 
- Board is large and constantly increasing ; and 
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Wuernas, The inconvenience to members of the board and the cost of holding its an- 
nual sessions are increased by any undue protraction of these sessions; and 

WueErzas, The number of our foreign missions and missionary stations is becoming 
constantly larger, necessitating the hearing of a larger number of reports from the foreign 
fields each year; 

Resolved, That we prefer henceforth that the reports of the workjunder each superin- 
tendent on the foreign fields shall be made by such superintendent, and shall be as con- 
densed as it can be made, and at the same time cover the principal items necessary for the 
information of the board; and that we also advise that all matters explanatory of such re- 
ports, whether made by the person reporting or by others, be made in the way of personal 
correspondence addressed to the missionary secretary. 

Miss Olara A. Leffingwell was appointed superintendent of China mission. 

Rev. N.S. and Mrs. Honn were accepted as missionaries to China. 

N.S. Honn was appointed corresponding secretary for China mission. 

It was recommended that Olara A. Leffingwell be given a power of attorney for China. 

It was ordered that the rule which requires our missionaries to learn the language be- 
fore getting married, shall be interpreted to apply to China mission, that the missionaries 
be required to secure a junior missionary certificate, according to the requirements of the 
China Inland Mission. 

The secretary was instructed to arrange for the outgoing of the China missionaries as 
2000 as possible. 

J. P. Brodhead was appointed superintendent of the African mission. 

A. E. Haley and Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Warren were accepted as missionaries to Africa. 

Mrs. Dr. W. A. Backenstoe was accepted as a foreign missionary, and by request of the 
missionaries in Africa, and by herself and husband, she and her husband were appointed to 
labor at Inhambane, South Africa. 

The secretary was requested to make special efforts to secure a farmer for the mission 
field of South Africa. 

Miss Esther D. Clarke was recognized as a Free Methodist missionary in San Domingo, 
West Indies, and given an appropriation of $100, for the ensuing year. 

W. F. Matthewson was appointed superintendent of missions in Japan. 

J.T. Taylor was appointed aii and M. ©. Olarke treasurer of the missions 
in India. 

J. T. Taylor was granted a power of cette for India. 

VY. G. and Mrs. V. G. MeMurry having offered their resignations as foreign missionaries, 
on motion the same were accepted by the board. 

In view of Rey. J. J. Haviland’s service for five years on the field in Africa, the board 
allowed his wife, Mrs. Emma H. Haviland, a claim of $40 for the ensuing year. 

In view of the ill-health of Miss Rose Cox of India, the board made provision for her 
to return home on a furlough. 

It was ordered that hereafter all applications for foreign missionary work must be ac- 
companied by two physicians’ certificates. 

A number of applications for missionary work were considered, and action on them 
deferred. 

The secretary was requested to prepare and present at the first sitting of the next ses- 
sion, a statement of the business coming before the board. 





ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE EVANGELISTS 
REY. W. G. HANMER’S REPORT 
To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL Missionary Boarp :— 
The Lord’s protecting and preserving care has been specially manifested toward me, 


during the past year, and he has granted me very gracious help and blessing in the evan- 
gelistic work, for which I am specially and devoutly thankful. My last report closed with 
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the meeting at Sprague, Washington. I continued to labor in the West during the monthe 
of October, November and December. Also after my sickness in the spring during a part 
of March, April and May. 

At Salem, Oregon, we have a church building in the outskirts of the city, but we held 
our meeting on new ground. We rented a hall in the center of the city. The meeting was 
successful in creating a new interest and starting up the work anew. Since then the church 
and parsonage have been remodelled and the work has continued to prosper. This year we 
have a pastor there who devotes all his time to the work at Salem. 

At Seattle, Everett and Tacoma our meetings were held in our churches. Rev. Alex- 
ander Beers had the meeting well planned and advertised at the First church. He had his 
mind and heart set on a successful meeting, and in a diplomatic manner he managed 
things, so as to draw out of us the very best service there was in us. The meeting was good, 
powerful and old-fashioned. Many were helped and profited besides those who were saved 
and sanctified. 

The Lord greatly helped us in our meeting at Everett with Rev. T. H. Marsh. Brother 
Marsh plunged into the work with us in earnest. God gave usa gracious season of blessing 
in Zion. Crowds attended the services and strong and pungent conviction attended the 
preaching. Saving and sanctifying results were realized and some very chronic cases found 
glorious deliverance. 

At Tacoma, our esteemed brother, Rev. C.S. McKinley, had the way fully prepared 
for a very successful effort; but after only a few days’ services we came down with nervous 
prostration which lasted for ten weeks or more. 

In the last part of the month of March we began work again in Sunnyside with Rev- 
S. P. Westfield. Our work there is comparatively new. We held two successful meetings. 
One before the church was built and one afterwards. We also assisted Brother Westfield im 
raising money to pay for the church and dedicated it before we left. 

After that we spent some time in special revival efforts at Central and Oregon City, Ore- 
gon. These meetings were not so successful as the others; still they were good and profitable. 
There was a degree of interest and some salvation. District Elder William Pearce and his 
excellent wife, together with Rev. John Glenn and the pastors in the Oregon conference 
rallied to the evangelistic services, and with their faith, prayers and efforts helped to make 
our visit and services successful. 

During the summer months we have spent all our time in tabernacle meetings with the 
exception of one week that we spent in a camp-meeting in Richland Center, Wisconsin. 

After returning from the West our first meeting. was at Lafayette, Indiana, with Rev. 
J.B. Lutz. Brother Lutz is a practical man, full of business. We never held a meeting 
anywhere, where the arrangements and preparations were more complete for a successful 
salvation meeting than the one at Lafayette. The masses heard the gospel in this meet- 
ing. There was a deep and widespread interest. The meeting was known and felt 
throughout the whole city. There were a number of clear conversions and some sanctified 
wholly. It wasa remarkably good and profitable meeting. 

At Racine, Wisconsin, we held another tabernacle meeting with conditions all unfavor- 

-able. However the Lord helped and we had a profitable meeting. ; 

We spent eleven days with Pastor F. F, Wolfe in a tabernacle meeting in Beaver Dam. 
Our own members and members of other churches received much help through the Bible 
readings and there were some conversions. 

Sioux Falls, South Dakota.—Our pastor there, Rev. J. Whiteside, has had the matter of 
a tabernacle meeting in the center of the city on his heart for a long time. Our church 
there is situated in the outskirts of the city. With the tent pitched in the center of the 
city, we held forth there during nearly the whole of the month of September. We had 
quite a good salvation time. 

During the year in all the meetings 236 have been either converted or sanctified wholly, 
and we have received 104 new members into the church, 
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After my nervous breakdown Rev. W. H. Clark, of the Susquehanna conference, with 
whom I had been in correspondence regarding my proposed visit and labors in New Eng- 
land, wrote me that it would doubtless be a long time before Ishould recover health and 
strength sufficient to make me equal to the New England situation and work, and that for 
the present we would postpone the matter, so we have deferred until the present time. 
But for the kindly and considerate advice of my brother I should certainly have made the 
venture at least, and have carried out as best I could the wishes of the board.

C, W. STAMP’S REPORT 


To tHE PREsIDPNY AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MissionARY BoarD OF THE FREE 

MetHopist CnuRCH: 

The tender care of our heavenly Father has been over us during the year and we have 
special reasons to be grateful for continued mercies. 

I have devoted my entire time to the work of an evangelist. Mrs. Blanche E. Stamp, 
whom you were pleased to favor as a licensed missionary of the General Missionary Board, 
has been my assistant from the beginning and has traveled with me constantly. Her labors 
in the revivals have been considered by the pastors and district elders a very great blessing 
to the struggling societies as well as the new fields we have visited. 

It has been our aim to select from the calls received, the most needy places. Some of 
the charges we have assisted were considered old, run-down fields; but through the aid of 
the faithful pastors and a few consecrated members, and in the strength of Christ, we were 
able to conquer, and with a persistent effort new life has sprung up and new light has burst 
forth. 

We have held revivals and special services in the following places, including eleven con- 
ferences and twelve states: Old Ransom church, Michigan conference; Flint, Michigan, 
East Michigan conference; Coopersville, North Michigan conference; Titusville, Oil City 
conference; Wallaceburg, Western Ontario conference; Atkinson, Illinois conference; 
Freeport, Illinois conference; Cortland, Susquehanna conference; New Decatur, Alabama, 
Kentucky and Tennessee conference; Louisville, Kentucky and Tennessee conference; 
Evansville, Wisconsin conference; Bracebridge, Eastern Ontario conference; Gallatin, 
Kentucky and Tennessee conference; New Hope, Mississippi, Louisiana conference, Beas- 
ley Chapel, Mississippi, Louisiana conference ; Cascilla, Mississippi, Louisiana conference; 
Wesson, Mississippi, Louisiana conference ; Summerville, Louisiana, Louisiana conference; 
Kelley, Louisiana conference. 

Tue Souta.—The General Missionary Board ordered that I should spend three months 
in the South.. Owing to the needs and prospects of our work there, we gave about five 
months to the southern fields. 

A complete description of the self-denial and hardships of our consecrated ministers in 
the establishment of our church in this country, could not be given here. But asa result 
of their strenuous efforts an army of true, devoted Free Methodists were found scattered 
through this great land. A number of obstacles must be overcome here that are not 
known in the North. And yet, under the plain, solid gospel truth, there is, as a reward, 
true Ohristian character and devotedness to God. 7 

The revival season for the South is during the summer months. The most favorable 
time for the cotton belt is during August and September. This accounts for our being 
there during the hot season instead of the winter time. 

The holiness movement is quite strong through this country. However, great interest 
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seemed to be manifested for our church, and our district elder and the pastor expressed 
encouragement and inspiration from the summer’s campaign and hope is revived for the 
future. 

As the Discipline provides that the general evangelist shall operate bands and band- 
workers, and as it was evident we might, in a limited degree, extend our influence for the 
church by putting a few consecrated laborers into the field, we have, by personal solicita- 
tion and by correspondence, raised a small fund and have maintained several workers dur- 
ing the year. These workers are now on the field, and are giving good satisfaction and re- 
vivals are the result of their labors. Should this move be considered favorably by your 
honorable body we will continue the plan as our limited time and circumstances may 
permit. . 

Over three hundred souls have either been converted or sanctified and a good percent- 
age of these have united with the Free Methodist church.

T also assisted in holding thirteen home missionary meetings in the interest of our band 
work, These meetings were seasons of great refreshing, and the presentation of the home 
missionary cause seemed to meet with general fAvor, and while it was begun as a venture, 
it created new inspiration and we found a number of consecrated laymen who were in- 
tensely interested in this part of the work. 

While my year’s work is not what I would like it to have been, yet I have reason to be- 
lieve my efforts to save the lost and encourage the saints have been rewarded. 

We shall continue in the future to labor as in the past, to promote the interest of the 
church, and with increased experience we trust to be able to give better service and to see 
greater results the coming year.

THE SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Mr. PrestpENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL Missionary BoarpD: 


The increasing manifestation, among us, of responsiveness to the “‘great commission”’ 
should call forth our most hearty thanksgiving and inspire our hearts with greater courage 
and larger expectations for the future, This is manifestated in enlarged receipts, and 
more volunteers. The sisters, members of our Woman’s Societies, like Deborah of old, 
are leading on the brethren, and inciting them to attempt greater things for God, and ex- 
pect greater things from him in spreading the “‘good tidings of great joy, which shall be to 
all people.’’ 

AFRICA—INHAMBANE 


We rejoice in the good news from Inhambane. Truly the mantle of Rey. G. H, Agnew, 
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our devoted and heroic missionary, has fallen on his successor at Inhambane. Recently 
J. W. Haley has had the Roberts’ Memorial Mission iron house raised up and made two 
stories high. By having our missionaries live upstairs it is expected they will be much less. 
liable to malaria, There are an increasing number of native evangelists and children sup- 
ported. The resultant fruit has been encouraging, and is manifested by the strengthening 
and enlargement of the work. There has been an increase this year of nine full members, 
thirty-two probationers and three native helpers. Our medical missionary, Dr. W. A. 
Backenstoe, has given efficient aid to Brother Haley in helping him raise the mission house 
—adding a second story—besides treating a large number of natives. He writes that from 
April 13 to July 30 he treated 187 patients and made 609 visits. The patients treated suf- 
fered from thirty-five different diseases. We judge that the service he has rendered to the 
bodies of the natives has lightened many of their sorrows and made them more receptive 
to the gospel. Our missionaries at Fairview think it will be best for Dr. Backenstoe to be 
stationed at Inhambane, and in this he most heartily concurs. There is a large field for 
medical work at Inhambane and in the surrounding country. 


AFRICA—UMUSA, JOHANNESBURG 


Our work at this station is very important. Johannesburg is the chief city of South 
Africa. At the beginning of the year, it is said, there were 80,000 native men employed in 
the compounds. They come from South, Central and East Africa. Recently an effort has 
been made to import Chinese to do the work in the gold mines, and thus supplant the na- 
tives. Thus far this has not proved a success, as only about fifty per cent. of the Chinamen 
have given satisfaction, and, it is said, some who employ such help refuse to employ China- 
men. This should be a kind of distributing center for our work. Because of its relation 
to our other work in Africa, it seems very important that we send another man and wife 
there as soon as possible. Probably, at least, one-half, or more, of our native workers at 
Inhambane, and some who are laboring in Natal were converted there. It is a good place 
for sowing the gospel seed. Mr. and Mrs. Carroll Smith have been laboring there the past 
year. Their work is done, principally, in connection with three compounds where there 
are about 2000 natives. They have open-air services with the natives in the compounds, 
and, also, have a schoo] and mission services in the mission house near by. Their labors 
have been rewarded in seeing an encouraging number turn unto the Lord, nine persons 
having been received in full, and twenty-six on probation the past year. The natives have 
given $250 to help on the work. Some of this is restitution money. Having wronged oth- 
ers, and not knowing where to find the persons whom they have wronged, it is given to 
help on the work of God. Brother and Sister Smith love the work. There is special rea- 
gon for encouragement because of the fruit of their labors, and the prospect of much 


greater results. 5 
AFRICA—FAIRVIEW 


This is our oldest mission in Natal. Because of the inadequate mission force at this 
station greater burdens have fallen.on the missionaries. We are thankful to God that Sis- 


ter Brodhead has received so much help for her body since its severe injury by her grievous’ 


fall. Notwithstanding the tests through which our work and workers have been called to 
pass, we are glad to know that God’s blessing on the labors of the few has resulted in spe- 
cial enlargement on the various lines of work, in a gratifying increase in the number of 
converts and their upbuilding in the faith. There has been an increase of six full mem- 
bers, thirty-one probationers, and thirty-one Sunday-school scholars. We have received 
good reports of the new missionaries who went out about a year ago. Oircumstances have 
been such that it has been necessary for Brother Brodhead to give quite a portion of his 
time and strength to looking after the temporal affairs connected with the station land. 
Since Brother Ryff’s arrival he has greatly assisted Brother Brodhead in this work as well 
as on spiritual lines. It seems very necessary for a good man and wife to oversee and take 
charge of the station land, and take special charge of the temporal affairs connected with 
the natives, who rent hut privileges on the same, and leave these brethren free for the reg- 
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ular mission work. A sanctified farmer and a good all round business man, well adapted 
to this place, and whose heart is aflame with desire to help in having the dark-skinned sons 
of Africa receive the gospel, even though he be not specially gifted to do mission work, may 
find in this sphere of labor an opportunity to accomplish a great work for the Master. 
Excellent work has been done in the station school, for which it was highly commended by 
the school inspector. The ‘‘Girls’ school’? has prospered under the care and faithful in- 
struction of Sister Allen and her faithful helpers. We are pleased with the evangelistic 
spirit some of the native girls manifest. One of them who was converted went to her 
heathen home on Friday evening, five miles from Fairview, and remained over Sunday, and 
while there was very zealous in personal work, and in meetings with her people to bring 
them to the saving knowledge of Christ. We are glad that Sister Allen’s strength is re- 
newed, and she has been enabled to continue in the school. I am sure the coming of Miss 
Nellie Reed to help her will give her great joy. ; 


AFRICA—ITEMBI, EBENEZER 


The two faithful handmaids of the Lord (Misses Hartman and Nickel) at this place 
have not fainted, but they have been enabled to reap precious fruit, and see the work 
strengthened and enlarged. Thirteen full members have been added during the past year 
and eleven probationers. They report nine out stations. Surely they are reaching out 
into the regions beyond. How few of our preachers in the home land have as many places 
where they carry the ‘‘good tidings.”’ 


AFRICA—EDWALENI 


We are sorry to know that Mr. and Mrs. Nathanael B. Smith’s health has failed, so that 
it has been necessary for them to leave this station and go to Fairview, and grave fears are 
entertained that it will be necessary for them to return home. Weare in hope that with 
rest and God’s blessing they will be restored and will be enabled to remain on the field and 
go forward in the work committed to their charge. Their zeal and perseverance have been 
rewarded with precious fruit, which suggests their greater possibilities. Hight probation- 
ers have been added during the past year. 


AFRICA—EMWADENI, GREENVILLE 


Because the name of this station is so near like Edwaleni, our missionaries have thought 
best to call it Greenville, after our college. With so few missionaries, and s0 much labor 
and responsibility on them in connection with the older parts of our work in Natal, they 
haye not been able to spare anyone to establish the work at this point. The work has been 
done principally by a native worker and his wife, assisted by Brothers Smith and Brodhead. 
In a recent letter from one of our missionaries it was suggested that we might lose this 
mission site if we did not make haste and send a man and wife there to establish the work. 
A year ago we made two appropriations with this end in view, namely, $500 for a training 
school and $1000 for a dwelling house for a man and wife. In a recent letter from J. P. 
Brodhead, he states that he is going to commence the buildings and desires to have the ap- 
propriations sent. We have responded by sending one-half of them. Our missionaries look 
upon this as a very inviting and needy field. They believe that the site was given in an- 
swer to prayer, and for some time they have been praying the Lord of the harvest to send 
them reinforcements to meet this imperative need, and other needs of our growing and 
enlarging work in Africa. Our superintendent in Natal writes that the Macedonian calls 
to him and his co-laborers are more than they can respond to, and in connection with their 
prayers they send a long and loud call for more workers from the home land. It seems to 
be imperatively necessary that our work in Africa be reinforced speedily with four or six 
missionaries from the home land, in addition to those whom we have already accepted. 

Our faithful superintendent has had his hands and heart full of care and labor, to over- 
flowing, in connection with the varied lines of work and many responsibilities. We appre. 
ciate the faithful service he has been enabled to give in helping to gather in golden sheave 
for the Savior. About a year ago the physical condition of Brother and Sister Brodhead 
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caused some fear that they might not be able to perform as much work as they have this 
year. We are glad the Lord has given our missionaries in Africa so much strength and 
courage for service, and so many trophies for him. It is to be hoped that some provision 
can be made so that Brothers Brodhead and Ryff will be released from responsibility in 
connection with the farm work. With six missionaries for Africa, namely, a man and wife © 
for the farm, another couple for Greenville, and then two single persons, the work would 
be greatly helped and the cares and labors of the few would be wonderfully lightened. 

For various reasons which will be brought before you, for your consideration and 
action, our missionaries make an earnest plea that you will create the office of general 
superintendent for the work and provide the man for the office. I trust that the Holy Spirit 
will direct in regard to this and all other matters which are to come before you. 


INDIA—YEOTMAL 


Our work and workers on this field have been and are passing through some special 
trials. There was a fire on the large compound which destroyed one or more of the outbuild- 
ings, and imperiled the safety of the large bungalow and the lives of the missionaries. Sister 
Cox has been in poor health throughout most of the year. The mission force has been 
much too small for the needs of the work. For this last named reason our missionaries 
have recured the assistance of Rev. and Mrs. E. F. Ward and their daughter Ethel. Their 
work seems to be very satisfactory, and our missionaries unanimously request that they be 
received into our mission on trial. Their request will be brought before you more fully 
during this meeting. 

We are thankful for the measure of encouragment and fruit in connection with our 
work on this field. All of the missionaries are walking in the fellowship of the Spirit, and 
with the exception of Sister Cox, are in quite good health. They have reported good meet- 
ings and they are full of faith and courage for the work, which is very great, as only a few 
of the people of the 1200 villages of our district have been privileged to listen to the gospel 
message. They have been anxious to commence the work at Darwha, a large town about 
twenty-eight miles from Yeotmal, but a lack of means and missionaries has hindered. _ 
They make the request that the board accept of those persons before mentioned—of a eonet: 
verted and wholly sanctified Presbyterian missionary, who is on the field, by the name of 
Enright, and send out three or four additional missionaries the coming year. 


JAPAN 


We have two principal stations in this ‘‘Sunrise Kingdom,’’ Sumoto on the island of 
Awaji, where August Youngren and his wife are laboring, assisted by a number of native 
workers and their wives, and Osaka where the Rev. and Mrs. Wesley F. Matthewson 
are laboring. assisted by Brother Kawabe and wife and Konishi. Our missionaries 
have sent us very encouraging reports of the work, from time to time during the year. Oon- 
sidering the length of time since our work was commenced, the workers employed, the 
money expended, etc., I think there has been more manifest fruit here than in any other part 
of our foreign work. There has been an increase of thirty-nine full members, eighty-three 
probationers and fifty Sunday-school scholars. The precious ingathering of jewels for the 
Master on this field is a cause of special thanksgiving to God. 

Your secretary has been surprised at, what seems to him, the little interest and excite- 
ment among the Japanese people because of the terrible war in which so many of their 
brave sonsare falling. From thelittle mention made of the war, and about the excitement 
among the people over it, in letters sent him by our missionaries, he would judge there was 
quite as much excitement here because of it as there. 

Our missionaries are in quite good health and are much encouraged and full of hope 
for the work because of the precious fruit already given, and the receptivity of the people. 

They represent that their present, imperative needs are comfortable houses at Sumoto 
and Osaka for the missionaries to occupy and for use in carrying forward the work success- 
fully. Already they are feeling the need of a training school for the natives who have been

converted and who feel called to pastoral and evangelistic work. In order to meet the 
very urgent needs of this work considerably larger appropriations will be necessary. 

The total increase on all of our foreign work the past year has been eighty-two full 
members, 154 probationers and seventy Sunday-school scholars. 


CHINA 


We, and others, have been disappointed because of. the delay in the time of the depart- 
ure of our missionary band to China. Providential indications have seemed to necessitate 
this delay. This being the case we should confidently expect better results than as though 
we had sent out the band with undue haste, not having taken sufficient time for needed 
preparation for such an important work. We now have six of the eight membeys of the 
band accepted and anxious to go out as soon as the way is open. The prospect is that the 
necessary means will be provided by the time the missionaries are ready to depart. 


OUR RETURNED MISSIONARIES 


Mrs, Lillie Agnew, and Peter Magumbeni our native worker, have been at Spring 
Arbor the most of the year. Sister Agnew’s daughter Susie, and Peter have attended the 
seminary and have made good progress in their studies, During the school year they at- 
tended a few missionary services. Since its close they have made an extended tour in the 
West, and have spoken at missionary meetings, at conferences and at other places. I have 
heard only good reports from their labors. 

Miss Clara A. Leffingwell has been in labors abundant and excellent reports have been 
given of her work. I expect she will be here to report her work. 


SECRETARY’ S PERSONAL REPORT 


During the past year your secretary has attended missionary meetings in ten confer- 
ences, in nine states, and in Oanada. He has been at six camp-meetings, two holiness con- 
ventions, one missionary convention, and has dedicated four churches, besides laboring in 
evangelistic services and looking after office work and correspondence. 

In performing his work he has traveled 9521 miles. He gratefully acknowledges the 
kind protection of his heavenly Father and the precious presence of the Comforter.
